Delay school upgrading 


Edward L. Richmond, chairman of the aldermanic 
Public Buildings Committee, sent a letter to Superintendent 
of Schools Aaron Fink last week which Indicated that his 
committee will not be able to act on a proposal for additions 
and alterations to the Lincoln-Eliot School until at least 
April 1. 

Members of the School Committee have expressed 
displeasure with this possibility. Sub-bids have already 
been submitted for the project and the deadline for ac¬ 
cepting them, according to Building Commissioner Gene 
Larson, is April 10. 

If the bids are not approved by the Board of Aldermen 
by April 10, new bids will have to be submitted. 

“Everytime we have stopped to reexamine a project we 
have not saved money,” commented School Committeeman 
Alvin MandelL “We have lost space and the cost has been 
the same or more. 

Richmond's letter requested information about the 
Lincoln Eliot project. It also noted that the Aldermen are 
presently busy with budget hearings. 

The School Committee voted unanimously this week to 
send a letter to Richmond to remind him of the con¬ 
sequences of delaying action on Lincoln-Eliot. It was 
suggested that an expedient would be for the Building 
Committee to meet with the Finance Committee since both 
committees have to approve the project before it goes to the 
whole Board of Aldermen. 

When told about the School Committee's decision, Rich¬ 
mond said Tuesday "we’re not going to be pressured.” 

“They're trying to push us at the most busy time of the 
Aldermanic work cycle,” Richmond commented. 

“What has happened this time is a departure from 
previous practice,” Richmond explained. "In the past, 
when bond appropriations were necessary, estimates would 
be made by the public buildings commissioner. 

“The Board would debate, discuss and either approve 
or shoot down an appropriate If approved, the project 
would be put out for bids." 

Richmond said that in the past, if the bids were higher 
than the appropriation, a project would have to be junked or 
the Aldermen would be asked for more money. 

He said that in order to avoid that possibility, Lincoln- 
Eliot was first put out for bids. “The principal purpose was 
so we would know the size of the bond appropriation to 
request." 

Richmond said that speaking for himself, he does not 


'Save Dudman' move 
begun by aldermen 

Half the Board of Aldermen have signed a letter to 
Mayor Theodore Mann asking the mayor to retain Richard 
Dudman, outgoing director of Public Works, “in some 
capacity that would best utilize his experience in systems 
analysis and development" 

Dudman was scheduled to leave city employment 
finally March 1, but his term was extended to April 15 to 
help get the Public Works Department through the budget. 

The letter was written by Aid. Terry Morris, who said 
that the signers “are concerned that the final 
reorganization that takes place will be durable enough to 
last the city for the next couple of decades. ” 

"We are pleased," the letter read, “with your open 
dialogue with the Board as the reorganization (of the city's 
operating departments) is developed" 

The letter referred to "three or four months of hard 
work ahead," during which time the Board will be 
deliberating on the reorganization of the Public Works 
Department, and expressed concern that “continuity and 
order" be maintained in the Public Works Department 
during the reorganization discussion. 

“We feel that to lose his year and a half of experience as 
the director coupled with his professional expertise as a 
management consultant during this crucial period of time 
would be a mistake," the letter said. 

In addition to Morris, other signers of the letter were 
Aid. Susan Schur, Joan Saklad, Mark White, Eliot Cohen, 
Richard Bullwinkle, Wendell Bauckman, Robert Gaynor, 
Jason Sacks, Ernest Dietz, Edward Richmond, and David 
Jackson. 


“feel any particular urgency because of the 30 day deadline 
(the time period in which bids must be approved).” 

“We are going to have to debate the issue," Richmond 
said. He added that he understood that prices might be 
higher if new bids had to be asked for. 

Richmond noted that the first request for Lincoln Eliot 
from the School Committee to Mayor Monte G. Basbas on 
Sept. 27, 1971 did not include a gymnasium. 

"We want to go into the statistics on which the initial 
request was made," Richmond commented. "We want to 
explore the same options which were considered in 
January, 1971." 

Richmond said that he had some questions “about the 
legality of changing ed specs after the Board of Aldermen 
appropriated money for an architect” 

The design for Lincoln-Eliot passed by the Design 
Review Committee reportedly included 2,200 more square 
feet than called for in the educational specifications. 

Members of the School Committee and the Public 
Buildings Committee went on a joint tour of Lincoln-Eliot 
on Jan. 31. Richmond reported his findings to his com¬ 
mittee. 

"Upon inspecting the Lincoln-Eliot School, the group 
saw no overcrowded classrooms,” Richmond noted. “No 
class had more than 21 children, and some had as few as 15, 
although some students were absent on the day of the tour. 

“The structure is well maintained, one wing is of new 
construction, and the gymnasium, which compares in size 
to many other elementary schools, was constructed in 
1965." 

Richmond added that "the library is small and located 
in a basement. Rest rooms adjacent to the library are 
inadequate.

The $63 million budget has gone 
through two full days of review under the 
watchful eyes of the aldermanic Finance 
Committee. 

Two more reviews are scheduled. 

Last Friday night and all day and well 
into the evening Saturday were given over 
to the annual exercise of cutting the 
budget 

But as fast as money is cut one place, 
it is added another. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, who said last 
week that he had cut more than f 10 million 
from departmental requests and followed 
that up with another 82.6 million from the 
prepared budget topped it all off with a 
memorandum of what still must be added 
to the budget 

Wage increases that will result from 
new labor contracts now under 
negotiation, bonding of 83 million in 
teachers’ salaries, and the added cost of 
solid-waste disposal incurred by closing 
the incinerator at the end of this year have 
yet to be budgeted. 

Finance Committee hearings with 
department heads last weekend were open 
to the public and the press, but 
deliberations on what cuts to make were 
not, and Chairman Sidney Small declined 
even to release information on cuts at the 
conclusion of the executive (closed) 
sessions. 

In the mayor's budget cuts, the Police 
Department requested budget was cut by 
8400,000, to just over 84 million, and the 
Finance Committee has cut more. 


The Street Department budget, 
especially the sections dealing with new 
equipment and construction, was cut by 
81.5 million by the mayor. 

The Public Works Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, still going over Street 
Department budgets before they go before 
the Finance Committee, has reportedly 
found at least 8175,000 more that can be 
deleted. 

The Finance Committee hearings 
grind on hour after hour, with the 
weightiness of the subject occasionally 
relieved by Small’s wit or by Joking ex¬ 
changes between aldermen and the 
department head on the “hot seat," as 
Small terms the chair for department 
heads. 

But most of the business is serious and 
so treated. The discussion about whether 
to contribute to the Newton Guidance 
Clinic is one example. More members of 
the committee than not, it appeared, feel 
that their confidence in the clinic and its 
directing board, the Mental Health 
Association, has been shaken and are 
considering terminating thecity’s funding. 

The mayor wished to give the clinic a 
six-month trial with 850,000. 

A more definite fate has befallen 
Project Turnabout, a drug-counseling 
service. The city has withdrawn all its 
support (832,000) from the group, which at 
one time was considered an important tool 
in controlling drug abuse in Newton. 

Times have changed, and drugs are no 
longer thought to be the problem in terms 
of numbers of young people involved that it 
was a few years ago. 


Saturday, March 9, the Finance 
Committee will tackle the long, detailed 
budgets of the Street Department and the 
Public Buildings Department 

The full Board of Aldermen will begin 
its deliberations in open meetings on 
Saturday, April 6. 

The deadline for passage of the budget 
by the Board is April 15.

Life Care vote deferred 


A sudden surge of interest during the 
past week in the zoning change and per¬ 
missive use petitions involved in the 
proposed “Life Care Center” for the 
elderly resulted in no action on the project 
by the Board of Aldermen this week. 

Despite a favorable report by the Land 
Use Committee, the Board voted 13-8 to 
hold further discussion of the densities 
allowed in the proposed zoning change 
affecting the Stanton Avenue parcel where 
the 179-unlt Life Care Center would be 
built. 

A new definition of permitted use for 
residential-care facilities, allowing con¬ 
struction in both Residence D and E 
districts, had been approved earlier by the 
Land Use Committee. 

Without action by the Board to confirm 
the Land Use Committee's approval of the 
zoning amendment, which recognizes a 
combination residential and nursing-home 
facility, the two other petitions—one to 


rezone the land to Residence E and the 
other for permissive use to construct the 
building—could not be acted on and were 
held ip the Land Use Committee. 

The principle objection to permitting 
residential-care facilities In Residence E 
and F districts is the increased density 
from 1200 to 850 square feet of land per 
apartment unit. 

Former Land Use Committee 
Chairman Alan Barkin opposed recom¬ 
mitting the petition. 

"This matter has been before the 
committee for a year or longer. Until this 
weekend there has been no interest in it, 
even though we are creating a major 
change in a zoning ordinance," Barkin 
commented. 

Now it’s a good thing there's interest, 
but I'd hate to see it go back and simply 
become another Land Use item. I hope 
other members (of the Board) take an 
active interest in this zone change and 


permissive use,” Barkin continued. 

"But we ought to be careful about the. 
way we drag out petitions," Barkin ad¬ 
vised. "I hope that what the elderly are 
getting in the way of services is not why 
it's back. We are a land use, not a social- 
welfare committee yet.” 

Many of the aldermen liave expressed 
reservations about the financial aspects of 
the Life Care Center and what safeguards 
can be offered to elderly people who will 
reside there. 

The lowest cost for lifetime residency 
would be 83,900 for food and maintenance 
for one person in a one-room apartment, 
the one-time cost of which would be 
810,000. 

Land Use Committee Chairman 
Joseph McDonnell opposed recommittal, 
saying, "It’s interesting that the 
proponents want it held because they don't

My son the taxi driver

Few little kids in Newton tell 
their parents that they want to 
grow up to become taxi cab 
drivers. 

But years later, as college 
dropouts, many Newton youths 
are found picking up bundles for 
little old ladies at the Star 
Market and hoping for big tips. 

Cab driving can be initially 
attractive because you work by 
yourself much of the time. The 
only skill It requres is being able 
to drive, and it is usually easy to 
get hired by one of the com¬ 
panies In Newton. 

Cab companies operate two 
shifts. One group of drivers 
works from 6:30 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. to 1 a.m. 

p.m. The night drivers work 
approximately 4:30 p.m. to 1 
a.m. 

Taxi drivers spend much of 
their time waiting on stands for 
calls from their dispatcher. 
Some stands can be far more 
lucrative than others. 

If a driver is sent to spend a 
night in the area of Boston 
College, he may wait as long as 
three hours on a slow night for a 
customer. 

If a driver is assigned to the 
Riverside MBTA station stand, 
he may be continually driving 
students to Wellesley College all 
night long. 

Drivers are very dependent 
on their dispatcher. Many cab 
driven have felt dispatchers 


giving preference to favored 
colleagues. 

For example, assume that 
there are two cabs waiting on a 
stand for calls. The first driver 
might be instructed to pick up a 
lady In Newtonville who wants 
go to West Newton. 

Seconds alter leaving the 
stand, this driver hears the 
second cab get a ride which will 
go from Newton Comer to the 
airport (the dream journey of 
many drivers). The first driver 
might wonder if the airport ride 
was not held by the dispatcher 
until he had left the stand. 

Drivers have occasionally 
collectively abused their 
dispatcher. At one company, on 
slow nights, drivers used to 
shout insult into their 
microphones and leave it to the 
dispatcher to figure out who 
was the troublemaker. 

Another problem on long 
nights can be drivers falling 
asleep. A dispatcher may have 
to ask for a cab four or five 
times before he gets a response. 

An essential accessory for 
cab drivers is a street directory. 
Few, if any drivers, know all the 
streets in Newton. If a driver 
forgets his directory, he can 
assume he will be in for a long 
day. He will have to either 
irritate his dispatcher by 
continually asking where 
streets are, or be lucky and be 
sent to addresses he is familiar 
with. 

Having a street directory 
does not assure that a driver 


will find a road quickly. Street 
directories list what streets a 
road runs off of. What if you've 
never heard of those streets 
either? 

Sometimes a driver will have 
to backtrack in his directory 
three or four streets until he 
finds one he know to get to. And 
even directories make 
mistakes. One directory 
reportedly lists a street off of 
Washington Street in Newton 
Highlands. Washington Street 
never touches Newton 
Highlands. 

Street guides can be almost 
useless if a driver is sent to a 
town he haB never been in 
before. One former driver 
reports that he was sent to drive 
a lady from Newton to Dor¬ 
chester, assuming that his 
dispatcher could help him find 
Dorchester. 

His cab's radio began to 
malfunction enroute to Boston, 
and he began to stop at every 
pay phone he saw to call for new 
instructions. 

Numerous dollars on the 
meter later, the driver finally 
found his customer’s 
destination. He charged her 
what she said the ride usually 
cost, rather than the amount on 
the meter, and tried to find his 
way home. 

Parts other than the radio 
sometimes break down in cab. 
One former driver had two cabs 
he was driving break down in 
one day. 

The first car broke down as he 


entered one of the airport 
tunnels. He flagged down 
another cab for his customer 
and officials helped him get his 
cab out of traffic. 

When he returned to Newton, 
he was given another cab. This 
one stalled out in Newtonville. 
He was told that there were no 
more available cabs The driver 


left and was hired by another 
cab company that same day. 

Cab drivers often pass time 
by talking about weird 
customers. One former driver 
tells of picking up a lady at 
Howard Johnson’s in Newton 
Corner. 

He asked her where she 
wanted to go and she replied, 


“Howard Johnson's.” When he 
told her that that was where she 
was she said she wanted to go to 
Newton Centre. 

The meter read 81.50 when the 
ride was finished. The lady, who 
was described as “about 60 
years old, and wearing go-go 
boots," gave the driver 812. He

The chief stated, "This case 
was a classic In the fact that a 
wide awake and interested 
citizen using the emergency 
number 911, called and in¬ 
formed our men of a suspicious 
act and they did the rest This is 
an outstanding example of what 
the partnership of aware 
citizens and good policing can 
accomplish.”

A student advisory committee spoke to 
the School Committee this week about 
student concerns at the two high schools. 

Newton North student Michael Sllton 
mentioned vandalism and violence at his 
school He said that they are "symptoms" 
which "tell something about the school” 

Sllton said that there is apathy and 
lack of responsibility at Newton North. "It 
is caused by anonymity," he commented. 

Sllton acknowleged that students 
cannot know everyone at the school, but he 
added that he felt every student should 
know and be accountable to some faculty 
member. 

“Kids are confused about what they 
can and cannot do," Silton said. "Not 
every student can handle open campus. 

Silton proposed a strengthening of the 
house system at Newton North. The high 
school is presently divided into six houses. 
Most students take classes in different 
houses, but are linked to a home room in 
one of the houses. 

Silton offered Riley House as a good 
model Riley House sophomores have most 
of their classes within the house. This can 
encourage people getting to know each 
other. 

"We’re asking for more individual 
attention for each child," Silton said. "If 
we strengthen and individualize the 
houses, this would probably be the best 
step. 

The School Committee has scheduled a 
special meeting on March 18 for discussion 
of the house system. 

Newton North student Ann Hochberg 
told the School Committee that Newton 
North has a weighted system for deter¬ 
mining students’ class ranks. 

Under this system, an ‘A’ in an honors 
class is worth more than an ‘A’ in 
curriculum I in relation to compiling class 
ranks. 

"Some people are unhappy with the 
system," Ms. Hochberg said. 

She mentioned some possible con¬ 
sequences of the system. "There is 


pressure on students jockeying for high 
ranks," she commented. "Students choose 
courses based on weight. 

"Kids with low class ranks may lose 
self-esteem," Ms. Hochberg added. 

She said that rankings may hurt 
students with employers. 

"There are marked inconsistencies 
between classes in the same curriculum," 
she commented. Another possible problem 
is that electives, which are as difficult as 
tracked courses, are not counted toward 
rank. 

Silton said that students in an honors 
class can receive three points for an 'F' 
while students who get an 'F' in 
curriculum II receive no points toward 
ranking. 

"The weighting system we have now is 
not right," Sllton commented. 

School Committee member Dorothy 
Reichard said that she was upset about 
what she had heard. 

"I think ranking systems are 
abominable; they ought to be wiped out,” 
Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said. Fink noted the possibility of error in 
the initial grade for students, and also the 
possibility of error in weighting. 

Fink added that he doubted whether 
weighting substantially affected class 
ranking. 

Ms. Hochberg mentioned alternatives 
to the present ranking system. The in¬ 
cluded use of an grade point index; a 
decile system where students are ranked 
either in the first tenth of their class, the 
second tenth, the third tenth, etc., the use 
of a more precise letter grades; and 
showing grades for all terms. Newton 
South reportedly uses a decile system. 

Silton said that there is "confusion 
over student records." He stated that he 
has been denied access to his records 
twice. 

Newton North principal Richard 
Mechem replied that “we’ve been showing 
records to students on a regular basis. I 
don't know what happened to Mike." 

Newton North student Peter Norvig 


said that there is no facility for safe 
bicycle parking. He added that he felt 
biking to school should be encouraged. 

It was mentioned that having bicycle 
lockers at Newton North might be helpful. 

Newton South student Emily Shulman 
said that the most pressing issue at her 
school Is the automotive center. 

She asked about the showing of 
records to students. She was informed that 
the School Committee has a policy which 
says that high schools students can see 
their records. 

Ms. Shulman mentioned a com¬ 
munication problem at Newton South. She 
said that there has been difficulty getting 
information about programs and 
curriculum. 

It was noted that similar courses at the 
two high schools sometimes offer different 
credits to students. 

Ms. Shulman said that a small group 
of advanced math students have no major 
math course to take after their junior year. 

Fink replied that it is expensive to 
have course for a limited amount of 
people. 

Ms. Shulman also talked about the 
firing of teachers. She said that it was felt 
that two of the best English teachers were 
cut because other teachers had tenure. 

"You cannot fire a tenured teacher 
except with a good reason," Fink said. He 
added that the School Department tries 
"to retain good people," either by shifting 
them to a different school or by rehiring 
them later. 

Silton asked that School Committee 
members visit Newton North. He also said 
he would like a study of the coordination of 
curriculum. 

In other action, the School Committee 
voted unanimously to reconfirm its sup¬ 
port for an automotive center at Newton 
South High School. The School Committee 
expressed support for a space 
requirement of 2,160 square feet for the 
automotive center which would make 
possible reimbursement from the 
Massachusetts School Building Assistance 
Bureau.

Anonymous tips 

The Massachusetts Attorney General's 
office has instituted a program which will 
enable citizens to anonymously inform on 
, drug pushers and users by calling 727-6858. 

Called the “drug intelligence hotline’', 
the 24 hour phone service will, it is hoped, 
provide police with leads in tracking down 
drug traffickers. 

Robert Quinn, in opening the program 
last week, said he hoped the line would be 
used by those -afraid of direct involvement 
or reluctant to testify in court. 

The program, according to the Attor¬ 
ney General s office, is designed after the 
TIP program (Turn In a Pusher) now in 
use in several states. 

People in the A.G.'s office proudly 
pointed to the TIP program track record 
when asked about it last week. 

In Tampa. Florida, they said, there 
were 67 arrests and 42 convictions over a 
two year period from hotline tips. 

In Ontario, California, there were 859 
calls received, resulting in many arrests, 
included in this was the end to the carreer 
of a 20-man heroin ring. 

The goal of this program is indeed wor¬ 
thy. but the opportunities open for abuse 
are worth considering. 

The parasites who feed a persons' drug 
habit know better than anyone the seeds of 
destruction they have sown. And there is 
little argument that this is one breed of 
person who should be out of business. 

Rut a drug hotline which promises 
anonymity to persons calling in tips may 
open a Pandora's box. And it’s hard to shake 
the shivers of paranoia that comes from 
thinking about the implications of this pro¬ 
gram. 

The calls that come in are truly anony¬ 
mous. According to Dennis Sullivan, an 
attorney with Quinn’s drug office, no at¬ 
tempt will be made to obtain the callers

of trivia about the operation of the dty. 

For example, the Election Commission uses f 15 worth 
of Scotch tape a year, and the Department of Weights and 
Measures checks 2,000 weighing or metering devices every 
year. 

You also find out everybody's salary, and somehow 
your evaluation of them and their boas is changed by the 
information, so we’ll let that drop 

Reading the Police Department budget is like visiting 
Fantasy land 

Not only do you find out there is no Blue Cross for the 
two police dogs, you also learn that they must be rather 
sickly to need (150 for the next year’s doctor bills. 

These dogs ‘are also getting more "food and equip- 
ment"—$1,50(1—than lots of children, and more than 
prisoners, who eat on $800 a year. 

One thing the Police Department is not getting is a 
Venetian blind bullet trap for range, along with two Camdex 
Reloader Automated .3frcaL Arnma reloading machines 
($4,150) and 11 new patrolmen. 

What they are getting, though, Includes 90 new blankets 
"for cruiser ambulances and cells" and $500 more for 
sheets, pillowcases and blankets, "cleaning and 
replacement" 

From the amount for in- and out-of-state travel allowed 
in most of the departments Oils year, you wonder who’s 
going to be around to-mind the store. 

You can find out that City Hall's phone bill will be 
almost $50,000 next year, and that maybe this is the year 
that the windows will be washed atCity Hall at last. 

The deer in the Webster Conservation Area eat pretty 
well, too, for $2,500. 

We will be getting, with any luck at all, $81,000 worth of 
new books this year at the libraries, you would know if you 
went to the budget hearings. 

But since the greater part of the budget goes for 
salaries, we can’t let them drop. 

It is a shock and a disappointment to hear one depart¬ 
ment head after another come before the Finance Com¬ 
mittee and explain that one of his “girls" has been working 
for him for 8,10,12, or more years and may be getting as 
little as $7,000 a year. 

It is a shame to find out that people you know to be 
competent and pleasant are often paid less than others less 
efficient and less pleasant 

But it’s fascinating, every word The budget hearings 
"tell all" about the inner workings of the city, and there's 
nothing like them.

An anonymous tip is probably the most 
unrealiable information there is, so un¬ 
reliable that the court will not accept it

And yet a phone call to Quinn’s office 
can start the wheels turning. 

A persons name is recorded on tape 
along with any real or imagined suspicions 
the caller may have 

The net throw-out by the police, on the 
basis of tips, is perhaps too wide. It may. 
hopefully catch some big fish, but it seems 
too possible that an innocent small one may 
be dragged in. 

The Attorney General’s office promises 
that every precaution will be taken to in¬ 
sure the confidentiality of any information 
received. The files will be periodically 
purged and supposedly identities will be 
protected. 

Hut there are obvious dangers in a 
program of this type, no matter how 
laudable the goal. 

And it seems that more precautions are 
needed to protect the innocent from in¬ 
vestigation by the police. Investigations 
based on phone calls that are unreliable at

The original purpose of Mass Caucus 74 was to narrow 
the field of candidates planning to stand against Secretary 
of State Davoren in the Democratic primary. Boston City 
Councillor Lawrence DiCara and Newton Representative 
Paul Guzzi, potential primary contenders against Davoren, 
both have agreed to abide by the action of the March 23 
Caucus. 

That promotes ipeculaUoo by this agent as to whether 
Guzzi and DICara would withdraw from the Democratic 
primary if enough of Davoren’s supporters show up at the 
Caucus to vote him its endorsement. There is nothing 
whatever in the rules governing the Caucus to prevent that 
from happening. 

Dolores Mitchell of Watertown, one of the organizers of 
the Caucus, explains that the basic Caucus rules are 
modeled after the successful citizens' caucuses of the past 
three years. 

"Every Massachusetts resident eligible to vote in the 
September, 1974, Democratic Primary is invited to attend 
the Mass Caucus ’74 and participate in candidate evaluation 
and selection," she declared. 

"All candidates for the Democratic nomination for 
Secretary of State and Attorney General will be invited to 
address the Caucus and lobby for Its support. Once the 
candidates have spoken, a series of votes will be taken to 
determine which, if any, of the candidates the Caucus 
wishes to support,” she concluded. 

Candidates for the Democratic nomination for Attorney 
General are former State Representative George Sacco of 
Medford, who resigned from his post in the House to devote 
himself to his campaign; former Lieutenant Governor 
Francis X. Bellotti; Norfolk County Register of Deeds 
Barry T. Hannon and Edward F. Harrington of Needham, 
former federal crime-buster. Others may also enter the 
field. 

Harrington is an amateur in politics. Sacco, Bellotti and 
Hannon s'.’ all established vete-gettera although Bellotti Is 
the only w.e who has made state-wide campaigns in the 
puL 

Bellotti was elected Lieutenant Governor in 1982. He 
toppled the then Governor Endlcott Peabody in an upset in 
the 1964 Democratic Primary, but was defeated by John A. 
Volpe in the subsequent election. He won the Democratic 
nomination for Attorney General in 1966 but lost to Eliot 
Richardson in the final election. In 1970 he placed third 
behind Boston Mayor Kevin H. White and former State 
Senate President Maurice A. Donahue in a race for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor. 


Sargent is unbeatable 
within his own party 

Carroll P. Sheehan, former State Commissioner of 
Commerce, either is one of the greatest optimists in the 
State’s history or one of the Commonwealth’s finest 
political actors. 

Sheehan not only is opposing Governor Francis W. 
Sargent for the Republican gubernatorial nomination in the 
September primary but declares that he expects to defeat 
him in September and go on to win the final election in 
November. 

Nothing is impossible in politics, but that Is about as 
close to a political impossibility as you can get in a real life 
primary contest 

A survey of Republican voting sentiment conducted by 
this writer Indicated that there is no way Mr. Sheehan, 
Peter Fuller, Buck Dumalne, John Buckley or any other 
candidate could defeat Sarge in the GOP primary next 
September. 

The storm signals are flying high for Governor Sargent 
in the November election because of the gasoline shortage 
and the high cost of living. Those are factors which con¬ 
ceivably might change in the next seven or eight months, 
but right now Sarge and the other Republicans have plenty 
to worry about as far as the November election is con¬ 
cerned. 

Incidentally, the people questioned by this observer are 
indignant about waiting In line for an hour to buy gasoline 
and are disturbed about inflation, economy and Jobs. But 
the Watergate scandal Is no longer a big issue with them. 

They would like President Nixon and Congress to get on 
with the business of running the country. They’re fearful of 
what the Soviet Union might do and what might happen to 
the United States in the period of chaos which certainly 
would develop If Nixon were impeached. 

All this is not necessarily good news for Governor 
Sargent and his advisers, but Sarge is in no danger of losing 
his bid for Republican renomination In the September 
primary. 

He is in trouble with a lot of Republican politicians, but 
not the rank and file GOP voters, most of whom are not 
quite sure what the pols in their party are upset about, but 
they suspect It’s not the same things which are bothering 
them right now. 

Governor Sargent is being given some credit by 
Republicans, Democrats and Independents for easing the 
gasoline shortage in Massachusetts, but his political future 
may depend on how long it remains eased. 

Several sitting Democratic Governors have been 
defeated in party primaries, either when seeking 
renominatlon or a seat in the U.8. Senate. They include 
Endlcott Pet.body, Foster Furcolo and Charles F. Hurley. 
In every Instance, however, the candidates who toppled 
them in the primaries were themselves defeated is the 
subsequent election. 

As far as we can recall, no Republican Governor has 
been defeated for renominatlon in modem history. 

Back in the days when the GOP controlled both bran¬ 
ches of the State Legislature, the Republican candidates (or 
Governor would serve a sort of political apprenticeship. 
They would rise to become Speaker of the House of 
Representatives or president of the State Senate and then 
would run for Lieutenant Governor. 

After a four-year training period as Lieutenant 
Governor, they would almost automatically become the 
Republican nominees for Governor. Until the end of World 
Wnr 2, a Democratic Governor was the exception to the rule 
in Massachusetts. Paul A. Dover started an era of 
Democratic Governors. 

Some political analysts believe Govsmor Sargent 
might be in a stronger position for the final November 
election battle if he had a warmup run in the primary. 


That has been true of several Democratic candidates 
for Governor who gained momentum in the primary which 
carried over into the election campaign. They got their 
supporters mobilized and achieved a winning psychology. 

Congressmen say gas 
rationing still likely 

Several members of the Massachusetts delegation in 
congress privately express the belief that President Nixon 
has been over-optimistic in predicting the amount of 
gasoline which will be available to the American people 
during the coming spring and summer. 

They say there still is a real likelihood that it will be 
necessary to resort to rationing in order to achieve a fair 
distribution of what gasoline is available. 

One Congressman told the writer the gasoline shortage 
may get worse instead of better this spring if rationing is 
not introduced. 

"President Nixon wants to avoid the expense which 
would be Involved In gasoline rationing, but I don’t believe 
he will be able to do it," he declared. 

"Iam afraid we simply will not have enough gasoline to 
go around without rationing,” be added. 

Another Congressman voiced concern that Energy 
Chief Willianf Simon may be robbing Peter to pay Paul in 
switching supplies to relieve gas-short areas and lessen 
public protests. 

Meanwhile, businessmen on Cape Cod, where the 
tourist trade is vital to the economy, are worried about 
what will happen there if gasoline is still in such short 
supply next summer that people who usually vacation on 
the Cape are afraid to drive there. That is especially true on 
the lower Cape. 

Many persons have delayed in renting cottages or 
making reservation* in hotels and motels on the Cape until 
they learn what the gasoline situation will be this summer. 

The appraisals of the gasoline shortage by 
Congressmen from this state do not provide much cause for 
optimism on the Cape. 

Sarge campaign chest 
is full; Others worry 

One thing Governor Francis W. Sargent will have going 
for him in the upcoming gubernatorial campaign Is money- 
M'DN-E-Y. 

Sarge raked It in while it was still respectable to attend 
a $1000-a-person cocktail party or to give a contribution to a 
candidate for public office. 

New political contenders are beginning to pay the price 
for the fact that molasses-mouth Sam Ervin, pious Lowell 
Weicfcer and the other members of the sthcalled Select 
Senate Watergate Committee made campalga-gtviag the 
next thlag to a sin and certainly a shady tnuMctkm 
deserving of careful scrutiny. 

The colleagues of Ervin and Welcker, who will be up for 
reelection next fall, will discover that It will not be easy to 
raise enough money to finance a half-decent campaign. 

Many political pundits assume that the reason Ervin is 
retiring from office Is that he realises few person would 
give him a contribution for fear he would whistle for the 
nearest District Attorney and demand an Investigation of 
the giver’s motives. 

In the net loo eld days a businessman would give a 
political candidate $5SS or $1MS and request that il not be 
listed. 

"It’s not that I’m ashamed of giving you a con¬ 
tribution," he would explain to the candidate. "I’m not But 
if my wife learns I’ve given you $1000, I’ll have to buy her a 
new mink coat, and she’s hardly worn the one she has." 
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Who is running our school system? 


To the Editor: 

Who is running our Newton School 
System? The School Committee? The 
Mayor? The Board of Aldermen? 

Traditionally, it has been the School 
Committee (with the guidance and 
direction of the superintendent of schools). 
Have policies and business administrators 
become so paramount that the children’s 
welfare is second or third in the priorities 
of our elected and-or appointed officials? 

To speak loosely of alternatives is 
cheating the children of our school in what 
is rightfully due them - quality education! 

I also ask that the PTA Council refute 
the comment made by their President, Mr. 
John Webber, who was quoted by the 
"Newton Graphic" as saying that people 
in the Llncoln-Ellot area never came to the 
PTA Council to talk about additions and 
alterations. 

He said that he did not favor additions 
and alterations. Either Mr. Webber was 
erroneously quoted, or we would suggest 
he be more guarded in his statements to 
the press. To our knowledge the PTA 
Council which has supported the three 
schools - Llncoln-Eliot, Davis, and 
Underwood • in their quest for new ad¬ 
ditions has not reversed Its decision. 

A commitment was made by the 
School Department, School Committee, 
and Board of Aldermen to this community. 
We would like to see this commitment 
honored, for indeed, the needs of our 
children have not diminished through 
these years. It has, in fact, increased! 

We, of the Llncoln-Eliot community, 
feel and have felt for a long time that the 
children of this community have been 
short-changed and deprived of adequate 
and proper educational facilities. Eight 
years ago, we mounted a campaign 
culminating in a commitment by the 


School Committee and the Board of 
Aldermen (in 1971-1972) to our community. 

Through all reviews our request was 
viewed favorably and yet we see action 
stalled and delayed for whatever excuse 
was convenient for that particular year. 
Agreement in principle, but not on action. 
The basic problem, however, remains. The 
children of Llncoln-Eliot do not have 
proper educational facilities. 

The newest delaying tactics include 
both possibly busing and re-districting 
which we totally oppose! The children in 
our community deserve adequate facilities 
in our community. 

On Thursday evening, Feb. 21, at a 
Joint meeting of the Public Buildings 
Committee and Finance Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen we were alarmed at 
the insensitivity to our community which 
is served by a Title I Program (Federal 
funding) when busing and re-districting 
were mentioned as alternatives to our 
school facility needs. 

We would like to point out here that 
were it not for the Title I qualification of 
our school area the cost to the Newton 
taxpayer to provide adequate educational 
facilities and staff throughout the city 
would have been considerably higher and 
would have been reflected in the tax rate. 
Over the past few years the amount of 
federal funding has provided a relief to the 
tax rate. 

Practically speaking - in terms of 
money - our machinery is geared to the 
special needs of the children in our area 
that receive the benefits of Title I. 

It is in the best interest of the chldren 
to provide the best education to suit the 
needs of all the children collectively. 
Progress and moving forward are the 
goals of education. 

It is difficult to fully explain the 


aspects of complex federal legislative 
programs such as Title I to otherwise busy 
officials. While they may want to un¬ 
derstand and support the program, in 
reality, few have the time or inclination to 
review data in depth. Instead they assume 
an advocate position and demand proof for 
all Title I decisions and aims. At this 
point, we would like to take issue with 
those few people who sit on the Board of 
Aldermen and hold that the demographic 
study by Dr. Silluzio of the School 
Department which predicts a small 
enrollment drop in Llncoln-Eliot in next 
four years. May we ask all on the Board of 
Aldermen to read this study as carefully 
and as thoroughly as we have. In the next 
four years our miniscule enrollment drop 
will still show us at 100 percent capacity! 
We should focus attention on problems 
rather than argumentative statistical 
interpretations! 

We feel that in the relatively un¬ 
derprivileged areas of Newton like Lln¬ 
coln-Ellot that the elected city officials, 
mayor, aldermen, and School Committee 
have been using this Title I school 
assistance as a crutch and a way to avoid 
their responsibilities to provide fully 
adequate educational facilities and staff. 
It is time for the Lincoln-Eliot area to get 
what is long overdue — a quality 
elementary school which their children 
and taxpayers deserve. 

Now! We call upon the elected 
authorities to take affirmative action on 
the Lincoln-Eliot building adequacy 
situation, rather than looking for 
loopholes, alternatives, delays, etc. The 
children cannot wait for interminable 
reevaluations!! We want action now! 

Is it possible that our own ‘ ’Garden City" 
is facing its own "Watergate?"

School enrollment declines 


The following letter has been sent to S. 
Wendell Kravltz, president of Newton 
Citizens for Education: 

Dear Mr. Kravlti: 

I bring to your attention the enclosed 
article which appeared in last Sunday’s 
edition of the "New York Times" relative 
to the subect matter of declining school 
enrollment in the New York Metropolitan 
Area. The article has far-reaching im¬ 
plications for all suburban communities, 
and in many ways parallels our situation 
in Newton. 

It would seem to me that Newton 
Citizens for Education would be the ideal 
forum for a wide-ranging and open public 
discussion of this problem as it applies to 
our Newton school system. As the article 
points out, and in my perception as a 
layman, the ramifications of a declining 
enrollment are (a) potential school 


closings, (b) redistricting, (c) busing, (d) 
curtailment of school building projects, 
(e) cuts in staff, and ( f) 
metropolltanizatlon, to mention only those 
that are Immediately apparent 

I am certain that there will be other 
more subtle effects, and I would want 
Newton, as a community concerned about 
quality education, to openly face this 
problem and deal with it in ways that will 
not affect the superb quality of our current 
public education system. 

For more than oneVear, I have heard 
informal comments from school teachers, 
administrators, school committee per¬ 
sons, aldermen and informed citizens, that 
declining school enrollment is a major 
problem in Newton, that at least one and 
perhaps three elementary schools will 
soon close, and that redistricting will be 
necessary. One need only visit particularly 
the elementary schools in our Newton 


school system and observe the surplus of 
space and the small classes in many areas 
to understand the effects of a declining 
enrollment And you will note that this is 
the first year in recent memory in which 
the School Committee has cut personnel in 
the system by reducing 30 positions. 

It appears that we are not merely on 
the threshold of the problem, but well into 
it This is a matter that demands informed 
and constructive discussion, and input 
from concerned parents, educators, 
academicians, demographers, city 
government officials, and the community 
at large. 

Would you kindly bring this matter to 
the attention of your organization and let 
me know whether you are Interested in 
sponsoring a conference or forum to deal 
with this Important matter.

In May, 1968, the Lincoln-Eliot com¬ 
munity presented a report to the Board of 
Aldermen on the necessity of an addition. 

Now that addition Is threatened by the 
action of certain members of the board. 
However, the educational needs of the 
Lincoln-Eliot children have not changed. 

At that time, we were willing to 
temporize with internal revisions and the 
attendant problems of over-utilization of 
space. The following deficiencies still 
prevail: classrooms, auditorium, health 
room, art room, music room, multi-media 
space, counselling rooms, principal's 
office, lunch and breakfast program 
facilities, and Title I rooms (we need six 
and are forced to use everything from 
backstage cubbyholes to bathrooms). 

The crisis In housing children cannot 
be emphasized enough. There is no area in 
the school where either a large or small 
group of children can meet for special 
projects or programs. Furthermore, All- 
Newton Music School has a branch at 


Lincoln-Eliot Did you ever try to study 
music in a room little larger than a closet? 

The library program is seriously 
curtailed because by virtue of state law 
nor more than nine persons are supposed 
to be in that former storage area. An in- 
class library program is far from 
adequate. 

The gym program is constantly In¬ 
terrupted because of shared space with the 
lunch program. Their tables are stored in 
a section of the gym also, making im¬ 
possible a full utilization of what is not 
even a first class physical education 
facility but just an exercise room. 

Our children have enough social, 
economic and educational handicaps 
without further subjecting them to an 
inadequate facility. We must take our 
children out of marginal space. We need 
an imaginative learning center tailored to 
the needs of our children.

Overkill on 
'underfinancing' 


To the Editor : 

With reference to Mr. Nathanson’s 
letter in the Graphic of Feb. 28, one of the 
two "simple truths" he cited is not true, at 
least as yet; the other “Truth," viewed In 
its most favorable light, is a matter of 
disputable opinion. 

His claim that “teacher salary in¬ 
creases have not matched even the rise in 
the cost of living” is not supported by the 
evidence. The present cost of living index 
uses the year 1967 as its base period. As of 
January, 1974, the Index stood at 142, a 42 
percent increase. 

A comparison of the teachers' regular 
salary scale in September, 1967, with the 
current scale shows that teachers with a 
bachelor's degree have had, at the starting 
level, a 44 percent increase and 43 percent 
at maximum. Those with a master's 
degree have Increased over 47 percent to 
start, and over 45 percent at maximum. 
Masters' plus one are 50 percent higher at 
both starting and maximum levels, while 
doctors’ start 53 percent higher and are 49 
percent higher at maximum. 

It should be noted that in '67 it was 
possible, in six more years after reaching 
maximum, for some teachers to earn 
about (2,200 more. Today more than half of 
the (2,200 is gained by the "longevity" 


element in the newer salary scale and the 
remainder is equalled by other fringe 
benefits gained by the teachers during the 
period. Moreover, teachers now reach 
maximum in one year's less time. 

Therefore, certainly for the teachers 
in Newton, the rise in the cost of living has 
been more than matched by increased 
remuneration. 

Mr. Nathanson's second claim, that 
"education In Newton is grossly un¬ 
derfinanced," is a grievous distortion if 
the term "grossly" is to be taken literally. 
Without that modifier, “underfinanced" is 
at best a matter of opinion, not "simple 
truth."

fiscal '74 on a twelve-month basis is 
calculated at over (27 million—an increase 
of (12 million, or 80 percent. In terms of 
tax-rate dollars, the portion of the 1967 tax 
rate for total school costs was (36.50 per 
thousand dollars of valuation: in the 
current tax rate it is (71.16, an Increase of 
(34.66, or nearly 95 percent. Just look at 
tax rate breakdown on the face of your old 
bills. This, Mr. Nathanson claims, is gross 
underfinancing!

BOSTON (UPI) - Rep. Mich¬ 
ael J. Harrington, D-Mass., 
says the Department of Public 
Utilities (DPU) has "cheated" 
Massachusetts consumers to 
the point where they might 
refuse to pay their electric bills. 

Harrington, appearing Mon¬ 
day at a DPU hearing on a $12.5 
million rate Increase requested 
by Massachusetts Electric Co., 


said, "The DPU has cheated the 
consumers of Massachusetts by 
ignoring their legitimate in¬ 
terests — by discounting their 
problems when it comes time to 
grant rate increases." 

About 250 Massachusetts 
Electric customers and scores 
of elected officials joined 
Harrington in opposing the rate 
hike. The company says it needs 


$6.5 million to make up for 
decreased revenue resulting 
from energy conservation and 
$6 million because of Inflation. 

The congressman told the 
group, "The purpose of the DPU 
is to protect the consumers of 
this state, but one would never 
know by listening in on a typical 
rate hearing." 


Need For Balance 

"There Is no discussion of 
what the consumer can afford to 
pay," he added. "There is no 
balancing between the needs of 
the company and the needs of 
the customers. Instead, only the 
needs of the company and its 
stockholders are considered.” 

Harrington said that since 
1971, Massachusetts Electric 
Co. profits have increased $13 
million, or 30 per cent At the 
same time, he added, consum¬ 
ers have seen their food costs 
increase 25 per cent and their 
heating prices rise 50 per cent. 

"The question then is," Har¬ 
rington saidn "if somebody has 
to suffer in 1974, who should it

somewhat on whether the 
pickups are six or eight- 
cylinder vehicles, whether they

For heavy equipment, 
mileages were reported for a 
1973 open rubbish truck as 1.04 
mpg, up to 4.79 mpg for a

trucks with working odometers. 

Gaynor cited figures for

Across the Kitchen Counter 


Years ago, children trudged through the 
snows to school wanning their hands on hot 
freshly baked potatoes in their pockets. The 
potatoes would then keep warm on top of the 
schoolroom stove until lunch time when, 
along with a sandwich, the potato would 
provide necessary vitamins and energy as 
well as the added bonus of being good hunger 
satisfiers. 

Unfortunately, according to the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, diet-conscious 
people have been avoiding potatoes as though 
they were ice cream sundaes whereas the 
medium-sized spud, boiled, baked or 
pressure-cooked, provides only about 100 
calories, or about as many as a large apple or 
an orange. That same spud contains wor¬ 
thwhile amounts of Vitamin C, two important 
B vitamins as well as minerals such as iron, 
phosphorus and potassium. 

It’s those sauces or gravies (or fats used 
in frying) that add calories; however, 
moistened with a little skim milk and 
seasoned with salt, pepper, herbs such as 
parsley or onion make delicious low-calorie 
eating. 

Potatoes are classified by their shape and 
skin color. They are long or round, and their 
skins may be “white" (from white to buff 
color), red, or russet (normally having a 
brownish, rough, scaly or netted skin). They 
are also classified by use-there are "new” 
potatoes, general purpose potatoes, and 
baking potatoes. 

"New” potatoes are best when boiled. 
They are generally harvested before the skins 
have "set". General purpose potatoes, both 
round and long types are available year- 
round and are used for boiling, frying, and 
baking. The most widely grown and best 
known baking potato is the Russet Burbank. 

When shopping for potatoes, look for 
those that are firm, well shaped, and smooth 
with few eyes—they should be free from large 
cuts, skinned areas and decay. Don’t buy 


potatoes that are green. Greening Is caused 
by exposure to natural or artificial light 
Sometimes only the skin is affected, but 
greening may penetrate the flesh. The green 
portions contain the alkaloid solanln which 
causes a bitter flavor and is said to be harm¬ 
ful to some people. If you find potatoes with 
internal defects, such as hollow in the center 
or severe internal discoloration, take them 
back to your grocer for replacement. 

Has it been a long time since you’ve 
enjoyed a fluffy, white baked potato? Plan on 
having them soon but please, don’t bake them 
in foil (they’ll steam))-scrub them clean and 
rub just a touch of shortening over them 
because eating the skin is as delicious as the 
insides. Bake them at any temperature from 
325 to 475 degrees depending upon what else is 
being cooked simultaneously (a lower heat 
would mean putting the potatotes in earlier); 
at 400 degrees a potato about 4 Inches long 
should take approximately 50 minutes.

Spoon 
mixture back into potato skins; top with 
cheese and put back in oven for another 15 
minutes.

A lovely letter from Mrs. I. N. Drucker, 
Newton: Question: A favorite yeast recipe of 
mine is the Cinnamon Rolls you had in your 
column quite some time ago. This recipe calls 
for 3 egg yolks only, as a result I have ac¬ 
cumulated egg whites on top of egg whites. Do 
you have a recipe for chocolate chip egg white 
cookie which cornea out smooth, shiny and 
uniform like the ones I buy in the bakery. Also 
any other recipes which I use over and over 
again. 

Answer: To begin with, you’ll want to be 
able to measure your egg whites for use in 
individual recipes, so be guided by this: 
Generally, 6-10 egg whites equal 1 cup egg 
whites. Here are two cookie recipes and a 
cake recipe that should diminish your egg 
white supply! 


DEBBIE’S PEPPERMINT KISSES 
(From Homemade Cookies, Food Editors 
of Farm Journal) 

4 egg whites 
Vt teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon cream of tartar 
1 teaspoon peppermint extract 
14 cups brown sugar, firmly packed 
1 pkg. (12 oz.) semisweet chocolate pieces 

Beat egg whites, salt, cream of tartar and 
peppermint extract together until soft peaks 
form. Add brown sugar gradually, beating all 
the time. Beat until still peaks form. Set aside 
48 chocolate pieces and fold remainder into 
egg white mixture. Drop teaspoonfuls 1-inch 
apart onto plain paper spread on baking 
sheet Top each with a chocolate piece. Bake 
in slow oven (300 degrees) 20-25 minutes, or 
until set and slightly brown. Remove from 
paper while slightly warm this way: Remove 
paper from baking sheet, spread a wet towel 
on the hot baking sheet and place the paper of 
kisses on top. Let stand only 1 minute. The 


steam will loosen the kisses and they will slip 
off easily on a spatula. Makes about 4 dozen. 
Note: Instead of plain paper, you can line 
baking sheet with waxed paper. 

CHOCOLATE CHIP 
MERINGUE COOKIES 

2 egg whites 
dash of salt 
1 cup sugar 
1 cup chopped walnuts 
1 cup chocolate bits 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

Using a rotary beater, beat egg whites 
stiff in the upper part of a double boiler. Add 
salt and gradually beat in sugar. Put over 
boiling water and continue beating until the 
mixture gets sugary around the edges. Add 
walnuts, chocolate bits and vanilla and stir 
well. Drop by small teaspoonfulls onto a well 
greased baking sheet. Bake in a 250 degree 
oven for almost an hour, or until they are set 
and firm so that they can be removed without 
breaking. Cool on a rack, then store tightly 
covered. Yield: 1% to 2 dozen. 


Combine salad oil, vinegar, salt, sugar,, 
Tabasco, dill, parsley and chives; beat or 
shake until blended. Place drained chick 
peas, artichoke hearts, mushrooms, green 
beans and cauliflowerets in large bowl. Add 
vinaigrette dressing and marinate in 
refrigerator for 3 hours or longer. Yield: 12 
servings.

Sift flour, baking powder and salt into 
large bowl. Add dill and caraway seeds. Cut 
in shortening until like coarse meal. Gently 
stir in water to make a dough. Divide into 2 or 
3 parts and roll out on floured surface until 
thin (about 4-lnch thick). Cut into 4-lnch 
squares. Brush with beaten egg. Place 2 
tablespoons liver filling in center of each 
square. Fold into a triangle and seal edges. 
Brush tops with beaten egg. Sprinkle with 
poppy seeds, if desired. Bake in 400 degree 
oven for 20 minutes until golden brown. Yield: 
18 hamantaschen.

Kallah will be Gershon Winer, 
formerly dean of the Herzliah 
Jewish Teachers' Seminary 
prior to his moving to Israel in 
1970. 

Winer will elaborate on major 
themes of modern Jewish 
development, as seen through 
Yiddish and Hebrew literature. 
A first lecture, on "The 
Romance of the Shtetl" will 
explore Yiddish literature as a 
reflection of Jewish ideas and 
universal values, as seen 
especially in the writings of I. L. 
Peretz, Sholom Aleichem and 
Abraham Retain. 

A second lecture will discuss 
the ideas that support and 
propel Israel's society, 
reflected in modem Hebrew 
literature as well as in the 
writings of the founding fathers. 

In the third lecture, Winer 
will examine changes in Jewish 
consciousness in the last 
decade, and the meaning of the 
challenges of 1967 and 1973 to 
established Jewish attitudes. In 
this discussion he will bring 
insights into ideological 
currents developing in Israel 
during recent months. 

Winer is a graduate of 
Yeshiva, Columbia and 
Michigan State Universities and 
of the Jewish Theological 


Seminary. He has served as 
rabbi in Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, and on the faculty of 
Long Island University as well 
as at the Herzllah Seminary. 

He has continued to teach 
since moving to Israel in 1970. 
Winer has written English, 
Hebrew and Yiddish articles on 
contemporary Jewish thoughts 
and literatures, and has 
recently authored a book, "The 
Founding Fathers of Israel."

basic education grants 


First-time, full-time students 
who are pursuing their 
education after high school and 
are lh financial need may still 
apply for - *®-Basic Educational 
Opportunity Gl^Wit from the 
Federal Governmefftp^lEW 
Regional Director Ri 
Fulton announced today. 

The deadline for submission 
of applications has been ex¬ 
tended from Feb. 1 to April 1, 
1974. 

Fulton explained that the 
deadline was being extended to 
accommodate those potentially 
eligible students who may not 
have been aware of the 
assistance available under this 
new program. He emphasized 
that funds still are available 
and that each eligible student 
would be entitled to a basic 
grant for the full academic year 
as long as his application is filed 
by April 1. 

Basic grants, the newest 
Federal financial assistance 
program for post-secondary 
students, is in its first year of 
operation. Because of the small 
size of the initial appropriation 
from the Congress, compared 


with the Administration's 
requests, grants have been 
limited to first-time, full-time 
students at colleges, univer¬ 
sities, vocational and technical 
schools. 

The size of the basic grant 
depends upon the financial need 
of the student and his family. 
Individual awards for the 1973- 
74 school year are averaging 
$260 with a maximum of 8460. 

The money can be used to 
help defray the students' costs 
for tuition, fees, books, housing, 
meals, and miscellaneous 
expenses. 

To apply for a basic grant for 
use during the 1973-74 academic 
year, an “Application for 
Determination of Expected 
Family Contribution” must be 
obtained, filled out, and mailed 
to P.O. Box B, Iowa City, Iowa, 
52240. 

Within a month the student is 
notified of the amount of his 
family’s expected contribution. 
He then submits the notification 
to the school of his choice, which 
calculates the amount of the 
Basic Grant to which he is 
entitled. 


Application forms may be 
obtained from the student 
financial aid officer at the 
student’s school or from Box 84, 
Washington, D.C. 20044. 

Other forms of Federal 
student assistance, such as 
Supplemental Educational 
Opportunity Grants, College 
Work-Study, National Direct 
Student and Guaranteed 
Student Loans, may be 
available in addition to Basic 
Grants. 

Receipt of a basic grant in no 
way limits a student's chances 
to obtain other financial 
assistance as long as that 
student needs additional 
assistance to pursue post- 
secondary education.

Historical perspective of 
South basketball offered

Newton South’s basketball history does 
not shine like the glint in Auric Goldfinger’s 
eye, nor has it been as eventful as a single 
school year’s excitement at Catholic 
Memorial. 

The Lions were 11-12 in 1962 and 11-8 in 
1972, the first winning record in school 
history. A superstar, Bruce MacLean played 
for the first quintet. A slick passing 
playmaker, Billy Hoban, led the second 

Of course, in the old days (four years ago) 
the Lions competed in the Suburban League, 
which compared to the Dual County League. 
Their current home is the Pacific 8. 

But all that aside, Newton South was a for 
real basketball team this winter, and it 
showed it in the school’s first trip to the state 
tournament, a first-round game with Bay 
Slate League champion Dedham, at Waltham 
High. 

Dedham, 16-2, is still carrying on the 
tradition developed by Jim Calhoun, now 
coach at Northeastern, before he departed in 
1972. That year the Marauders were 20-0 in 
the regular season. 

South was 12-5, but suffered a mini¬ 
collapse during the second half of the season 
after guard Mark Jefferson was ruled 
ineligible. 

Jefferson was running the offensive show 
so well for new coach Dick Walker’s club, that 
he was named as a second team league all- 
star anyway. 

There were about 400 people in the stands 
in Waltham, last week, mostly from Dedham, 
and those from South had come to bury a past 
lined with heroes like Steve Cooper, Steve 
Parnell, Cliff Greene, and MacLean, all who 
labored in vain in the rugged Suburban 
League. 

That was the losing past. This was the 
winning present, and hopefully, with seven 
juniors on the squad, the winning future. 

The name of the game from the opening 


flick of the referee’s wrist was full-court 
press. Dedham wasn’t going to make anyone 
forget UCLA with its harrying tactics, but 
South guards Howie Pinderhughes (in place 
of Jefferson) and Mark Aronson had more 
trouble picking out downfield receivers than 
Tommy Yewcic ever did. 

It was 4-2, and 6-4, and 6-6, and then 
Dedham suddenly realized it had two fellows 
six-foot-five to one for Newton South and the 
Marauders started going to the hoop. 

By halftime, Lion center Rich Spec tor, an 
all-star two years running, was sitting on thfe 
bench with three fouls, Pinderhughes was 
sitting next to him, and Dedham was ahead, 
38-24, after a 23-point second quarter. 

It was also apparent by that time that 
South had only two warm bodies in the lineup, 
Aronson, who was hitting long, soft jumpers 
with the accuracy of Kareem Abdul-Jabbar's 
sky-hook, and hard-nosed forward Bob 
Harris, who, while not shooting for a high 
percentage, was holding his own. 

It was not South's day, and it’s too bad it 
wasn't because Dedham could have been had 
this day. South could actually have won a 
game in the Division I half of the tournament, 
where it was placed in the draw, despite 
playing in a Division II league. 

The second half was remarkable because 
the Lions just wouldn't fold up and go hide in 
the comer with a 30-point loss. But Dedham 
wouldn’t fold its lead. 

South got within 12 points twice. Aronson 
led the offense with jump shots. 

Dedham’s mainstays, Jeff Dillon (20 
points, 14 rebounds) and Steve Glennon, 17 
points, wouldn’t let this one get away. 

It was finally clear who the winner was 
with only a few minutes left when Dedham 
upped its lead to 18 points on the way to the 72- 
57 finale. 

The season’s over, but this time when 
people say "Wait until next year!" the con¬ 
notations will be positive.

Aldermen may ask for 
increase in hockey funds 


Discussion in the aldermanic 
Finance Committee last week 
may bring good news to the 500 
participants in the Newton 
Youth Hockey Association 
program and to those who 
would like to participate. 

Several members of the 
committee are considering 
asking Mayor Mann to restore 
the amount cut from the 
Recreation Department budget 
request. 

The total amount requested 


by the Recreation Department 
as its contribution to NYHA, 
which is essentially a private 
organization with a budget of 
over *67,500 a year, was *11,400.. 
The amount allowed by the 
mayor was *6,900. 

Finance Committee vice- 
chairman Aid. Richard 
Bullwinkle agreed with a 
suggestion offered by Michael 
LeConti, an observer at the 
meeting. That provision should 
be made for the boys whose 


parents cannot afford the *75 
fee now charged. (The fee is 
expected to go up next year.) 

The proposal was made to 
earmark most, if not all, the 
restored money, if granted by 
the mayor, for scholarships and 
fee reduction for such boys. 

Mayoral assistant James 
Salter seemingly agreed with 
the proposal. 

It was also pointed out that in 
many other cities and towns the 
Recreation Department 
operates the hockey program,

What to do about silent drive 
to discredit Calvin Coolidge 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Strange things are happening in 
China again. 

In a move somewhat reminis¬ 
cent of the Cultural Revolution 
a few years ago, the Peking 
regime has undertaken a 
massive campaign to discredit 
Confucius. 

Everywhere the people turn, 
it is said, they encounter anti- 
Confucius posters and other 
critical material. 

To understand the impact this 
has on the Chinese, try to 
imagine what it would be like if 
the U.S. government suddenly 
began an intensive drive to 
discredit Calvin Coolidge. 

Coolidge, of course, has not 
been dead as long as Confucius, 


who expired some 2,000 years 
ago. Therefore, it might even be 
said the two statesmen- 
philosophers are separated by a 
good-sized generation gap. 

Nevertheless, the sayings, of 
Coolidge are the closest thing 
we have in America to the 
sayings of Confucius with 
respect to their influence on the 
nation’s political morality. 

Quoted below are a few of the 
sayings of each. See if you can 
guess which is Confucius and 
which is Coolidge. 

—"The truly virtuous man in 
desiring success for himself 
strives to help others succeed." 

—Economy is idealism in its 
most practical form." 

—"Virtue is to love men and 


wisdom is to understand men." 

—"The business of America is 
business." 

—"Within the four seas all 
men are brothers.” 

—"I do not choose to run for 
President in 1928." 

—"What you do not wish for 
yourself, do not do to others." 

—"When a great many people 
are unable to find work, 
unemployment results." 

The four generations of 
Americans who have been 
steeped in the sayings of 
Coolidge will have no trouble 
recognizing that every second 
utterance above fell from the 
lips of our 30th President. 

How would we feel were we 
confronted with posters, bill¬ 


boards and bumperstickers 
reviling Coolidge as an enemy 
of the people and an all-around 
nogoodnik? 

Bewildered, to say the least. 

Implicit in the attack on 
Confucius is a message to the 
Chinese people that all of the 
sage's sayings are now 
inoperative. 

If you can picture the sayings 
of Coolidge going down the 
philosophical drain, you can 
emphathize with the Chinese 
during the anti-Confucius cam¬ 
paign. 

It must be a difficult read¬ 
justment, comparable to our 
being told that unemployment 
has no connection with being out 
of work.

Keep those 
teeth healthy 

At the present time, some 25 million adults have lost all 
their teeth, and another 25 million have lost half of them. 
Yet dental authorities say that most tooth decay and tooth 
loss could be prevented. 

The kind of toothbrush used and the method of brushing 
can make the difference. Dental researchers say a hard 
brush can scratch enameL They prefer soft bristles, set In a 
slim, rounded head with makes it easy to reach all tooth 
surfaces. 

You should use the toothbrush gently but for a sufficient 
length of time to reach not only the outside front, back and 
top surfaces of the teeth, but in between. 

For teeth which are placed close together, dental floss 
can be used, but your dentist should show you how to use it. 

Incidentally, tooth troubles seem to have developed In 
man after he went off a milk-and-fruit diet onto such 
goodies as meat and sweets. Toothpicks seem to have been 
the first cleaners, but the first real cleaner and polisher was 
a piece of a certain tree root, “siwak." It is still used In 
parts of Africa and the Mideast. Not until the 19th century 
was the modern toothbrush invented, considered a great 
luxury at first, worthy of gold, ivory or silver handles. 

The modern brush may be made of boar bristles, but 
more often of nylon. At first, many people disliked nylon 
bristles because they were always hard, but now soft nylon 
bristles have been developed. 



round-faced young man with the 
easy smile obtained the longest 
murder sentences in McLennan 
County history— 5,000 years. He 
did it three times. 

Now he has a small but 
modern office in the gray stone 
Tarrant County Criminal 
Courts Building. It is a long way 
from teaching grades eight 
through 12 at Sabine Pass to 
Criminal District Court No. 1, 
and Casey knows how he got 
there. 

"We have an adversary 
system of justice, and if you’re 
going to be a trial lawyer, you 
try to win and you try to win 
big," he says. "If you're going 
to hire somebody, you hire 
somebody who will win big." 

His biggest wins involved 
Willie Lee Stokes, Eddie Ray 
Harris and Charles Wayne 
Anderson. In each case he in¬ 
structed the jury he would be 
asking for a sentence roughly 70 
times the average lifespan of 
man. 

Stokes killed an 8-year-old 
girl he picked up at a 
neighborhood drive-in. Despite 
his 5,000-year sentence, Casey 
said, "He is still eligible for 
parole in 9^ years. 

"But the people on parole and 
pardons boards have to look at 
this and if they see something 
unusual, they might think the 
jury intended for him to stay in 
Jail." 

Harris "killed his grand- 
daddy and his great aunt. He 
hacked them to death with a 
butcher knife for no apparent 
motive and then he came up 


with an insanity plea." 

Anderson was separated from 
his wife. "One night he goes and 
gets a shotgun and a knife and 
puts them in this hunting bag—I 
called it his ‘handydandy 
murder kit'—and he splattered 
his wife all over the wall with 
the shotgun and when his little 
boy took off running across the 
backyard trying to get away, he 
shot and wounded him," Casey 
said. 

Anderson also pleaded in¬ 
sanity. 

"That psychology Is sort of 
contagious in the jail," Casey 
said. "If it works for one, they 
all want to try it, and we kind of 
wanted to break it up.”

Wooden, whose club 
was beaten three times this 
season after going undefeated 
the previous two years, polled 
43 votes. Buzz Ridl of Pitts¬ 
burgh was third with 23 votes 
followed by Roy Skinner of 
Vanderbilt with 18 and Norm 
Sloan of top-ranked North 
Carolina State with 17. ’s$awnp4 
,-t7eiving at least two votes 
were Lute Olsen of Long Beach 
State, Eddie Sutton of 
Creighton, Ted Owens of 
Kansas, Johnny Orr of Michi¬ 
gan and Bob Boyd of Southern 
California. 

Phelps is the first Notre 
Dame basketball coach ever to 
be awarded UPI's Coach of the 
Year honor, and he achieved it 
by combining high-powered 
recruiting with an abundance of 
court knowledge. 

When Phelps arrived at Notre 
Dame three seasons ago after 
one outstanding season as the 
head coach of Fordham, 
everyone agreed that it would 
just be a matter of time before 
he turned the Irish into a 
national power.

Animal lobby formed 


Citizens from cities and towns 
throughout Massachusetts 
banded together last week in 
Newton to create the first 
"animal lobby" in the state to 
combat cruelties to domestic 
and wild animals. 

Acting as private citizens, 
individuals from over 10 dif¬ 
ferent animal welfare groups, 
agreed to work together to get 
protective legislation enacted 
which will stop such abuse and 
to set up an information ex¬ 
change system to educate the 
public on animal welfare Issues. 

Twenty million dogs and cats 
— are reportedly destroyed every 
year in our pounds. Another 30 
million are stray animals, often 
in a diseased state, who roam 


streets causing dangers to 
children, safety and en¬ 
vironments. 

Painful methods of slaughter 
are used on our food animals; 
exotic and wild animals are sold 
in our pet stores to people 
unable to properly care for 
them; and beaver, muskrat, 
raccons and other fur bearing 
animals are caught in steel 
jawed traps which cause a slow, 
agonizing death.

His will be an inquiry into 
such existential problems as 
divine judgment, reward and 
punishment, the cultivation of 
character. The quality of life 
and the ultimate purpose of 
human existence will be 
examined from a contemporary 
setting 

The final course offering will 
be a workshop on Soviet Jewry. 
Featuring different speakers 
each week, the workshop will 
discuss such topics as the 
history of the Jews in Russia, 
demographic patterns of Jews 
in the Soviet Union, conditions 
of Jews in the Soviet Union 
today and problems of reset¬ 
tlement.

In accord with a March 1 
deadline for notifying the state 
as to the contractor to be 
selected for upgrading the in¬ 
cinerator to meet air-quality 
standards, Mayor Theodore 
Mann last week informed the 
state Department of Public 
Health that no contractor has 
been selected. The city does not 
plan to use the Incinerator after 
the end of the year tn its present 
condition. 

James Salter, Newton’s chief 
administrative officer, said 
Monday, "This doesn’t mean 
that in the future the incinerator 
will not be upgraded." 

Two consulting firms, A.D. 
Little and Camp Dresser 
McKee, have both recom¬ 
mended against upgrading the 
incinerator at this time. 

Both firms see the long-range 
solution to the solid-waste 
problem to be a resource- 
recovery plant, probably a 
regional facility built either by 
a group of communities or by 
the state. 

The reports of both firms 
suggest the transfer-haul 
system for an interim solution. 
In transfer-haul, the city would 
collect the rubbish and take it to 
a transfer station, from where it 
would be picked up by a con¬ 
tractor and taken to either a 
landfill, incinerator, or 
resource-recovery plant 
Salter said that upgrading of 
the incinerator remains as one 
of the long-range solutions that 
will be decided on during the 
next three years. 

No decision has been reached 
what interim solution will be 
after Dec. 31, 1974. 
tother short-term method of 
il suggested has been the 
installation of Consumat units, 
a system of small, nearly 
pollution-free incinerators that 
would be grouped at two sites in 
the city.

Chamber unveils work program 


A major change in 
organization structure and 
added participation by 
Chamber members have been 
utilized in determing the 1974 
program of work of the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce which was announced 
this week. 

Chamber President Robert L. 
Tennant has announced that all 
Chamber members will, in 
addition to their general 
Chamber membership also be a 
member of one of the Cham¬ 
ber’s four membership coun¬ 
cils; Economic Development, 
Employment and Education 
Planning, Organizational 
Development and Public 
Affairs. The councils will 
convene twice during the year 
and combine the interest of 
members whose business needs 
and community interests are 
similar.

The Energy Conservation Task 
Force, established in 
November, 1973, will continue to 
work to recommend business 
response and solve problems 
relating to the energy crisis, 
acting as liaison with local and 
state governments and 
recommending specific 
programs for energy con¬ 
servation. 

A task force named Inter¬ 
preting Business will attempt to 
achieve greater public un¬ 


derstanding of business and its 
problems and the American 
economic system. 

It proposes to do this by 
developing understanding and 
recommendations of the 
"Powell Memorandum” and by 
coordinating economic un¬ 
derstanding projects with other 
chamber programs. 

A Retail Services Task Force 
will provide retailers with 
assistance in promoting trade 
locally. It expects to conduct a 
shoplifting prevention program, 
a merchandising and customer 
relations improvement 
program and assist the 
Business Advisory Committee 
of the Needham Planning Board 
in their efforts to upgrade 
Needham Square. 

The Chamber’s Tran¬ 
sportation Committee will 
review and recommend policy 
and action with respect to 
public transportation, 
highways, traffic and parking.

As more 
gas is absorbed into the 
bloodstream, nausea, vomiting, 
fluttering and throbbing of the 
heari happen. 

Carbon monoxide acts like a 
bully in line at the bus station. It 
bumps oxygen molecules out of 
the red blood cells and takes 
their place. When this biological 
bullying takes place, the cells in 
the body do not get enough 
oxygen. Depending on the levels, 
of the gas, death can come 
slowly or almost immediately. 

Carbon monoxide is also in 
car exhaust as well as tobacco 
smoke. Smoking just a few 
cigarettes in an enclosed place 
raises the level of carbon 
monoxide in the blood of nearby 
nonsmokers as well as the 
smokers themselves. Even 
after leaving the room, the 
carbon monoxide lingers in the 
body for hours.

Postal rates 
go up again 



In case you weren’t aware of 
it postal rates were increased 
last Saturday. 

The U.S. Postal Service was 
not too speedy in announcing 
the change, the news release on 
the new rates was not received 
at the Transcript office until 
Friday, March 1. Maybe it was 
lost in the mail. 

This increase, previously 
scheduled for Jan. 5, was 
delayed until March 2 by a 
directive of the Cost of Living 
Council. 

First-class mall is increased 
from 8 to 10 cents, airmail from 
11 to 13 cents and postal cards 
from 6 to 8 cents. (Remember 
the old two-cent stamp and the 
penny post card, or are you too 
young). 

Rates for other types of mail 
including second, third and 
fourth class were also in¬ 
creased. 

International mail rates in¬ 
creased an average of 20 per 
cent. The letter-mail ra 
Canada and Mexico, ho^Yer, 
will be the same as thdrew 10- 
cent first-class doafretic rate. 

The cost of jjfnling a one- 
ounce surfac^Rer to countries 
other thai^Bnada and Mexico 
went fro^l[5 to 18 cents. Air- 
mailer Western Hemisphere 
ies increased from 17 to 
cents and other countries 
r rom 21 to 26 cents for each half 
ounce up to two ounces. Surface 
and air parcel rates rose about 
15 per cent 

The Postal Service's new 
rates are temporary until it 
receives a recommended 
decision on its proposal from 
the Postal Rate Commission 
which is currently studying the 
increases. The Postal Rate 
Commission is required to 


make a recommended decision 
to the Governors of the Postal 
Service under the 1970 Postal 
Reorganization Act That act 
also gave the service authority 
to raise temporarily rates while 
the commission studies its 
requests. The commission is not 
expected to act prior to March 
2 nd. 

The Postal Service said. 
However, that the Cost of Liv¬ 
ing Council order which delayed 
the rate increases eight weeks 
had resulted in further losses in 
fiscal 1074 of $238 million. 
Congress has been asked to 
grant the service this amount in 
a supplemental appropriation. 

Without the new rates the 
service predicted a fiscal 1974 
deficit of $1.3 billion butafter 
the March 2 incj|*aW^nd if 
Congress aapmes the sup- 
plemeitij^quest, this deficit is 
cxmjfg to be reduced to $385 
ion. 

Projected revenue resulting 
from the new rates will help 
offset sharply rising labor costs 
due to a new wage contract 
effected on July 21, 1973, which 
included pay increases due to. 
occur in fiscal 1974 and 1975. 

The Postal Service said 
mailers having envelopes 
preprinted with the old rates 
are authroized to use such 
permit imprints through May 4, 
1974. Mailing statements ac¬ 
companying such permit mall 
must show, however, that 
proper postage amounts were 
paid. 

This is the first increase in 
first class, airmail and postal 
cards since May 16,1971, when 
first class, airmail and postal 
card rates rose, respectively, to 
8 cents, 11 cents, and 6 cents.

David Thompson had 23 
points and Tom Burleson hit 19 
as North Carolina State 
bounced back from a sluggish 
start to beat Duke and Terry 
Compton hit eight straight foul 


shots in the last six minutes, the 
last two with 3t seconds left, as 
Vanderbilt won its Southeastern 
Conference showdown with 
Alabama.

Boston to host 
275 conventions 


Boston will host over 275 
conventions in 1974, whose 
236,000 visitors will spend an 
estimated $38 million in the 
area. These figures were made 
public this week by the Con¬ 
vention and Visitors Bureau of 
the Greater Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, which has just 
released the 1974 edition of its 
"Conventions in the Many 
Worlds of Boston.” 

This unique publication, 
provided annually by the 
Chamber as a service to its 
membership, lists scheduled 
conclaves not only for 1974, but 
for future years, as well. 
According to Convention 
Bureau Manager Paul Lanlgan, 
some 560 conventions are 
already contracted, as far in 
advance as 1912. ftiey will 
attract an estimated MO,000 
persons, whose spending will 
infuse the local economy With 
$141 million "new dollars." 


The Bureau’s 1974 convention 
figures reflect a 79 percent 
increase in the number of 
conventions as compared to 
1964.

According to Don Levitan, 
Newton's director of in¬ 
tergovernmental relations who 
is mainly responsible for the 
Newton MBTA liaison, March 1 
to 15 will see Phase 1 of the 
improvement of the Green line 
completed.

MBTA 
says it 

clearly 


The first of the new MBTA bus stop signs 
were unveiled last week at Washington 
and Walnut streets. 

Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority (MBTA) Board Chairman John 
T. Doolittle Jr. and Commissioner of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works Bruce Campbell together with 
Newton Theodore T. Mann today Joined in 
the dedication ceremony in Newton. 

The new bus stop sign combines high- 
visibility lettering with route information 
and easily identifiable graphics. 

"This new signing approach reflects a 
dual effort on the part of the MBTA," 
Doolittle said. “It represents our con¬ 
tinuing cooperation with the Department 
of Public Works and local communities to 
improve the movement of people 


throughout the MBTA district and it also 
gives graphic evidence of our attempts to 
make using the MBTA and public tran¬ 
sportation in general easier for our 
passengers." 

Campbell said, "This pilot program will 
be watched carefully with a view to ex¬ 
tending this basic graphic approach to bus 
stop signs throughout the Commonwealth. 
It would be an important part of the DPW’s 
attempt to develop a state-wide system of 
uniform information signs." 

“Newton is proud to have been selected 
as the site of this important prototype 
signing program," Mann said. "The new 
signs will not only make it simpler for 
Newtonites to use public transportation in 
this energy crisis, the very visibility of the 
signs will make it easier for our police and 


traffic forces to enforce the proper and 
legal no parking restrictions at bus stops 
thus improving the general traffic flow in 
the city." 

The new signs were designed by the 
MBTA in consultation with the DPW. The 
basic sign is 18" wide by 36" tall, contains 
the MBTA’s circle T logo, route number 
and name, the admonition • "Bus Stop No 
Parking" - and an easily recognised 
graphic silhouette of a bus. For use where 
the basic sign would be too large, there is a 
smaller 18" by 18" version. The signs are 
made of heavy gauge aluminum and have 
been designed to be adaptable to a variety 
of installation techniques. They replace 
bus stop signs whose design has not been 
altered since the old Boston Elevated 
Street Railway days.

Budget paring goes on 


More than $650,000 has been recom¬ 
mended to be cut from the Street 
Department budget of $8.6 million by a 
vote of the aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 

The votes of the Finance Committee 
have been held in "executive session,” 
which is closed to the public, on the 
grounds that the reputations of persons or 
the financial security of the city might be 
jeopardized by open discussion. 

All recommendations of the Finance 
Committee about the budget will go to the 
full Board for a vote. Reviews of Finance 
Committee recommendations and votes by 
the Board will probably begin March 30 
and conclude April 6, with long sessions 
expected on both Saturdays. 

In other actions on the budget, the 
Finance Committee last week heard 
representatives of Project Turnabout, a 


drug-counseling agency, plead their case 
for reinstatement of funds. Turnabout's 
city funding of $32,000 per year was deleted 
from the 1974-75 budget. 

The deletion was made on the basis of 
an evaluation of Turnabout by the Mayor's 
Health Advisory Committee and agreed to 
by Health Commissioner John Athans, 
M.D. 

John Lynch, director of Newton 
Turnabout, refuted several points in a 
letter from Alan Sostek, health advisory 
committee chairman, to Athans, including 
the number of clients. 

Lynch said that Turnabout serves 
about 40 clients per week, not the 40 total 
per year implied in Sostek’s letter, for a 
total of 200 different people every year. 

One of Sostek's arguments aginst 
further funding was that the state is 
required to provide a service to Newton, 


because of state funding of Turnabout to 
the amount of $141,000. Therefore, ac¬ 
cording to Sostek, all Turnabout facilities 
are available to Newton without city 
funding. 

Lynch explained that all the $32,000 
given by Newton is spent on Newton youth. 

Duplication of effort between Tur¬ 
nabout and the Newton - Wellesley - 
Weston Multi-Service Center were men¬ 
tioned by Sostek, to which Turnabout staff 
member Abraham Sussman replied that 
Turnabout has clients of a different age 
range, and that Turnabout’s "style” is 
different 

Sussman also referred to the fact that 
Turnabout works closely with the School 
Department, both in referrals and in drug- 
abuse prevention programs for students 
and teachers.

Zeeb's report was limited to guidelines 
for language arts in elementary schools. 
The guidelines were called "tenative" 
because they are still subject to review. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
asked Zeeb if he had any "data about 
weaknesses and strengths." 

"This is an area we need to work on a 
great deal," Zeeb responded. 

Mandell noted that he had previously 
brought out data showing that reading and 
math performances decline from sixth to 
ninth grade. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
challenged Mandell’s claim, asking that it 
be discussed when the figures were in front 
of the committee. Zeeb said that he is 
encouraging the process of keeping folders 
on children's writing and passing them on 
from year to year. Thia could be a tool for 
evaluating change. 

"Kids do writing during social studies 
and science periods as well as during 
language art periods,” Zeeb commented. 
"Language arts is really a total ex¬ 
perience. 

"The guidelines read beautifully," 
Mandell said. “But gidelines never seem

Funds for teachers 
will run out in June 


Finance Committee Chairman Sidney $648,000 


The Newton School Department needs 
$648,000 to pay tacher’s salaries in June 
and does not, at this point, know where the 
money is going to come from. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann called a 
meeting of his Conference Committee 
Monday in an “attempt to get legal ad¬ 
vice" on the embarassing financial 
situation now confronting the dty. 

Although the mayor and City Solidtor 
Howard Levine refused Monday to 
disclose the reason for Monday's meeting 
in the mayor’s office, it was learned 
Tuesday that the deficit of almost $650,000 
existed. 

Attempts by the press to attend 
Monday's meeting were met first with 
refusal to allow entry, and then by per¬ 
mission to enter the mayors’ office. The 
mayor indicated, however, that the 
meeting would be canceled if the press 
attended and no business was conducted 
while reporters were in the room. 

Levine indicated that the meeting, 
which was attended by the highest level 
members of city and school ad- 
ministratiors, would involve a "possible 
lawsuit" against the city, and therefore 
could be ceased under the open-meeting 
law. 

The Mayor’s Conference Committee is 
comprised of the mayor, School Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Eleanor Rosenblum, 
School Committee Vice-Chairman Dorothy 
Reichard, former School Committee 
chairman Manuel Beckwith, Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Aaron Fink, president 
of the Board of Aldermen Eliot Cohen, 
Board Vice-President Bichard Bullwinkle, 


Small, Education Committee Chairman 
Louis Egelson, and Public Buildings 
Committee Chairman Edward Richmond. 

In addition to the Conference Com¬ 
mittee members, School Department 
Budget Director Harry Vienneau and the 
city's Director of Finance Arthur Marr, 
and Levine were present. 

Last year at the time the tax rate was 
set, Marr, who also serves as comptroller, 
warned the School Committee that it would 
needmore money than requested in its 
budget in order to pay teachers' salaries 
through the fiscal year 1973-74, but the 
School Committee did not want to reveal 
what it expected to pay in collective - 
bargaining increases to teachers by asking 
for a supplemental appropriation. 

Marr said Tuesday that he had 
reminded the School Department since 
that time that money was running out, and 
was answered that money due the city 
from state reimbursement would take 
care of the problem. 

According to Marr, some $900,000 due 
in January from the School Building 
Assistance Bureau and money for reim¬ 
bursement of transportation costs have not 
been paid by the state, and there has been 
no indication as to when Newton will 
receive it. 

If the money is not received by the 
first of April, Marr said, the School 
Department may have to curtail school 
athletics and take other measures to free 
the $648,000 from the school budget 

Marr said that all the money 
receivable cannot be used toward the 


deficit, since some has already 
been committed. 

Levine confirmed that not all the 
expected funds can be put into the city's 
surplus account. 

Marr pointed out that there is 
presently only about $240,000 in the city's 
surplus funds. When the Board of Aider- 
men voted to apply $1.6 million from 
surplus last year toward reducing the tax 
rate, several aldermen expressed concern 
that the School Department would need 
more money, but were reassured that it 
would not. 

There are some funds in departmental 
budgets, Marr said, that can be tran¬ 
sferred into surplus and then to the School

Boston College will 
absorb Newton College 



Boston College and Newton College 
are going to merge. 

In a press conference this week, 
representatives announced that the Jesuit 
school in Chestnut Hill will absorb the 
Newton campus in June, 1975. 

Boston College, with a student body 
that stands at 7,600 now, will get the 40 
acre Newton College campus, a $5 million 
debt, and about 800 coeds in the deal. 

Newton College will continue to func¬ 
tion under its board of trustees through the 
academic year of 1974-75. 

On June 30, 1975, the Newton board 
will be dissolved and the college will cease 
to exist, except for the purpose of con¬ 
ferring degrees to students that are 
enrolled there now. 

With the 1976 commencement, degrees 
from Newton College will cease to exist 
too. 

The school, on Centre Street in 
Newton, will adopt the Boston College 
academic calendar this fall. 

Tuition will increase in September, 
1974, by $200 from $2,650. 

Administrative reaction to the 
merger, as evidenced at the press con¬ 
ference Monday was favorable. 

"I am pleased to announce this 
merger," James Whalen, president of 
Newton College said Monday. "We see this 
merger as an opportunity to continue our 
committment to higher education.” 

Rev. J. Donald Monan, BC president, 
said the merger would "enhance the 
capabilities of Boston College." 

"In orde4 to preserve the continued 
vitality of Catholic educationnin New 
England, consolidation is the only avenue 
to providing continuty,” Monan said. 

Whalen admitted that the $5 million 
debt Newton College has due to its ex- 
pansionnof facilities was a significant 
factor in the merger. 


He said that the school did not have the 
resources to pay off the debt without 
raising tuition another $1,000. 

Whalen also touched on the peril of 
parochial and "single sex” education 
today. 

"If people want it, they have to pay for 
it," he said. 

Monan was vague on what would 


the same as adding the current Boston 
College and Newton College enrollments 
together. 

Members of the classes of 1974 and 
1975 will receive Newton College degrees. 
Sophomores, or members of the Class of 
1976, will have an option on degrees from 
either of the schools. 

Freshmen, those in the Class of 1977,

Newton College faculty is supposed to 
have "terminal contracts" for 1974-75 
issued by Newton College. 

Boston College has agreed to

ployment opportunities and mutual in¬ 
terest exist.” 

Monan, at the press conference, also 
estimated an enrollment of " 8 , 100 " almost 


will get their degrees from Boston College. 

Interviewed on the campus Monday, 
students seemed generally resigned to the 
merger. 

One senior asked what she thought of 
the merger, said: "It’s better than closing 
the school." 

Newton College students had just 
returned from vacation Monday when they 
were informed a convocation was to be 
held at noon that day and they were told of 
the consolidation of the two schools.

Youth Commission reorganized

Chairman thinks architect will 
be hired for automotive center

At this week’s meeting, 
“reorganization” hit the Youth Com¬ 
mission. 

The “new” Youth Commission will be 
organized into three groups, each dealing 
with a specific aspect of youth services, 
which will review all requests for finding 
from city and outside agencies. 

Heretofore requests for city money 
from such agencies as the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston Multi-Service Center, 
the Newton Community Service Centers, 
and other such agencies dealing with youth 
have applied to various city agencies for 
funding, principally the Health Depart¬ 
ment. 

From now on all these agencies will 
send a copy of future funding requests 
related to youth service and program to 
the chairman of the Youth Commission. 

The requests will be reviewed by the 
appropriate committee of the Youth 
Commission—clinical servi es, group 
services, and community organizations— 
and a recommendation will be 
made to the mayor within 30 days. 

The Youth Commission has been- 
• charged also with an on-going evaluation 
of the various agencies throughout the 
year to provide a basis for the mayor's and

The proposal to build 14 units of housing 
on Florence Street near the Sidney Hill 
- Country Club got a quick “no” from the 
aldermanic Land Use Committee this 
■. week. 

The committee voted to recommend 
denial of the plan to the Board of Aldermen 
shortly after a public hearing on the site 
plan. 

Other hearings before the Land Use 
Committee Monday drew little attention 
from the public. 

Letters were transmitted to the Land 
Use Committee, pro and con, on this 
proposal. One contained the signatures of 
five residents in favor of the plan and the 
other contained 50 signatures opposed to it 

The committee vote against the plan was 
5-0. 

Land Use also heard proposals for a 
home for six "exceptional" children at 459 
Auburn St., Aubumdale; the expansion of 
a nursing home from seven to nine beds at 
175 Woodward St.; and the matter of signs 
for two businesses, both of which were held 
by the committee. 

The committee also decided to transmit 
an ultimatum to gas station owner Joseph 
McMullin, stating that the has until April 8 
to deliver plans for cleaning up his Newton 
Highlands station. 

Since a public hearing in January, the 
Land Use Committee has been waiting for 
plans from the Newton businessman and 
has threatened several committee 
meetings to times issue a "cease and 


the Board of Aldermen’s weighing of 
program funding requests. 

Youth Commission Chairman Rev. 
Charles Coyle called the new plan "the 
most significant thing that has happened 
in the history of the Youth Commission." 

Coyle explained that the youth-serving 
agencies used to “shop for places with 
money.” 

In its new role, the Youth Commission, 
Coyle said, "will have less of an operating 
role but a more decisive one.” 

Commission member John McGrath 
outlined the new tasks of the entire 
commission as the identification of 
existing programs, the development of the 
evaluation format, locating unmet needs, 
advising on funding requests, and meeting 
special needs. 

Coyle said he hoped that the new 
organization of the Youth Com- 
missiqnnwould prevent the rush of 
agencies appearing at Finance Committee 
meetings at budget time only, with nothing 
being heard from them the rest of the year.

At a closed-door meeting last week the 
mayors of Newton and Waltham said they 
supported the formation of a Newton- 
Waltham regional refuse disposal district. 

After a report is submitted by the 
district’s consultant, Camp Dresser 
McKee, next week, the district will ad¬ 
vertise for bids on either or both of two 
alternatives to incineration. 

The Newton incinerator will not be used 
after Dec. 31, 1974, unless there is an 
unavoidable delay is setting up a new 
method for handling the city's solid waste. 

Waltham has already been forced to stop 
using its incinerator and is currently 
having its rubbish hauled out of the city. 

N-W District Director Philip Pattison 
said the bids will be invited in three 
phases. Phase 1 will obtain bids for refuse 
disposal for Newton alone, Phase 2 for 
Waltham alone, and Phase 3 will seek bids 
for the two cities together. 

Camp Dresser McKee will write the bid 
specifications. 

In contradiction to Newton Public Works 
Director Richard Dudman's prediction 
that the incinerator will have to be used 
beyond the Dec. 31 deadline for com¬ 
pliance with federal and state air-quality 
standards,, Pattison said a transfer station 
could be operating by Dec. 31 if contracts 
are awarded by June 15. 


reorganization, commented that the 
formalizing of the Youth Commission’s 
role in the budget and evaluation process 
will apply not only to the funding of city 
agencies but also to state agencies. 

Several state agencies, such as the 
Newton-Wellesley-Weston Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation Area Board, also 
expect some city funding of facilities. 

The Youth Commission members will 
be divided into three groups of two com¬ 
mission members with several advisory- 
board members assisting,ieach concerned 
withhan area of service. Membership will 
be determined insofar as possible by in¬ 
dividual interest, to be determined by 
writtennstatements from members by the 
next meeting. 

In other business the commission 
heard a brief discussion of two proposals 
for a streetworker program, one of which 
would be run during the summer only at a 
xost of $5,000, and the other a $30,000 
program using possible funds from the 
federal Law Enforcement Assistance Act. 
The latter would require $3,000 in city 
funds. 


The meeting last week, which was 
opened to the press after about an hour and 
a half, was reportedly held to discuss eight 
potential sites in Newton and Waltham 
that could be used for either a transfer 
station, from which trash would be hauled 
away to landfills or incinerators, or a new 
type of small pollution-free incinerators. 

The meeting was called an “informal 
meeting” between the Newton-Waltham 
district committee and the two mayors by 
District Director Pattison, who felt that it 
was probably held in executive (closed) 
session during some of the discussion. 

Pattison said he expects that the two 
cities will join together in disposal of solid 
waste. Both cities must approve or 
disapprove the agreement to form an 
operating district by Aug. 31. 

Even though the district may agree to 
joint disposal, possibly with one transfer 
station serving both communities, the 
formation of a formal district may prove 
to be unnecessary. 

Each town may simply pay its share of 
the costs of a joint operation. 

TTie Camp Dresser McKee recom¬ 
mendation on which method of disposal to 
pursue, the small-incinerator approach or 
transfer-haul, Is expected to be outlined in 
its report, which will be discussed at a 
March 20 meeting.

Alderman Edward L. Richmond said 
last week that he thinks the aldermanic 
Public Buildings Committee will approve 
a request for $7,300 to hire an architect for 
a proposed automotive center at Newton 
South High School. 

The Public Buildings Committee 
drafted a resolution on Saturday which 
would give approval to hiring an architect 
for a 2,160 net square feet facility. 

The committee's resolution stated that 
construction costs should not be approved 
unless 65 per cent of the costs would be 
reimbursable from the Massachusetts 
School Buildings Assistance Bureau 
(SBAB). It also asked for a metal building 
subject to review by the Planning 
Department and the Urban Beautification 
Commission. 

Richmond, chairman of the Public 
Buildings Committee, spoke at a hearing 
last week on the School Department's 
budget for 1974-75. He noted that his 
committee is divided, and that he thinks a 
resolution proposing restrictions will 
accompany the committee’s report. 

The Public Buildings Committee held 
a hearing at Newton South last week to 
discuss the proposed automotive center. 

School Committeeman Gerard Byrne 
said that the School Committee had 
unanimously reaffirmed the need for an 
automotive center. 

‘‘We feel students should have ex¬ 
posure to the automotive experience if 
they so desire," Byrne commented. 

He added that the center could in¬ 
stigate a career interest and that it could 
teach skills useful for the work-study 
program at Newton South. 

Byrne discussed alternatives to 


Congressman Robert F. Drinan (El- 
Newton announced this week a five-point 
program to insure the right of privacy to 
each citizen. 

Speaking at the Community Church of 
Boston, the congressman described his 
plans to press for the enactment of major 
legislation this year to secure the privacy 
rights of Americans. 

The recent indictments by the 
Watergate grand jury should remind each 
of us that our liberties are indeed very 
fragile, and that governmental excesses 
may easily Intrude into our private lives.” 
Congressman Drinan observed. “To 
protect against those intrusions, we must 
redouble our efforts to persuade the 
Congress to pass strong measures to deal 
with these problems,” he continued. 

The first point in the plan is to provide 
access by individuals to files maintained 
by the government, and to restrict the 
dissemination of those records. 

“Just a few days ago,” the 
Congressman noted, "I sent a letter to the 
chairman of the subcommittee con¬ 
sidering this legislation urging passage of 
the bill. At the same time, I made a 
number of suggestions to strengthen the 
proposal," he added. 

"a second area of major concern must 
be to regulate the collection of Information 
about the beliefs, activities, and 
associations of Americans who have done 
nothing more than disagree with the 
policies of the government or its leaders,” 
Drinan contented. “Since the beginning of 
my term in Congress four years ago, I 


He said 
that a shuttle bus to take South students to 
Newton North for automotive classes 
would cost $15,120 a year. 

Automotive classes at Newton North 
are reportedly already near full 
enrollment Byrne added that busing 
would upset the continuity of the school 
day. 

Another proposal has been that of a 
service station be rented for use by South 
students.

"We’re asking for a building of 2,160 
square feet, net," Byrne said.

Buildings Commissioner Gene Larson 
said that the proposed building would be 
"in the neighborhood of 2,500 square feet, 
gross." 

Director of Support Services John 
Gllleland said that it was originally hoped 
that part of the existing industrial arts 
shop could be converted into an 
automotive center. 

Dan Melia, co-ordinator of technical- 
vocational education, said that fire 
regulations made this plan unfeasible. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
explained that the proposed center would 
be used to teach preliminary courses. "If 
students desire a more intensive program, 
they would transfer to Newton North," 
Fink said. 

“We’ve always maintained that we 
would like the minimum facility which 
would meet the needs of the program and 
the SBAB," Fink added. 

Fink said that the attitude of the SBAB 
will not be known until an architect is hired 
and plans are presented. 


have steadfastly tried to restrict the

"The circulation of arrest records is a 
matter of great concern, particularly 
when the recipient is a prospective em¬ 
ployer, a licensing agency, a credit 
bureau, or a bank. If we are to prevent 
abuses of this data, we must promulgate 
stringent rules to control its distribution," 
the congressman said. 

““The indiscriminate release of 
certain information about our lives, by 
banks, credit bureaus, loan companies, 
and retail stores Is a fourth matter for 
congressional action," he siad. “When we 
apply for credit or a loan, we fully expect

The 
petition requested aldermanic support for 
the plan for an automotive shop. 

Both faculty and students spoke in 
favor of building an automotive center. 

Housemaster Robert Wicks said that 
“I think we should be concerned about it 
primarily because we need to say to a 
bunch of kids that we care about them." 

A student suggested that the 
automotive center could be used in con¬ 
junction with the driver education 
program. 

A man in the audience said that "If we 
were on the north side we wouldn’t have 
this discussion here tonight." 

School Committee members Alvin 
Mandell and Byrne asked the Public 
Buildings Committee to vote on the ar¬ 
chitect's fee immediately. Their request 
was not granted.

That 
expectation is frequently ill-founded and 
we soon learn that such data has been 
passed along to myriad agencies, both 
public and private." 

The fifth point of Drinan's program 
calls for the passage of legislation which 
would prohibit all electronic surveillance 
of American citizens. 

"There is no effective way to monitor 
the tapping of private telephones, the 
bugging of private residences, and the 
eavesdropping on private conversations,” 
the Congressman stated. 

"If we are to maintain the 'sacred 
precincts of private and domestic life,’" he 
continued, "then drastic steps must be 
taken to secure the sanctity of our ac¬ 
tivities. 

“It may be that public and private 
institutions which have collected, stored, 
and disseminated information about us in 
the past will have to make major ad¬ 
justments in the way they have carried on 
their activities. It may be that they will 
have to curtail practices previously 
thought to be unassailable. But that is the 
cost of securing every right we cherish. I 
for one am prepared to pay that price. 
After all, 1984 is only 10 years away,” 
Drinan observed.

Helping hand 
for elderly 

Uncle Sam, whose hand is in every 
taxpayer’s pocket, is now giving something 
away. 

Kor weeks the public has been hearing 
about SSI, but the initials haven’t yet really 
started to sink in. It is hoped that within 
the next lew weeks they’ll be as familiar to 
everyone as WPA was in the days of the 
Works Progress Administration. 

SSI stands for Supplemental Security 
Income, which has been designed to make 
life a little more bearable for those 65 
years and over, as well as the blind and the 
disabled. 

Those who qualify for SSI receive an 
income check the first of each month. The 
new and historic program went into effect 
on January 1st of this year when all those 
people on old age assistance, disability 
assistance and aid to the blind under the 
state welfare system were converted to the 
Social Security rolls. 

There are probably a number of people 
in the area with low incomes who have 
been reluctant to apply for aid under the 
welfare setup who would now come for¬ 
ward under SSI. And there are undoubtedly 
many more who simply aren’t aware that 
this type of assistance is available. 

It is estimated that there might be as 
many as 50,000 eligible elderly, blind and 
disabled persons living in the Greater 
Boston area who are not currently receiv¬ 
ing benefits under this federal program. 
Determining who these persons are and 
where they are located is the massive task 
undertaken by a host of volunteers in the 
local area whose activities are being coor¬ 
dinated by the Red Cross. This extensive 
• outreach" program has been tabbed 
"SSI-Alert” and is now underway in all our 
area towns. 

Volunteers are seeking to identify and 
locate the elderly (65 or over) and the 
blind or disabled including the mentally 
retarded (any age), and having found 
them, determine their possible eligibility 
for enrollment in the Supplemental Se¬ 
curity Income program. Information as to 
possible eligibles is then forwarded to the 
Norwood Social Security District Office on 
Cottage St. for further action after they 
have been interviewed by the volunteers. 

People who have little or no regular 
cash income and do not have much money 
in the bank or other property that can be 
readily turned into cash, such as stocks, 
bonds, jewelry or other valuables, may get 
supplemental security income. Assets are 
limited to $1500 for a single person and 
$2250 for a couple. A home with a market 
value of $25,000 or less doesn’t count. The 
cash value of an individual’s insurance 
policy shouldn’t exceed $1500. 

People who now receive Social Se¬ 
curity checks can receive SSI payments too 
if they are found to be eligible. 

Cheating will not be easy. Bank ac¬ 
counts will be carefully checked. 

Area residents who have relatives or 
know of anyone who might qualify for SSI 
payments are urged to make sure they 
apply. With so many retirees on fixed in¬ 
come, it can mean added comfort in their 
• remaining years.

Sarge, Quinn, Dukakis 
in St. Pat's big show 

Governor Francis W. Sargent, Attorney General 
Robert Quinn and former State Representative Michael 
Dukakis will be the principal figures in a St. Patrick’s Day 
Spectacular in Everett on Sunday night. 

For the first and possibly the only dme in the 1974 
gubernatorial campaign Sargent, Quinn and Dukakis will 
be together on the same platform at the 23rd annual dinner 
of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick in Everett 

It will be the biggest political event of the St Patrick's 
Day Weekend, surpassing even the parade of the pols in 
South Boston in honor of Ireland’s patron saint 

An unusual aspect to the affair is that Dukakis is the 
only announced candidate of the three. 

Sargent and Quinn both are running but are doing it 
unofficially. It isn't that either is bashful or has any doubt 
about his political plans. They just aren't ready yet to make 
a formal announcement. 

Sarge is virtually certain of re nomination as the 
Re lican candidate for Governor. His defeat in the 
September primary would be the most stunning upset in the 
history of Massachusetts politics. 

Quinn and Dukakis are battling for the right to carry 
the Democratic banner against Governor Sargent in the 
November election. But their statements sound as if they 
already were running against Sarge. 

Their blasts and broadsides arc aimed at Mr. Sargent, 
not each other. Both Quinn and Dukakis are trying to open 
as few wounds and leave as few scars as possible in the 
Democratic party during their primary fight. 

So it is expected that Democrats Quinn and Dukakis 
will draw a bead and let fire at Republican Governor 
Sargent on Sunday nlghl But Everett newspaper publisher 
Joseph A. Curaane, chairman of the dinner, declares that 
each of the three can speak for 10 minutqs about anything 
he wishes. 

Curnane stresses that this is not a debate. It is a forum 
at which the three top contenders for the Governorship can 
talk about any subject of their choosing. They can make a 
pitch for votes, attack each other, submit their records, 
discuss the gasoline shortage, the energy crisis or good old 
St. Patrick. It promises to be a lively night. 


John F. Kennedy was the speaker at the first dinner 
held by the Friendly Sons of SL Patrick in Everett. That, of 
course, was before he became President Congressional 
Majority Leader Thomas P. (Tip) O’Neil of Cambridge 
was the speaker last year. 

Between JFK and “Tip" O’Neill there were such 
speakers as former Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey, 
the late Senator Joe McCarthy of Wisconsin, former 
Senators Eugene McCarthy and George Murphy, and 
Senators Edward M. Kennedy, Edmund Muskle, Abraham 
Ribkoff, John Pasture and John Tunney. 

Members of the late Pr esident Kennedy's so-called 
"Irish Mafia” staff appeared in a group at one of the salutes 
to the memory of SL Pat. 

Sunday night's dinner will be held in the auditorium of 
the Parlin Junior High School in Everett. The dinner will 
start at 7:30 p.m., the speaking program about 8:30 p.m. 
Tickets are $7.50 apiece but have been pretty well bought 
up. 

However, anyone who wishes to hear Governor 
Sargent, Attorney General Quinn and Dukakis will be ad¬ 
mitted free to a small balcony in the Junior high auditorium 
which accommodates about IN persons. 

It will be interesting to hear the speeches by Sargent 
and Quinn in view of the fact that they have maintained 
their non-candidate status even though both are cam¬ 
paigning actively.

Respectable citizens 
want to own handguns 

Most political pundits on Beaon Hill are completely 
puzzled as to why it is so difficult to enact an effective gun- 
control law in Massachusetts. 

Murders, kidnappings, terrorism, crimes of violence 
are at an all-time high. You would think the average law- 
abiding citizen would want an outright ban on the sale of 
handguns. 

That does not appear to be the case. He would favor a 
law which would prevent the other guy iron buying a 
handgun. But he would like to reserve for himself the right 
to purchase a Saturday Night Special and have it hidden 
away la the house Just tat case he needs IL 

A tendency exists on the part of television and 
newspaper commentators to attribute the opposition to 


enacting new laws controlling the sale of handguns to 
hunters and members of rifle clubs. 

It doesn't seem that simple to this bystander. 

Why did the members of rifle clubs booh Governor 
Francis W. Sargent when be appeared at a State House 
hearing to testify in support of his own bill which was 
designed to prohibit the sale of revolvers with barrels of 
less than five inches? 

Sarge’s measure would not have affected rifles or in¬ 
terfered with hunters or sportsmen. It obviously was aimed 
at the so-called Saturday Night Specials. 

Yet, the Governor of the Commonwealth was boohed 
when he arose to speak in support of a bill which appeared 
to be reasonable and desirable. 

The explanation seems to be that thousands upon 
thousands of law-abiding citizens want the right to possess 
handguns with which they can shoot someone else and even 
kill them if they consider it necessary for their own 
protection and well-being. 

We're not talking about hoodlums or holdup men or 
trigger men employed by organized crime. 

We're referring to the respected pillars of society in 
Roslindale, West Roxbury, Dedham, Needham, Norwood, 
Westwood, Dover, Newton and such communities who feel a 
need to provide some measure of protection for themselves 
in an emergency. 

That Is why there are so many dogs—many of them 
large dogs— in those sections. They’re not Just pets. Most of 
them also are guardians of the premises. 

The key to this was the testimony of a woman and 
housewife who pleaded with a legislative committee not to 
recommend the adoption of a stiff handgun law. 

She pointed out that when three intruders Invaded her 
home and attempted to beat her and her husband, she got a 
revolver she had handy in the house and killed one of the 
three men. The other two fled. 

The woman was cheered loudly and lustily. She was the 
heroine of the bearing, and in some respects she deserved 
to be. 

But for every housewife or householder who shoots or 
frightens off a burglar or bandit, there will be 100 others 
who either will miss thebanditand be shot herself, shoot 
someone by mistake or generally botch up the situatioa 

The housewife who killed a bandit in her home not only 
was cool in an emergency but apparently knew how to 
handle a revolver with some skilL 
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Open letter to Lincoln-Eliot parents 


To The Editor: 

Would you kindly publish the following letter 
addressed to the Lincoln-Ellot School community. 

So many of you have written to me to urge my 
support for the (1.2 million appropriation for the 
proposed Lincoln-Eliot School addition that it has 
been difficult for me to respond to each letter. I 
want to personally thank each of you for ex¬ 
pressing your concerns about the proposed ad¬ 
dition. 1 particularly appreciate the 50 or more 
letters from children at the school, and have an¬ 
swered each child’s letter individually. It is a 
pleasure for me to see children involve themselves 
in the political process. 

Some of the letters have contained helpful 
Information about space problems and program 
needs at the school. Some talk about a past 
"commitment” by the Board of Aldermen to build 
the Lincoln-Eliot addition. 

Speaking only as one individual alderman, I 
personally feel no ‘'commitment” to vote for or 
against any appropriation item, unless and until I 


have thoroughly satisfied myself as to its merits. 
In the case of the proposed Lincoln-Eliot addition, I 
was not even a member of the Board of Aldermen 
when the initial request arrived from the School 
Committee on January 27,1971. 

I would remind the Lincoln-Eliot community 
that there are today eight aldermen who were not 
Board members in 1971, so that for one-third of the 
Board this is an entirely new matter which has not 
been on the aldermanic docket for three years. 

From my one visit to the Lincoln-Eliot School I 
have formed the opinion that certain renovations 
or additions are both necessary and desirable. Now 
that the Public Buildings Committee has the ap¬ 
propriation item before it, the committee's task 
will be to examine the plans which have been 
prepared and to determine wheether these plans 
satisfy current needs. 

It is my intention to explore such needs and to 
seek information from parents, teachers, School 
Department staff and other specialists, which will 
assist me in determining whether this design is 
worthy of adoptioa 


I am aware of the argument that even if this 
design is somewhat excessive, it may be more 
costly to cut back and redesign at this late date. 
That may ultimately be the conclusion that the 
committee reaches, but it will need assistance and 
understanding from all of you in order to reach the 
point of decision. 

Finally, speaking for the Public Buildings 
Committee, you may be assured that we are ad¬ 
dressing ourselves to this matter, we are very 
much aware of your concerns and your desires, 
and we need your assistance and input 

We will visit the school for the second time on 
March 19 at 8:45 a.m., and will take this item up at 
our next committee meeting on March 21 at 8 p.m. 

You must understnad, however, that we do not 
wish to act in haste on an appropriation of this 
magnitude, and that we will move as quickly as we 
can on this important mtter.

Faced with budget decisions, city of¬ 
ficials must consider the most effective 
means of using available tax money to sup¬ 
port social programs and it may well be an 
advantage to combine and consolidate some 
existing groups and facilities. However, the 
failure n our society of many children and 
adolescents to adjust and develop within the 
educational system makes it imperative that 
as many communication avenues as possible 
be open for young people to explore, in and out 
of school. 

There are several human relation groups 
in Newton, all doing constructive work in 
assisting youngsters to understand and 
modify their behaviour and in giving help In 
emergency situations. Among them, I believe 
that Turnabout’s Program is unique in its 
concern with bringing emotional awareness 
to young people in order to prevent serous 
problems. It Is to be hoped that a way may be 
found to keep this channel of communication

have just completed reading a recent 
article in the editorial section of the Newton 
Graphic, dated March 7,1974, entitled "How 
Much for Paper Clips?” 

It is my belief that your research on this 
article was quite limited. 

One statement in particular personally 
disturbed me; "The deer in the Webster 
Conservation Area eat pretty well, too, for 
$2,500." 

The deer eat very well but not for (2,500. 
This sum includes the services of tran¬ 
sporting deer feed from the grain store in 
Waltham, and trucking 100 lb. bags of feed to 
Chestnut Hill where they are then unloaded 
and emptied into storage bins. The deer must 
be fed every day during the year. This alone 
requires a man, his time and labor, to execute 
this job (365 days a year!). 

May I also point out that we have had 
several snow storms this winter, and with 
wind and snow come falling branches and 
trees, which have done damage to portions of 
fences in the deer park, thus necessitating the 
removal of trees and limbs from breaks in the 
fences surrounding the deer park, and 
chasing deer that have strayed from the park 
(not to mention vandalism by people trying to 
gain entrance to the area). Children and dogs 
have been chased out of the deer park, not 
only for the protection of the deer, but for the 
safety of the children as well. 

During the winter months, snowplowing 
is necessary in order to gain access to the 
entrance of the deer feeding area. 

It is extremely reqarding, when we are 
being surrounded by cement buildings 
everywhere we look, to see that a small part 
of nature in the city of Newton is still being 
preserved. 

One last point, but not least of all is that 
the price of grain in the past year has jumped 
from (5.50 per 100-lb. bag, to $9.45 per 100 lbs.

pregnancy that it will result in a 
child with Tay-Sachs disease. 

The program aims to test all 
Jewish couples of child-bearing 
age for the Tay-Sachs trait, to 
counsel those individuals who 
are found to be carriers and to 
provide carrier-carrier couples 
with the opportunity to ensure 
that their children are bom free 
of the Tay-Sachs abnormality. 

In a recent summary 
setailing the activities of the 
Prevention Program, co¬ 
director Dr. Edwin H. Kolodny 
of Newton was able to report 
encouraging progress. The 
equipment required for 
automation of the tests used to 


determine Tay-Sachs carrier 
status is now in use, he said. 

The new equipment permits 
results to be mailed out to 
couples in a week or two. 

Kolodny also reviewed the 
mass testings that have been 
conducted to date; the first In 
November, 1973, at the 
Brookline-Brighton-Newton 
Jewish Community Center was 
attended by 880 young people. 

In late December, 1973, a 
center was opened at Beth 
Israel Hospital for handling 
special situations - the husbands 
of women pregnant less than 
four months and others who 
must be tested prior to the next 
community mass screening. 

Through January, 83 persons 
have been tested at Beth Israel, 
including 12 whose previous test 
results were inconclusive. The 
center is also serving as a back¬ 
up facility for testing the 
relatives of carriers identified 
in the mass screenings. 

Screenings have been 
scheduled March 24 for Natick- 
Framingham at Temple Israel, 
Natick; April 21 in Brockton at 
Temple Beth Emunah; and 
May 5 in Newton at Temple 
Emanuel, all from 1 p.m. to 5 
p.m.

Mayor Theodore Mann issued 
proclamation declaring the 
week of March 17 as SSI Alert 
Week in Newton. 

Project SSI Alert in Newton is 
part of a nationwide effort to 
reach elderly, blind, and 
disabled people who may be 
eligible for Supplemental 
Security Income benefits paid 
throug the social security ad¬ 
ministration. 

Mann urged Newton citizens 
to Join in this outreach program 
to find financially needy per¬ 
sons who may be eligible for 
this monthly income. 

It has been estimated that 
50,000 persons in Massachusetts 
who are eligible for the new 
supplemental security income 
have not been located and many 
may not even know of this 
possible source of added in¬ 
come. 

Eelven Newton organizations 
have formed a consortium and 
have planned an outreach 
program to make sure that 
every eleigible person in 
Newton learns about Sup¬ 


plemental Security Income and 
has a chance to aplly. 

In the first few days of the SSI 
Alert drive the Newton Com¬ 
munity Service Center staff 
reported eight potential 
eligibles for SSI benefits were 
found. 

The Newton Community 
Service Centers, Inc. has been 
designated by the Social 
Security Administration as the 
lead agency for the Newton to 
organize the SSI Alert Drive. 

The following organizations 
have joined with the Nwton 
Community Centers, Inc. to 
form the SSI Consortium: 
Newton City Hall, Family 
Counseling West, Newton Red 
Cross, Newton Visiting Nurse 
Association, Garden City Ac¬ 
tivity Center, Carroll 
Rehabilitation Center, Myrtle 
Baptis Church, Eliot Church, 
Nwton Police Department, and 
Vista. 

Potential eligibles who are 
unable to visit these agencies 
may request a trainee SSI Alert 
volunteer to make a home call. 


No home visits will be made, 
however, unless requested 

All of the information that is . 
given to the SSI Alert volunteers 
will be held confidential and will 
only be used in connection wit 
the Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration program. 

On Sunday, March 17, Project 
SSI Alert has requested that 
every church and temple 
distribute copies of the Nwton 
SSI Alert leaflet which details 
eligibility requirements and 
locatoiins where forms can be 
filled out SSI Alert leaflets are 
available in quantity at the 
Newton Community Service 
Centers, 429 Cherry St, West 
Newton. 

Another special event for SSI 
Alert week will be a community 
meeting to discuss the progress 
of the SSI Alert Program. The 
meeting will be held March 22 
from 10 am. to noon at the 
Newton Community Service 
Centers, Inc. Jay Hayes of the 
Social Security Administration 
will be the speaker. 


Program for women at 
Andover Newton next fall 


A program to train women for 
the ministry will be launched at 
Andover Newton Theological 
School, Newton Centre, next fall 
by the task force on women in 
church and society of the United 
Church of Christ 

The year-long program will 
allow 15 women, selected from 
the Andover Newton student 
body, to design their own 
ministries and then work in 
those jobs during an intensive 
training period. A team of three 
women ministers will be chosen 
to direct the program. 

The task force on women will 
receive a grant of $19,000 from 
the deonomination’s committee 
on theological education for the 
project, it was announced 
recently by the Rev. Frederick 
R. Trost, Chicago, chairman of 
the Committee. 

According to Valerie Russell, 
executive for the task force, 
Andover Newton was selected 


because it has had a more 
dramatic increase in 
enrollment of women than any 
other United Church seminary. 
This year forty percent of first 
year students are women. 

A nine-member steering 
committee will select the 
teaching team and evaluate the 
program. The committee in¬ 
cludes: Rev. Barbara Gerlach, 
a member of the task force and 
direector of the women’s 
theological coalition of the 
Boston Theological Institute; 
Rev. David Foy Crabtree, a 
member of the United Church 
task force on women; Rev. 
Walter Teller, chairman of 
Andover Newton's department 
of church and ministry; Rev. 
Emily Hewitt, a professor in the 
department of church and 
ministry; Dr. Phyllis Trible, a 
professor in the Old Testament 
department; Rev. Dr. Oliver 


Powell, minister of the 
Metropolitan Boston 
Association of the United 
Church of Christ, Rev. Phyllis 
Ingram, Ms.Marjorie Coons 
and Ms. Johannah Fine, all 
students at Andover Newton. 

Ms. Russell pointed out that 
while only 242 of the 
denomination's 9,000 ministers 
are women, "more and more 
women are attending 
seminary.” She pointed out that 
in common with men, women 
ministers face a declining 
demand for pastrs, especially in 
the Northeast 

"For women, the problems of 
the tight job market will, for the 
forseeable future, be com¬ 
pounded by job discrimination. 
The seminary has a respon¬ 
sibility to prepare women to 
overcome the obstacles to their 
ministries," she said.

GUIDE TO GOOD 
HEALTH HABITS 

By RICHARD W. BRYANT, 
Director of Education 
Animal Rescue League 
of Boston 

While children should cer¬ 
tainly be taught to love animals, 
for health and safety's sake 
teach them to demonstrate 
affection in the correct way. 

Most dogs and cats ap¬ 
preciate a kind word or a gentle 
pat, but never allow children to 
kiss a household pet or any 
other animal. Children, and 
adults too, should observe a few 
common sense health rules in 
dealing with household pets. 

Always wash hands with soap 
and hot water after handling 
food dishes or cages. This Is 
particularly important before 
eating. Unless it is absolutely 
necessary, do not handle turtles 
at all. To transfer them from 
one container to another, use a 
small fish net. 

Keep small children away 
from a pet’s feeding area at 


mealtime. Their presence 
makes an animal nervous, and 
often with Just cause. Children 
will sometimes try to drink 
from the pet's water dish and 
even help themselves to Ms food 
— practices wMch obviously 
are to be discouraged. 

After dinner, wash pet dishes 
and containers separately from 
your own, and always rinse 
them, and the sink area, with 
boiling water. When you are 
changing the water in a turtle 
tank, fish bowl or small 
aquarium, flush the old water 
down the toilet, then rinse the 
bowl with disinfectant or boiling 
water. Used cat litter can be 
disposed of in the same way, or 
else securely wrapped up and 
disposed of in the garbage. 
Never dump used litter out¬ 
doors where anyone might 
touch it. 

By observing these 
safeguards, you can help ensure 
better health for both the people 
and the pets in your home. 

Q. F. S. of Newton asks: Why 


do people let their cats and dogs 
breed litter after litter when 
there are serious problems In 
animal overpopulation now? 
Don’t you think people project 
their own feelings about 
reproduction on to their animals 
so that you hear people say, 
"Oh, I couldn't spay (or neuter) 
my dog. Think how she would 
feel!" Can you explain to people 
that animals don’t have the 
problems we humans have with 
anxieties? When they do not 
have young, they do not worry 
about not having them. I'm sure 
readers are not aware of how 
many unwanted animals are 
destroyed yearly In the U. S. 

A. Allowing animals to breed 
indiscriminately is cruelty in 
the guise of kindness. Thank 
you, F. S., for calling our 
readers' attention to this tragic 
problem, and for answering 
your own question so per¬ 
ceptively. We plan to devote a 
full column to this topic in the 
near future.

Despite the explosion of new lifestyles,

Naturally, they will cherish their wedding 
gifts, but they will also need many items 
for their home — furniture, decorations, 
appliances, china, silverware, cookware 
— a great deal of which they may have to 


purchase themselves. They must 
assemble the basics for beginning a new 
life together. 

Economically, the Impact of 
newlyweds Is formidable. As they start life 
with one another, nearly 40 percent will 
have a yearly household Income of over 
$10,000, while in the months before and 
after their marriage, they will account for 
at least $5 billion in retail sales. Concerned 
with the cost of living and employment 
factors, they will, no doubt, watch their 
dollars carefully and seek out values. 

Employment considerations will 
present additional challenges and periods 
of adjustment for the newlyweds of 1974, 
especially if the bride has decided to 
continue at a regular job or pursue a 
career, as her groom assumedly will do.

A reasonably organized bride-to-be 
who designs and adheres to some sort of 
schedule can manage her wedding plans 
easily and avoid a time squeeze. 

Anywhere from twelve to four mon: ths 
before the wedding, decisions must be 
made on the wedding budget, ceremony 
and reception. Once a date is set, ap¬ 
propriate arrangements can be made. 

Wedding gowns, practically custom 
made, should be ordered early. At the 
same time, the bride should choose 
bridesmaids’ dresses, talcing into con¬ 
sideration her bridesmaids’ figures as well 
as their pocketbooks, since they must pay 
for their dresses. Meanwhile, the bride and 
groom can begin planning their home or 
apartment and buying the furnishings too. 

Once the guest list is finalized, 
preferably within three months of the 
wedding, invitations and announcements 
should be ordered. With family help, 
hand-addressed envelopes can be finished 
two months or so before the wedding. 
Invitations mailed three weeks before the 
wedding followed by announcements 
completes the task. 

The couple can then seek thl 
marriage license and visit their doctors 
medical examinations. The bride 
groom can also use the opportunity 
remind one another about gifts for the 
man, ushers and attendants 

As the wedding draws closer, within 


month perhaps, arrangements should be 
finalized for the following: flowers, music, 
wedding party transportation, ac¬ 
comodations, wedding portrait, wedding 
cake, photographer’s instructions, wed¬ 
ding announcement in newspapers, and 
final gown fittings for the bride and 
bridesmaids. 

Brides can keep calm by pacing 
themselves and regularly checking the 
various services essential to the wedding. 
Within the two-week period prior to the 
wedding, she can recheck services, make 
special arrangements, give the 
bridesmaids’ luncheon, arrange seating, 
go over her trousseau, see her beautician 
and hold the rehearsal. 

Soon after the engagement, the bride- 
to-be should discuss with her parents 
possible wedding costs, at the same time 
deciding the type of wedding, formal or 
informal, and the reception, a catered 
dinner or a small buffet. 

Once the family has decided upon a 
budget, the bride should be free to exer- 
ciseher own judgmentabout the way it will 
be spent. But, as with all budgets, it cannot 
be inflexible. As long as she stays within 
the budget, the bride may go overboard on 
one expense and cut back on another — the 
choice is hers. 

Included in the bride's budget will be 
her wedding attire, invitations and an¬ 
nouncements, church fees, flowers, music,

gifts, the bride's gift to the groom, and the 
single biggest expense, the reception. The 
luncheon for the brides’ attendants and the 
rehearsal dinner are optional. 

When the bride first talks to the people 
whose services she will need, it is best to 
tell them exactly what she plans to spend 
and ask what she can expect for that 
amount of money. It is pointless to be 
vague about this. 

An open discussion will speed 
arrangements. 

Once the ceiling is known, the caterer 
may suggest an afternoon reception in¬ 
stead of the breakfast or dinner con¬ 
templated by the bride; the florist may 
offer more simple bouquets and floral 
arrangements; or the photographer may 
make a mental note to shoot only the most 
important moments of the wedding and 
reception. 

With a budget, everyone knows 
exactly what can be provided for a specific 
amount of money. 

Rather than ruin an engagement, a 
budget frees the bride. Once she begins to 
think and plan realistically, everything 
falls into place. If costs present an in¬ 
surmountable hurdle, she can cut corners 
without it showing., A simple, quiet wed¬ 
ding, keeping within a family’s means, can 
be as impressive as a lavish display.

'Battle of the bottles' led 
by Pines and Harrington 


Newton Representatives 
lx»is G. Pines and Peter F. 
Harrington testified this week 
before the Joint Committee on 
Natural Resources in behalf of 
their comprehensive “Bottle 
Bill" (House 41221. 

The legislation, which they 
spent a year researching and 
drafting, would require: A 6 
cent deposit on beer and soft- 
drink containers holding less 
than a quart and a 10 cent 
deposit on larger containers, 
starting next January. 

The bill would also establish a 
standard-container incentive by 
requiring only half the deposit 
on bottles that are reusable by 
all bottlers and on a uni-metal 
can and would ban flip-tops 
beginning Jan7. 1, 1967. 

Appearing in support of 
their bill was Oregon Gov. Tom 
McCall, who testified that "the 
continued use of the 
nonreturnable bottle is 
destroying our environment and 
using up our energy. According 
to national statistics the trend in 
the industry is toward plant 
consolidation, which will result 
in the loss of thousands of jobs.” 


Also appearing in support of 
House 4122 were Vermont At¬ 
torney General Kimberly 
Cheney, and Eileen Claussen of 
the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

In support of the legislation, 
Rep. Harrington said, "Prior to 
the end of World War II all soda 
and beer sold for home con¬ 
sumption was packaged and 
sold in refillable bottles. Each 
bottle made about 25 trios to the 
consumer before it was lost to 
the industry. It was to exploit 
this market that the "Con¬ 
venience” one-way container 
was born.” 

Concerning the economic 
impact of H. 4122, Rep. Pines 
added, “A recent survey taken 
in Newton supports the con¬ 
tention that a return to 
refillable bottles will result In a 
substantial savings to the 
supermarket consumer. Soft 
drinks sold in returnables are 
consistently less expensive than 
those sold in throw-away 
containers. The same consumer 
savings holds true in a survey of 
beer prices 1-1 by purchasing 
returnables one can save 60 
cents to $1 per case." 


In another area of interest, 
Rep. Pines said, "Clearly, the 
refillable bottle is the most 
efficient package energywlse. it 
has been calculated that, 
because of the overwhelming 
shift to returnables in Oregon, 
1,320 billion BTU’s were saved 
during the first year of its 
operation. 

"Assuming that it requires 
120 BTU’s a year to heat an 
average home in the area,” 
Pines continued, "by switching 
to returnables saved enough 
energy to heat all the homes in a 
city with a population of 46,000. 
Extrapolating from these 
findigs and assuming a similar 
increase in the percentage of 
returnables sold, we may an¬ 
ticipate the saving of enough 
energy to heat all the homes in a 
city the size of Newton for one 
full year." 

Harrington added, “It is time 
we recognized that we have 
reached the point at which we 
no longer direct our national 
destiny. We have lost this 
birthright to a mammoth in¬ 
dustrial complex whose only 
interest is profit. In that en¬ 
deavor industry has defiled our 
natural resources and distorted 


our natural sense of priorities. 
With bright and flashy ad¬ 
vertising it seduced us into the 
age of the throw-away." 

In support of their legislation 
Pines and Harrington offered 
the following arguments: 

1. It will effect a substantial 
reduction In the depletion rate 
of our natural resources. 

2. It will diminish our energy 
requirements. 

3. It will provide a safer 
container and thereby lower the 
number of accidental Injuries. 

4. It will release millions of 
dollars for the supermarket 
consumer (the cost of beverage 
in throw-away containers is 15 
percent more than when 
returnable containers are 
used). 

5. It will alleviate a present 
problem in the Commonwealth, 
that is, our inability to cope with 
our solid waste disposal needs. 

6. It will be a major con¬ 
tributing factor in returning our 
picnic areas, our beaches, and 
our roadsides to their unlittered 
state of natural beauty.

to be Implemented In a fashion where we 
see Improvement." 

Fink said that in previous years 
criticism of the language arts program 
came from within the School Department 

"In the late 60’s doing your own thing 
came to mean whatever anyone wanted to 
submit" Fink commented. 

"The guidelines are the result of a 
good deal of effort," Fink added. "The 
guidelines provide a basis for the 
development of materials and 
workshops." 

Mrs. Barbara Golnvert, a mother of 
two children at Meadowbrook Junior High 
School, was critical of the Meadowbrook 
language art program. 

"There is very little emphasis on 
skills," Mrs. Bolin vert said. “Children 
who matriculate to Newton South are ill- 
prepared. Students can get through 
Meadowbrook without taking any hefty 
grammar." 

Henry Atkins, assistant superin¬ 
tendent for program, said that the 
program at Meadowbrook is based on the 
relationships between students and house 
advisors. He added that language arts 
courses do exist at the school. 

Mandell said that in past years there 
have been many complaints from parents 
about students being unable to get into a 
grammar course. 

"The charges that have been made are 
such that warrant more than a fast answer 
at this time," commented Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann. He asked for an investigation of 
the charges. 

District Progam Coordinator J. 
Geoffrey Pierson said that he was “not 
aware of any systematic or repeated 
deficiency that Meadowbrook students 
exhibit in language arts.” 

John Webber expressed concern about 
a "horror curriculum” used in the junior 
high schools. Webber was worried that 


students may spend too much time on this 
curriculum. He was also concerned about 
the lack of options available to students. 

In other action, the School Committee 
voted to adopt changes in cafeteria prices 
recommended by the division of support 
services. The price of homogenized milk 
will be raised from five cents to seven 
cents, while chocolate and coffee milk will 
cost seven cents instead of 12 cents. The 
prices of eight other items were increased. 

Fink asked for guidance from the 
School Committee about supplying text 
books to private school students. 

There is a state law which says that 
"the committee, at the individual request 
of a pupil in a private school which has 
been approved under section one of 
chapter 76, shall lend free of charge to him 
text books which shall be the same as those 
purchased by the committee for use in the 
public schools." 

Mandell noted that this law may be in 
conflict with an amendment to the state 
constitution. School Committee Chairman 
Emeritus Manuel Beckwith advised that 
the School Committee get a ruling on the 
law from the city solicitor. 

The School Committee voted to table 
any action and to get a legal opinion. 

Fink said that he has requests to 
transport students to private schools. He 
added that he has been Informed by City 
Solicitor Howard Levine and an attorney 
from the state Department of Education 
that the city is not mandated by the 
Department of Ed.ucation to transport 
private school students. 

Mandell asked for more details about 
the financial impact of transporting 
private school students. 

The School Committee voted 
unanimously to seek more information. 

Fink said that a study will be con¬ 
ducted to Find the impact of busing Newton 
students to Newton private schools. 


Department One example is the bubble 
top for the Gath Pool, currently being 
carried in the Public Buildings Depart¬ 
ment budget at about $100,000. 

Board of Aldermen President Eliot 
Cohen commented Tuesday that the $3 
million bond issue that was approved by 
the Finance Committee last week may not 
be enough to pay July and August 
teachers' salaries because of the cost-of- 
living escalation since last summer when 
the bonding was authorized.

One woman, asked why she had 
chosen Newton College said: “a woman is 
an individual here, that’s why I chose this 
school.”

Lynch said he thinks that more than 
ever Newton residents need the services of 
Turnabout, since neither the School 
Department nor Multi-Service Center is 
capable of the kind of counseling offered 
by Turnabout 

Several aldermen seemed convinced 
that Turnabout fills a need not met by 
other agencies in the city and were 
favorably disposed toward extending its 
funding. 

In Public Works matters, the Public 
Works Committee voted to recommend 
that $ 180,000 be put in budget reserve for 
repairs and maintenance to the in¬ 
cinerator, which will be kept in operation 
through 1974 and possibly a short while in 
1975. 

Public Works Director Richard 
Dudman suggested that Waltham's trash 
may be added to the incinerator load after 
June, with a resulting income of $360,000. 
If this happens, he said, the incinerator 
must be kept in good repair. 

A report on future solid waste costs 
writtne by Dudman and Issued 10 days ago 
claims that by mothballing the in¬ 
cinerator, as recommended by two con¬ 
sulting firms, instead of upgrading it, the 
city might save between $2.4 and $6.8 
million dollars over a 20-year period, 
under the least favorable conditions. 

James Salter, chief administrative 
officer, has disputed Dudman's 
calculations. 

Somewhere between the two opinions 
lies the fact that the mayor is expected to 
ask for a supplementary budget to cover 
increased costs of solid waste disposal 
after the incinerator is out of operation. 


authorization, which has not been passed 
by the full Board. 

School Superintendent Aaron Fink 
Tuesday seemed to feel that the amount of 
money coming into the city would more 
than offset the deficit, and that the 
problem would be solved shortly. 

The Conference Committee was set up 
by the mayor early this year to gather 
together members of the Board and the 
School Committee to iron out problems 
between the two groups before they reach 
the floor of the Board. 

The meetings are not announced nor 
are they open to the public and the press.

Board President Eliot Cohen declined 
to offer any comment on whether or not in 
his opinion the Conference Committee is in 
fact an advisory committee, but said, "I 
believe that meetings of the Conference 
Committee should fall under the open¬ 
meeting law. I feel the public should 
know.”

Cooking 

NEW YORK (UPI) - If the 
aroma ofbaking bread could be 
bottled, it would probably 
outsell anything perfume mak¬ 
ers can produce. 

But flavor, texture, good 
nutrition and economy are more 
tangible benefits of homebaked 
loaves. 

Economy is a big factor in the 
present boom in home baking, 
says Virginia Schroeder, 
director of consumer services 
for Standard Brands, Inc. Its 
-Fleischmann's division sells 
about 75 per cent of the baking 
yeast used in the United States. 

"If the economy goes down, 
yeast sales go up,” she said in 
an interview. 

Miss Schroder said that sales 
have been increasing each year 
for the past six years. They 
were up 11 per cent in the last 
quarter of 1973 over the same 
period in 1972. 

“Baking has become more of 
a creative thing," Miss Schrod¬ 
er said. “It's being taught more 
frequently in grade school, and 
even in kindergarten. 

“People put everything 
known to man in bread. Wheat 
germ, raisins, nuts. Sometimes 
they write in to say the yeast 
doesn't work. 

"They don’t seem to realize 
that bread baking is based on 
something besides yeast.” 

Miss Schroeder said people 
who try to make bread without 
white flour don't realize it’s 
needed for its gluten content-a 
protein substance that helps 
dough rise. 

“There’s no gluten in rice or 
corn or potato flour and the 
proportion of gluten is low in 
whole wheat flour,” she said. 

"Soy flour is popular, but it 
inhibits the yeast if it’s used in 
too great quantity. A little soy 
flour increases nutrition (by 
increasing protein content).” 

Miss Schroeder had a remind¬ 
er for people who’ve been 
baking for years: 

Don’t worry if the addition of 
water doesn't make yeast foam 
up. A new process used in 
making active dry yeast per¬ 
mits foaming only when sugar 
and flour are mixed with yeast 
and liquid. 

She said most bread failures 
occur because the water used is 
either too hot or too cool, or 
because dough is left in a draft 
“or in too warm a spot for 
raising. It’s also important to 
have all ingredients at room 
temperature or slightly higher. 

The energy crisis should pose 
no problems for bakers, she 
said. Either make several 
loaves at a time, and freeze the 
extras, or bake bread with other 
foods that require the same 
temperature—usually 375 to 
400-degrees for white bread. 

And don’t worry about steam 
from the other foods—it’s 
steam, in fact, that gives 
French bread its crisp, deli¬ 
cious crust 

Book of Breads 

“The Complete Book of 
Breads” by Bernard Clayton, 
Jr. (Simon and Schuster) is the 
most recent in a rapidly 
growing list of cookbooks on the 
subject Minutely detailed di¬ 
rections make it especially good 
for beginners. Clayton’s cheese 
casserole bread is also easy, 
because it needs no kneading. 

In a large bowl, combine 2 
cups of bread or all-purpose 
flour, 3 tablespoons of sugar, 1 
tablespoon of salt and 2 
packages of dry yeast. In a 
saucepan, combine 2 cups of hot 
tap water—120-130 degrees, 1-3 
cup non-fat dry milk and 2 
tablespoons of shortening at 
room temperature. Gradually 
add liquids to dry ingredients 
and beat 150 strokes with a 
wooden spoon or 2 minutes at 
medium speed with electric 
mixer. Scrape bowl occasional¬ 
ly. Add 1W cups grated Cheddar 
cheese, and 1 beaten egg, both 
at room temperature and about 
W cup of flour to make a thick 
batter but not so thick it stops 
the mixer. Beat at high speed 2 
minutes or ISO strokes with the 
spoon. 

With a spoon, stir in about 2 
more cups of flour, or enough to 
make a stiff but manageable 
batter. Cover bowl with plastic 
wrap and put in a warm place 
(90-05 degrees) until batter has 
doubled in volume-about 40 
minutes. Stir down, beat 
vigorously about 30 seconds, 
and turn into greased cas¬ 
seroles of 1 quart or less 
capacity, filling them half full. 
Bake 45 minutes, or until a 
toothpick inserted in the center 
emerges clean, in a preheated 
37Vdegree oven for metal pans 
or 3504egrees for glass or 
ceramic. Turn onto racks and 
cool. Makes enough batter for 
two ( 1 -pound) pans or cas¬ 
seroles.

Question: I was recently given some frozen 
shrimp and would like to make a Remoulade 
to serve as an appetizer. Can you help me? 

Mrs. D. McD., Roslindale 

Answer: With just the right amount of 
spice, here is your: 

SHRIMP REMOULADE 

2 cups mayonnaise 
*4 cup Dijon mustard 
V« cup catchup 

4 teaspoons prepared horseradish 

2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 teaspoon Tabasco pepper sauce 
3 /i cup chopped parsley 
44 cup chopped scallions 

1 cup minced celery 

1 it cup drained capers 

2 pounds cooked cleaned shrimp 

Combine all ingredients except shrimp in 
bowl and chill for several hours. Serve with 
shrimp. Yield: 3% cups sauce; 12 to 16 ap¬ 
petizer servings. 

Do you recall an out-of-this world 
Whipped Cream Strawberry Pie of a while 
back? Well, the creator of that masterpiece 
has just given us a few more of her unusual 
recipes. Here are two of them, from the 
kitchen of Mrs. Gertrude Molllver, Norwood: 

APPLE SQUARES 

Pastry: 

244 cups flour 
44 cup sugar 
44 teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
44 cup Spry shortening 


1 m 

One-third cup fold water 

Sift into bowl: flour, sugar, salt, baking 
powder; add shortening and rub shortening 
into flour mixture with fingers (similar to a 
pie dough method). Into 1 corner, add 1 whole 
egg and mix thoroughly; add cold water 
gradually and squeeze dough to form a bowl. 
Cut in half and roll one-half dough out on 
lightly floured board. Spread onto a greased 
9xl2-inch pan (with sides). 

Apple mixture: 

8 apples, peeled and sliced 
1 cup sugar mixed with 
1 teaspoon cinnamon and 44 tsp. nutmeg 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
Butter or margarine 

Combine sliced apples, sugar mixture and 
pile on pie crust. Sprinkle with lemon juice 
and dot with butter or margarine. Roll out 
remaining half of dough and spread over 
apples; sprinkle top with cinnamon and 
sugar; seal at edges of pan. Bake In 
preheated 400 degree oven for 15 minutes; 
lower heat to 350 degrees and bake for 20 
minutes until top is golden brown. Cut into 
squares when cool. Serve as is or with ice 
cream. Keeps well under refrigeration, also 
freezes nicely. 

LEMON MERINGUE PIE 

1 16-inch pie crust, baked, cooled 
444 tablespoons cornstarch 
44 teaspoon salt 
14i cups sugar 
3 eggs, separated 
14* oranges, pulp and juice 
144 lemons, juice and grated peel 
3 tablespoons spry shortening 
2V« cups tap water 

Combine cornstarch, salt and sugar and 
set aside. Separate eggs. Put yolks in 
saucepan and beat lightly with a fork; add

cornstarch mixture and mix well. Add water, 
orange and lemon juices and rind, and spry 
and cook on medium heat stirring constantly 
until thickened like a custard. Cool. 

Use 2 tablespoons sugar for each egg 
white (for a higher meringue, when egg 
prices go down, add an additional egg white 
for higher meringue); whip egg whites with a 
pinch of cream of tartar and beat until almost 
stiff; gradually add sugar and whip until egg 
whites keep their shape and sugar is com¬ 
pletely dissolved. Pile meringue in center of 
pie and shape pyramid fashion sloping down 
to seal at edges of pie. Make in 325 degree 
oven for 20 minutes, until meringue is golden. 

Question: Do you have a nice recipe for an 
old fashioned Irish Freckle Bread? I've just 
begun baking with yeast and would like to try 
my hand at this recipe to surprise my inlaws. 
Thank you very much.

Answer: What a delightful thought! This 
is an easy recipe you’re sure to enjoy: 

IRISH FRECKLE BREAD 

444 cups unsifted flour 

44 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 pkgs. Active dry yeast 

1 cup potato water (or water) 

44 cup (44 stick) margarine 

2 eggs, at room temperature 

44 cup mashed potatoes (at room 

temp 

1 cup seedless raisins 

In large bowl thoroughly mix U^tups 
flour, sugar, salt and undlasolved aplve dry 
yeast. Combine potato water (oy^Rn water) 
and margarine in saucepamjpat over low 
heat until liquid is warm (mwarine does not 
need to melt) GnAmay add to dry 
ingredients and beat fon minutes at medium 
speed of electric mixer, scraping bowl oc¬ 
casionally. Add eggs, potatoes and 44 cup 


flour, or enough flour to make a thick batter. 
Beat at high speed for 2 minutes, scraping 
bowl occasionally. Stir In raisins and enough 
additional flour to make a soft dough. Turn 
out onto lightly floured board; knead until 
smooth and elastic, about 8-10 minutes. Place 
In greased bowl, turning to grease top. Cover; 
let rise In warm place free from draft, until 
doubled in bulk, about 1 hour and 15 minutes. 
Punch dough down; turn out onto lightly 
floured board. Divide dough into 4 equal 
pieces; shape each piece into a slender loaf, 
about 844 Inches long. Put 2 loaves, side by 
side, in each of 2 greased 844x444 loaf 1 
Cover; let rise In warm place 1 hour. Bake In 
350 degree oven about 35 minutes, or until 
done. Remove from pans and cool on wire 
racks. Note: If plain water is used, rising 
time will be about 1 hour and 45 minutes.

Cook onion in shortening until tender;

Break up jelly 
and add to pickle juice. Bring to boiling. Pour 
over meat balls.

And it's a Happy St. Patrick’s Day we'll be wishing you 
come Sunday. And what a wonderful excuse for a party with 
lots of green decorations to brighten up what seems to be a 
long winter. 

Oh no, you don't have to be Irish to enjoy the fun, sense 
of humor and wholesome food credited to the Land of 
Shamrock. SL Patrick is the patron saint of this colorful 
country even though he was not born in Ireland. Some say 
he was bom in Scotland, England or Wales, while others 
name France as his place of birth. 

Why the shamrock? It is believed that SL Patrick used 
the shamrock to explain the mystery of the Trinity of Three 
Gods in One to his converts. Supposedly this is how the use 
of the shamrock which is customarily worn on SL Patrick’s 
Day originated. 

Ever since the 17th Century when potatoes were 
brought to Ireland from the New World, these hearty 
vegetables have been a mainstay of the Irish diet. As for the 
popular corned beef and cabbage, we've found conflicting 
reports about it being of Irish origin, but no disagreement 
about it being a hearty, downright delicious main dish. 

For dessert, Sunday, you might want to plan for an 
Emerald Isle Treat — easily prepared by drizzling green 
creme de menthe over scoops of vanilla ice cream. 

IRISH STEW 

2 pounds lamb shoulder meat cut in 1-inch cubes 
44 pound sliced bacon cut in 1-inch pieces 
6 large potatoes, cubed 
8 small onions, sliced 
6 carrots, thinly sliced 
2 teaspoons salt 
44 teaspoon pepper 
44 teaspoon thyme 


44 teaspoon rosemary 
1 cup cold water 

Combine all ingedients in a large heavy pot or 
casserole. Cover tightly and simmer over low heat 144 
hours, or until meat is tender and potatoes and carrots are 
soft. Serves 6. 

CORNED BEEF AND CABBAGE 
3 to 4 pounds corned beef 
Cold water 

1 bay leaf 

2 cloves garlic 

6 potatoes, pared and cut 
6 carrots, pared and cut 
1 turnip, pared and cut 
1 two pound cabbage cut in eighths 

Wash corned beef and place in large kettle. Cover meat 
with cold water, bring to a boil and remove scum. Throw off 
water and cover meat again with cold water; bring to a boil 
and lower heat to simmer. Simmer for 3 hours or until 
tender. 45 minutes before completion of cooking, skim off 
fat and add cut up potatoes, carrots and turnip. Cover and 
cook 20 minutes.

Bell has always been in¬ 
terested in giving help to young 
stamp enthusiasts who enjoy 
doing something of an original 
nature.

Q. Although we’re still legally 
married, my spouse and I 
haven’t lived together in seven 
years. I’m supporting our two 
children, both of whom live 
with me. Must I still file as a 
married person filing 
separately? 

A. No, you have two options In 
this case. If you want to you 
may file a Joint return with your 
spouse. Otherwise, since you 
live apart all year and you 
provided the home for at least 
one dependent child who lived 
with you, you may file using tax 
rates for Unmarried Heads of 
Household. 

Q. I’ve Just realized the legal 
implications of signing a Joint 
return and would like to change 
my part of last year’s Joint 
return to a separate one. What 
can I do? 

A. Nothing. After the due date 
for a tax return you may not 
choose to change from Joint to 
separate returns. 

Q. Who can use the tax rates 
for Unmarried Heads of 
Household? 

A. Besides those married 
persons living apart mentioned 
earlier, people who meet the 
following requirement may use 
these special rates: 

1) you must be unmarried on 
the last day of the tax year; 

2) you must contribute over 
half the cost of maintaining a 
household; and 

3; your household must be the 
principal residence for at least 
one dependent maintaining a 
home for your dependent parent 
for the year. 

Q. What items are considered 
in figuring the cost of main¬ 
taining a household? 

A. You should include rents, 
mortgage, interest, taxes, in¬ 
surance on the dwelling and 
premises, repairs and main¬ 
tenance, utilities, food and 
domestic help. 

Q. Respiratory complications 
caused our baby’s death within 
an hour after she was born. Is It 
all right to claim an exemption 
for her? 

A. Yes, as long as she was 
born live you are entitled to 
„ claim her. No exemption is 
“allowed for stillborn children. 
Q. My husband would have 
turned 65 In May but died in 
February. I’m 67. How many 
exemptions am I entitled to 
claim on this last Joint return? 

A. You may claim two 
exemptions for yourself and 
only one for your deceased 
husband since he was not yet 65 
when he died. 

Q. My aunt depended on me 
for years. I know I could claim 
her exemption because I was 
audited about it six years ago 
and, if anything, my part of her 
support has increased. My 
question is this, since she died 
on January 14, it doesn’t seem 
right for me to get a whole |750 
exemption for her. Is this really 
the right thing to do? 

A. Yes, as long as the 
dependency tests were met for 
the part of the year a dependent 
lived, you may claim the full 
1750 exemption. 

Q. My husband, age 71, lives 
in Milan. He has no U. 8. income 
and lives off his family’s Italian 
fortune. May I claim an 
exemption for him? 

A. You are entitled to claim 
two exemptions for him, one 
regular and one for being 65 or 
over. 

Q. How does one decide which 
of two divorced parents gets to 
claim their children's exemp¬ 
tion? 

A. Normally the presumption 
is that the parent having 
custody should claim them. 
However, if the non-custodial 
parent provides $1,200 or more 
for the child or children's 
support then the presumption 
shifts in his favor unless the 
custodial parent can prove he 
provides more than half of each 
child's total support for the 
year. If the non-custodial parent 
contributes at least 1600 and a 
decree or separate main¬ 
tenance agreement states that 
he may claim the child or 
children the above presumption 
shift also applies. 

Q. I kaow I’ll have to pay lax 
on my pension from now on. 

How can I avoid having to make 

a large payment either 
periodically or at the end of the 
year? 

A. As long as you wish to have 
at least |5 per month withheld, 
you may request the payer of 
the pension to withold taxes Just 
as if you were a salaried em¬ 
ployee. You could otherwise 
decide to file a 1040ES and make 
quarterly estimated tax 
payments.

dergarten since this is his first 
experience of separation from 
the protective environment of 
the home and is entering into 
new and larger relationships 
with his peers and teacher.

Complaints to Post Office 
on smut mail down in 73 


The number of complaints 
about unsolicited sexually 
oriented material sent through 
the malls is on the decline, the 
Poets! Service aaid todayv 
Such complaints from postal 
customers totaled about 40,000 
for the year ended last June 30. 
This was 38.4 per cent fewer 


than the 73,000 received the 
previous year. 

George C. Davis, assistant 
general counsel in charge of the 
Postal Service's Consumer 
Protection Office, says laws 
aimed at unsolicited sexually 
oriented advertising have made 
the problem less acute. 


According to Davis, there are 
two legal methods by which 
postal customers may prevent 
the delivery of objectionable 
mail to their residences. 

“First, those who have 
received unsolicited material 
considered to be offensive may 
submit a request to their local 


postmaster which directs a 
particular mailer to refrain 
from sending any additional 
mail to the postal customer. 

"Or," Davis said, "persons 
who do not desire to receive any 
such material may have their 
( names and addresses placed on 
an official list maintained by 
i the Postal Service. No one may 
mail any sexually oriented 
advertisement to any individual 
who8e name and address have 
appeared on the list for more 
than 30 days." 

The list is available for a fee 


to mailers of sexually o^ented 
material. More than 73^000 
names have been added to\e 
list since implementation of 
Sexually Oriented Advertisin 
Statute in February 1971. 

Davis noted that successful 
application of these remedies 
depends on postal customers 
who receive such material and 
advise local postal officials. 
Cooperation in this manner 
permits the Postal Inspection 
Service to investigate and 
obtain evidence to prosecute 
offenders. 

During 1973, investigations 
conducted by postal inspectors 
resulted in the conviction of five 
corporations and 22 individuals. 
Fifteen court orders directing 
compliance with Postal Service 
prohibitory orders were issued 
against specified mailers of 
sexually oriented ad¬ 
vertisements.

Chess Chatter

We chess players of USCF Region One can be very 
thankful that the New England chess scene is composed of 
the very best in the two difficult areas of chess—playing 
and organizing. 

I<ocally, Newton players such as tarry Eldridge, who 
writes chess pieces for the "Christian Science Monitor” and 
the "Maine Sunday Telegram," and junior high players 
such as Michael Moy and Danny Shiman have earned 
distinction for both chess Journalism and actual chess 
playing. Nationally, Norman Weinstein of nearby Allston is 
gaining international invitations leading to the title of 
‘International Master,’ and as such is giving New England 
recognition worldwide. 

However, this region also has the talents of the relen¬ 
tless Steven Dann of Worcester, who is a USCF regional 
vice-president, Massachusetts State Chess Association 
membership secretary (he also was president a few years 
back), CONE (Chess Organizers of New England) 
president, etc. etc. etc. A very impressive list. 


Steve travels around the state promoting chess tour¬ 
naments, simultaneous exhibitions (rumors are he will do 
one at North High this year), and other chess organizer 
activities. Perhaps the reader will remember the 1973 
Newton Novice Tournament in December... which brings 
us to the 1974 Newton Scholastic Novice tournament being 
held again at the Newton YMCA on Church Street in April. 

Tow sections for junior high and elementary school age 
children will be held under the time-proven system of four 
games in a non-knock out type tournament. Play starts 
about 10 a.m. on April 6, and will be continued until the four 
games are finished about 3 p.m., although both times are 
very shaky and subject ot change. This tournament is 
primarily for beginners, and the low entry fee is only $2 by 
mail, plus a fl year’s membership in the state chess 
association. 

For USCF tournament players, a rated section will be 
held for both 1500 and below and a separate division for 
1500-1700 players. Details for those tournament will be in 
’Chess life and Review’. 

Details and entry forms for both the elementary and 
rated tournaments can be had by writing to Steve Dann, 97 
Granite St, Worcester, Massachusetts 01604. For players 
wishing to enter at the door, a $1 late fee is added to the 
usual tournament admission fee.

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Chestnut St. tree 
controversy 
spreading 

An “operational mixup" about the removal of a tree in 
front of 239 Chestnut St.resulted in the arrest of one West 
Newton man and the confiscation of a gun from another last 
week. 

Arthur Obermayer, 42, was charged by police with 
assault and battery with a dangerous weapon (a trade) and 
using a motor vehicle without authority. His case was 
continued to March 26. No plea was entered. 

A statement from a Forestry Department foreman 
alleges Obermayer came out of his house and ordered the 
foreman to stop removal work on the tree, which has been 
declared diseased and has been recommended for removal 
for safety reasons by four studies. 

The foreman said he explained that he was under or¬ 
ders from the forestry superintendent to remove the tree. 

"Mr. Obermayer then went back into his house. About 
five minutes later, he returned,” the statement alleges. 
"While Gene Machain was up in the sky-worker bucket, this 
same man jumped into Sky Worker No. 8 and threw the 
track into reverse; the outriggers were down." 

"Consequently," the statement continued, “Gene 
Machain hurt his back.” 

"Then another man appeared on the scene, name 
unknown, with a revolver and stood there with his hand on 
the gun and ordered us to stop removing said tree. 

"Shortly thereafter, the Newton police appeared on the 
scene. They entered the home at 239 Chestnut St. and 
removed the man who had the revolver. Upon orders from 
the street commissioner we stopped the removal of this 
tree.” 

According to police, the gun was seized but no charges 
have been brought against the gun’s owner, who is licensed 
to carry a gun. 

Obermayer was released from Newton District Court 
on personal recognizance when his case was continued. 

Public Works Director Richard Dudman said this week 
that the operational mixup occurred when Forestry 
Department personnel arrived at the scene a day earlier 
than scheduled. 

Dudman had written Obermayer about the tree earlier 
in the week and had expected to discuss the tree with him 
last Thursday.

Panel discusses house plans

The Newton School Committee heard a 
discussion of the house systems at the high schools 
this week at a special meeting. 

There are presently six houses at Newton 
North High School and three at Newton South. 
Several definitions were offered of what a house is, 
buut .t was repeatedly emphasized that a house is 
intended to be a mini-structure which gives 
students “a sense of belonging" to part of a school. 

The School Committee flanked a seven-person 
panel composed of administrators, students and a 
teacher. , 


Harold M. Hawkes, housemaster of Newton 
South's Cutler House, said that the house system 
provides a better opportunity for close relation¬ 
ships than what existed before it began. 

Hawkes noted that there are several factors 
which weaken the house system at Newton South. 
“A proliferation of course offerings takes students 
out of their houses,” Hawkes said. 

He added that a student union at Newton South 
had caused the elimination of house councils. The 
union, which exists for the whole school, has 
destroyed interest in “special house nights" and 
intramurals, according to Hawkes. 

There has been an attempt at Newton South to 
have students take courses within their own house.

Andrea Brown, a South student, said that this 
limits the number of courses a student can take. 

Ms. Brown noted that many students do find 
the house plan very effective. "It helps a student to 
identify as a member of a community," she said. 

Michael Silton, a student at Newton North, 
suggested that it would be best if most or all 
sophomores had classes in their own house. Silton 
felt that vandalism at Newton North is a symptom 
of students feelings anonymity. To combat this, he 
asked for a strengthening of the house system. 

Richard M. Adams, housemaster of Newton 
North's Beals House, said the house system" gives 
us an opportunity for humaneness we would not 
have without the house plan.” 

Adams commented that the house plan at¬ 
tempts to answer anonymity while open campus is 
a response to feelings that there was too much 
regimentation at Newton High School. 

"We are aware that there is a group for which 
open campus is not appropriate,” Adams said. 
"Students have been taken off open campus for 
cutting classes." 

Adams said that in Beals House there is an 
emphasis on having sophomores feel part of the 
house, having Juniors feel part of school, and 
having seniors relate to the community. 

Adams remarked that three "pillars" of 
Newton North are the house plan, strong depart¬ 
ments and open campus. 

Peter G. Richter, head of the science depart¬ 
ment at Newton South, suggested that it might be 
desirable to ha ve each house at South contain all of 
the members of one class. Presently, the houses 
contain students from all three classes.

'No crisis' yet 
for schools

If funds to cover teacher's pay in June are 
not made available by April 1, the School 
Committee will cut off adult education, 
community schools, athletic programs and 
instructional materials in order to meet its 
payroll, the chairwoman said this week. 

Declaring that this situation "is by no 
means a crisis,” School Committee Chair¬ 
woman Eleanor Rosenblum said in a written 
statement : "Our first obligation will be to pay 
the salaries of our professional staff.” 

A shortage of 3649,000 exists now. 

At a high-level meeting of city and school 
administrations behind closed doors last 
week, the implications of the (649,000 deficit 
were studied, with the results that the city can 
wait until April 1, for expected state reim¬ 
bursements. 

Beyond that date, it is unclear what 
courses the city can take to raise the needed 
money. Even though the city’s surplus ac¬ 
count may by April 1 contain more than the 
needed amount, not all may be transferred to 
school accounts. 

Any transfer from surplus must be ap¬ 
proved by the Board of Aldermen. 

The finaccial problem has its roots in 
early 1973 in the deliberate omission from the 
1973-74 school budget of estimated salary 
increases to be negotiated later in 1973. 

The reason for this omission was said at 
the time to be a wish not to reveal to the 
teacher's bargaining agent what the School 
Committee was willing to give in increases. 

Mrs. Rosenblum’s statement said, "It 
was anticipated from the very beginning that 
additional sums would be needed for salary 
adjustments resulting from negotiations with 
employee groups." 

"This information was stated publicly on 
several occasions,” the statement read, and 
went on to mention two School Committee 
budget meetings in February, 1973, at which 
School Superintendent Aaron Fink had said 
that the budget did not reflect negotiated 
salary increases. 

The information was also conveyed by 
letter to Board of Aldermen President Eliot 
Cohen and to Aid. Sidney Small, Finance 
Committee chairman, the statement said. 


NRA hears 
plans for 
relocation 


The Newton Redevelopment Authority 
(NRA) heard plans last week for relocating 
businesses in Newton Lower Falls which are 
scheduled for demolition. 

The businesses discussed were Mary’s 
Cafe, The Shed, Loumos Lee Television and 
Air Conditioning, and the Blue Lady Antique 
Shop. 

Consultants Imre Halasz and Charles 
Downes presented four plans for relocating 
either three or four of the businesses. Two of 
the plans would put all four businesses at the 
easterly end of federal "parcel A" along 
Washington Street; the other two would place 
three of the businesses at the westerly end of 
the parcel. 

Mary's Cafe cannot be relocated at the 
westerly end because of the site's proximity 
to a nearby church. 

NRA Executive Director Gerald Early 
said that all four businesses have shown lm 
terest in building a new building. 

"We are going to try to give them an 
option to stay in business," Early stated. 
NRA—see page $ 


Fink is also reported in the statement to 
have said at a School Committee meeting on 
July 30 that he had told Mayor Theodore 
Mann that “no assurance had been given by 
the School Committee that the Committee 
would not have to go back to the city for funds 
necessary to pay for increment for the 
teachers . . ." The July 30 meeting was in 
executive (closed) session. 

However, at the time the tax rate was 
being set, Comptroller Arthur Marr had 
already warned the School Committee that 
they should ask for a supplementary budget 
to cover the teachers' salary negotiations, 
and says that he was reassured that the 
School Department would have sufficient 
funds. 

Supplementary budgets can be submitted 
only up to the time the tax rate is set. 

Notes from an August 6 meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen on the amount of surplus 
to be used to offset the tax rate contain the 
following: 

Richard Bullwlnkle: I find it strange that 
the School Committee had |1 million loose; 
Vienneau said they did not have a loose 
million (School Department budget director 
HarryVienneau). 

(Bullwinkle went on at great length and in 
great detail to point out that the proposed $1.9 
million to be taken from surplus was too 
much, and countered with $750,000.) 

Arthur Marr: (of Bullwinkle's presen¬ 
tation) Bullwinkle with few exceptions is 
pretty factual. The mayor asked me today 
how much to take out of surplus. My big 
problem is the School Department. Some 
members of the School Department say they 
can absorb the teachers' increase. 

Finance Chairman Sidney Small: (later) 
You did speak to the School Committee and 
they said they expect to handle the salary 
increase? 

Marr: Yes. 

Ernest Dietz: Can we borrow money if we 
run out? 

Marr: We can only borrow for health and 
safety. 

The result of the long and sometimes 
acrimonious debate was a vote to take $ 1.6 
million out of surplus to be applied toward the 
tax rate, over the strong objections of 
Bullwinkle, Peter Harrington and others. 

Politics were of prime consideration last 
August, since the mayor was running for 
reelection. 

Supporters of the mayor's opponent in the 
election last November opposed the mayor’s 
taking such a large amount out of surplus and 
accused him of doing so to lower the tax rate 
to help his reelection, and in turn were ac¬ 
cused of not wanting to let him cut taxes at all 
in the hope that the higher tax rate would 
mean his defeat. 

Mann's opponent, William Carmen, 
issued a press release Aug. 6, predicting that 
the city would be in financial trouble if the tax 
rate were decreased "with a record amount 
of money from the city treasury,"

Police meet with citizens 


It may not be as easy as it 
once was to buy city-owned 
land, if a resolution submitted 
by the League of Women Voters 
becomes law. 

The proposal to regulate sale 
of city-owned land has been 
approved by the aldermanlc 
Finance Committee and sent to 
the Legislation & Rules Com¬ 
mittee to be made into an or¬ 
dinance. 

Procedures until now have 
allowed offers to be made, 
reviewed by the Finance 
Committee, and voted on by the 
Board of Aldermen without 
regard for the used to which the 
land will be put except those 
dictated by zoning laws. 

Emphasis in the new process 
will be on public notification of 
offers to buy. 

When an offer is received, it 
will be docketed by the Clerk of 
the Board, who will make 
written inquiries of vaious city 
departments as to the city's 
needs for an interest in the land. 

The Planning Department 
will make a recommendation on 
the basis of the needs of all 
departments, commissions and 
authorities.' 


The Board of Aldermen shall 
hold the item at least 60 days 
and no more than one year to 
allow receommendations from 
the Planning Department to be 
made and to receive written 
answers from the various city 
departments about whether the 
land is available for sale and not 
needed. 

The appropriate committee of 
the Board dealing with matters 
of city planning shall then make 
recommendations on whether 
the land should be sold and on 
appropriate uses for the land. 

If the Board of Aldermen 
decides the land should be sold, 
the petition offering to buy shall 
be referred to the aldermanlc 
committee dealing with matters 
of finance and advertised for 
apublic hearing on the possible 
sale and appropriate uses for 
the land. l£gal abutters shall be 
notified of the public hearing. 

The financial committee of 
the Board shall subsequently 
recommend a minimum price 
and one or more preferred uses 
of the land for final approval by 
the Board of Aldermen and the 
mayor.

Outdoor Center in Canton.

Also going out to tap the trees 
were the mothers of some of the

rows of sturdy maples-known 
to backwoodsmen as “the 
sugarbush,” to the center’s 200 - 
gallon outdoor evaporator, 
where the children watched the 
sap boiled down into fresh 
maple syrup which they all got 
to taste. 

The Ponkapoag Outdoor 
Center in the Blue Hills 
Reservation has been granted 


special permission to tap the 
trees for educational and 
recreational urposes. 

March is known as the month 
of the "Maple Moon,” and all 
this month (as long as the sap 
keeps running) the center is 
sponsoring three-day 
residential "Maple Sugaring 
Weekends" for families, 
groups, and indivduals. 


Chief William F. Quinn of the

Also, 
Ex.lorer Scouts Glen Harris and 
Mark Spiegel marked bicycles. 
At Aubumdale, Weston Safety 
Officer James McShane Joined 
the team to interview Weston 
residents. 


Acceptance of the program by 
the shopping public has been 
warm, encouraging and 
cooperative, and at locations 
where Mayor Theodore Mann 
and Quinn Joined the team, both 
had lines of citizens wanting to 
discuss problems or offer 
assistance. 

According to Quinn, “The 
reception and enthusiasm 
shown by the public for our 
partnership theme waa 
gratifying and surprising. We 
had thought, that in view of the 
recent F.B.I. reports on the 
national crime picture, that we 
would be receiving complaints 
about crime, or fear of crime. 
Instead most citizens expressed 
confidence and pleasure in our 
programs and were most 
anxious to participate. 

“They expressed a desire to 
share the problem and become 
part of a prevention team. 
Many stated that until they had 
a chance to talk with our people, 
face to face, they didn’t realize 
Crime Prevention could be 
successful partnership effort. 
We told them we want and need 
their eyes and we will do the 
rest,” Quinn said. 

“Many of the younger 
citizens had never met an of¬ 
ficer personally, and many 
women hadn’t realized the 
proper way to carry a handbag 


or pocketbook until our 
policewomen demonstrated the 
better and safer ways.” 

The chief continued, “At one 
location, the presence of our 
officers lent great peace of 
mind to the mother of an 
inquisitive five year old boy who 
had managed to get his hand 
caught in a grocery conveyor, 
when Officer John Kiley 
stopped the conveyor and 
released the trapped hand. 
While this was going on Cadet 
Ronald Shorton called 911 for 
ambulance service, and within 
four minutes the boy and his 
mother were on their way to 
Newton-Wellesley, where he 
was seen to, and released. 

“This story had a double 
happy ending; the inquisitive 
boy found out how conveyors 
worked and was not injured, 
and Cadet Shorton, who had 
called 911 from a pay phone, 
had his dim returned, showing 
that our 911 system works even 
on a pay phone.” 

The Chief said, "The only 
negative echo is one with a 
positive bang. We have to 
apologize to our people in¬ 
terested in Operation Iden¬ 
tification. So many Joined that 
we have a waiting list of over 
500 for our equipment and we 
estimate a three to four week 
wait for an engraver.”

Developer appeals zoning law 



A developer four times denied 
a zone change and permissive 
use has petitioned the Zoning 
Board of Appeals for variances 
under Chapter 774, the “anti¬ 
snob zoning" law. 

The firm of John R. Mclsaac 
will ask the ZBA for a com¬ 
prehensive permit to build 140 
units of housing on the 10-acre 
Staniford Street tract, 
Aubumdale, at a hearing next 
Tuesday night. 

The variances requested 
include a zone change from 
Residence C to Residence D 
district, a reduction of the 
required 25-foot frontage per 
attached dwelling, a variance 
from the required one and one- 
half parking spaces per unit, 
and a waiver of site-plan ap¬ 
proval by the Board of Aider- 
men. 

The land is being actively 
sought by the Conservation 
Commission for inclusion in the 


top-priority land acquisition 
proposal of the 1974-75 capital 
improvement program. 

The land lies partially within 
a floodplain and abuts 
Aubumdale Park, linking a 
series of open spaces from West 
Newton to Aubumdale. 

The petition for a com¬ 
prehensive permit proposes 32 
townhouses and 106 garden 
apartments, all as defined 
under the zoning ordinances. 

The housing will be for low 
and moderate income persons. 
The low income units, 35 of the 
140 total, would be administered 
by the Newton Housing 
Authority under its leased 
housing program at rentals 
prescribed by state law. 

The 105 moderate income 
units would rent at rates 
determined by the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency, which 
Lawrence Shubow, lawyer for 


the developer, said are "con¬ 
siderably below market value.” 

The proposed housing will be 
built in a total of eight buildings. 
Some of the parking and 
roadways will be within the 
floodplain, the petition asserts, 
and some trees will be removed. 

According to the plan, the 
buildings will cover 12 per cent 
of the land, roads and parking 
21 per cent, and 67 per cent will 
remain open. 

Four alternatives presented 
in the petition include a single¬ 
lot subdivision and a lower- 
density condominium. 

A 100-unit development was 
recommended for denial by the 
Planning Department in 1973 
because of incompatibility with 
the surrounding neighborhood, 
traffic-access difficulty, and 
problems with flood plain 
compensation, among other 
reasons cited. 


Property tax relief, utility 
rebates, free recreational op¬ 
portunities, and absentee voting 
privileges are among the 
elderly-benefits legislation 
spoasorod by Sen. Irving Fish¬ 
man (D-Newton). 

At recent hearings in the 
Massachusetts Senate, Fish¬ 
man testified on behalf of his 
bill, S. 1331, which would extend 
the tax exemption from real 
estate taxes for certain elderly 
persons. 

Under the current law only 
those grossing $6,000 per year 
are eligible for the exemption. 
Under Fishman's bill federal 
social security benefits would 
not be counted as part of a 
person’s gross income for 
'purposes of computing the tax 
exemption. Thus, many elderly 
property owners with marginal 
incomes would not have to pay 


real estate taxes. 

Fishman also testified on 
behalf of his bill to grant 
rebates of at least 35 per cent of 
the basic gas, electric and 
telephone charges to consumers 
over age 65 who have a gross 
annual individual income not 
over |5,000 or a joint income of 
less than <7,500. 

In related matters, Fishman 
is sponsoring legislation to 
provide free admission to state- 
operated recreational facilities 
for those over 60 years old, and 
free course-auditing 
educational privileges at any 
state college or university for 
those over 65. 

Fishman's bill to provide that 
all registered voters over the 
age of 70 may vote by absentee 
ballot will be heard before the 
committee on Election Laws on 
March 25 at the State House.

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Reporter spends day with mayor

Who is the lowest paid psychiatrist in the United 
States? 

According to Ted Mann, Ted Mann is. 

"I practice mass psychotherapy," explains Mann, now 
in his third year as Mayor of the city of Newton. He leans 
over the cluttered mahogany desk in his spacious City Hall 
office, puffing on a big, thick cigar, in spite of the fact that 
he's got a bad cough. 

He sees himself as a sort of counselor, an advisor, a 
doctor with a very large practice. 

"I put in seven days, seven nights a week," he says, "I 
am always on call-my phone number is in the book, and as 
you can see, my door is always open. I have a policy which 
makes me accessible to people. Any citizen can call me, and 
I respond. That’s what government is all about.” 

Those aren’t Just a bunch of words coming from a 
Mayor trying to get good copy out of a student reporter 
there to find out just what goes on during the course of a 
mayor's day. He speaks the truth. Observing-or as he 
might put it, analyzing-Theodore Mann at work for a day, 
one is impressed by his accessibility, his availability. 

He does have an "open-door,” "open phone" policy. 

This particular day, a Friday, is not, according to those 
working in the Mayor’s office, a terribly busy one, but from 
the time he steps into his office shortly after 9 a.m., Mayor 
Mann is busy taking telephone calls (his wife, in fact, needs 
a special phone line to be sure of getting through to her 
husband), meeting with unexpected visitors, at the same 
time keeping up with the daily appointments schedule. 

Whether it’s an elderly woman who was threatened 
with imprisonment for not paying a bill, or a citizen with a 
dry cleaning problem, or a state representative seeking 
support for a piece of legislation he’s filing (all three of 
whom did not have appointments), Mayor Mann is there, 
willing to offer help, counsel and advice. 

Earlier in the morning, this day, the Mayor meets with 
Don Levitan, director of inter-governmental relations at 
City Hall They briefly discuss a Spaulding School tran¬ 
sportation problem. Levitan will return later in the day 
about an issue involving the MBTA. 

A representative of the city's neighborhood Youth 
Corps comes in to ha ve a private chat with the Mayor. 

Larry Muther, of the Newton Taxpayers Association, 
has an appointment, and he and Mann go over some tax 
points. Muther will later report back to the association 
concerning the meeting. 

All the while, the Mayor is cordial, and he’s informed. 
And when he’s unsure of an answer, he’ll ask questions; 
when he’s confused he'll quickly consult someone who does 
know the answers. 

The major question confronting the mayor and his staff 
on this day centered not around NCDF, nor around 
reorganization, nor around the city's budget, but around a 
tree. 

Shortly before the mayor arrived at work in the mor¬ 
ning, his administrative aide, Chuck Miller, received a 
phone call from a Newton citizen complaining that a tree 
was being cut down in front of his home, without ex¬ 
planation or apparent reason. 

As soon as the Mayor arrived, he was confronted with 
the tree dilemma, and began to take action. He telephoned 
the man who complained, but spoke instead to the man's 
wife, since her husband had since left for work. At the same 
time, he called in Reese Boynton of the city’s Forestry 
Department, who had begun to remove the tree; Richard 
Dudman, the Director of Public Works (who subsequently 
went out to speak to the woman personally), Ed Bolduc, the 
street commissioner; and Miller. 

The woman contended that the tree was alive, that a 
hearing was necessary to remove the tree, and that no one 
had been informed it was being removed. Boynton, 
however, said that he had determined the tree was dead, 
and should thus be removed, since it constituted a public 
safety hazard. 


Throughout his telephone conversation with the 
woman, and throughout the rest of the day (the "tree 
crisis" would weave itself in and out during the full course 
of the day), the Mayor emphasized his own concern for "the 
public safety." 

In discussing the tree, the Mayor, interestingly enough, 
made heavy use of medical terms and analogies. 

“If a doctor detects a cancer," he would say, "there 
must be some sort of treatment," or, "If we make a 
diagnosis, we may find that surgery is necessary." 

The woman, however, didn't seem to understand (site 
had, as a matter of fact, already complained to an aider- 
man and a state representative candidate), and the Mayor 
seemed to be getting irritated. But he kept his poise. 

To check on the "health" of the tree - to find out 
whether it was dead or alive-the Mayor directed that a 
piece of the tree be sent over to a firm in Waltham to be 
examined. The firm later that day concluded the tree was, 
in fact, dead. Another expert, however, hired by the 
complements, contended the tree was alive. So as of now, 
the tree still stands. 

This incident, though not one of monumental im¬ 
portance, is a significant one. It clearly shows how a 
government can and does respond to a crisis, to a complaint 
by an ordinary citizen. As the result of one telephone call, 
action was taken. And though it seems clear that there was 
a bit of confusion on the. part of City Hall as to the 
procedure involved in cutting down trees (particularly dead 
ones), it’s encouraging to see that action was tkane, and 
taken with speed and concern. It was also encouraging to 
see the Mayor himself take such an active role in the whole 
procedure. 

It's time for lunch and the student reporter expects to 
see the Mayor eat something lavish, something expensive. 
He's wrong. The Mayor orders fish sticks from the local 
Kentucky Fried Chicken restaurant. While eating, he chats 
with Chuck Miller, Jane Pitt of the Dept of Human 
Resources, as well as someone from the forestry depart¬ 
ment about the controversial tree. 

Lunch is over, and the day’s guests are slowing down, 
the calls are easing up. Rep. Paul Guzzi, now a secretary of 
state candidate, pays a social call. 

As Guzzi enters the Mayor is busy reading over some 
notes and papers ("I think being a Mayor," says Guzzi, "is 
like being a teacher who has a lot of papers to correct.’’). 

As a Mayor of a suburban community, Mann must keep 
open the lines of communication with the state government. 
At one point during the day, he gets on the phone, and calls 
A1 Kramer in the governor's office. They discuss the energy 
situation. "I’ve got to keep my finger on the in¬ 
terrelationships between the county and the city,” he says, 
as he hangs up the phone still puffing away on one of his 
cigars. "I’ve been in the state legislature. I know who to 
call, I know where to go looking for solutions to problem- 
s...It's a good thing when you can call the governor’s office 
and you’re received." 

He sits back, and picks up a copy of a local school 
newspaper which contains an interview with him. "The kid 
did a good job," he says, and proceeds to dictate a message 
of thanks to the student 

Others filter In and out, and by 5:30 the work day is 
coming to an end. 

But though City Hall is closing up, Mayor Mann is still 
"on calL" Later that evening, he has to speak at Temple 
Shalom, as well as visit some patients at the Newton- 
Wellesley. 

Undoubtedly, he'll be busy over the weekend, taking 
calls, seeing visitors. Hopefully, thogh, he won’t have to 
make any "house calls." 

As he’s getting his coat on, he recalls the elderly woman 
who had been threatened with imprisonment. 

“When she came in," he says, "she was shaking, she 
was scared. When she left, she was more calm, she was 
more at ease. You know why?" 

He paused, and looked at the student reporter. 

“Mass psychotherapy.”

use of safety belts. The U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
estimates that deaths could be 
reduced by 10,000 lives per year, 
and many times that number in 
injuried could be mitigated or 
averted altogether if all states 
adopted this legislation, Pines 
said. 

The result, Pines said, would 
be less demand for hospital, 
medical, police and legal ser¬ 
vices, and reduced auto and 
health insurance premium. 

Pines’ bill would require a 
fine of $25-100 if a driver were 
found not using his lap and 
shoulder belts. “Enforcement 
of this law will, of course, be 
difficult," Pines commented, 
"but many good laws in 
highway safety and other areas 
are difficult to enforce." 

The bill requiring fire 
detection devices in all 
buildings used as dwellings, co¬ 
sponsored by Pines and Sen. 
Michael LoPresti of Boston, 


was supported by Fire Com¬ 
missioner James H. Kelly of 
Boston and the Associated 
Firefighters of Massachusetts. 

The devices called for in the 
bill would "act as early warning 
fire alarm systems, by 
registering the presence of 
smoke or other products of 
combustion and responding 
with an audible signal,” Pines 
explained. 

House Bill 1126, which would 
increase the cigarette excise 
tax by four cents, was heard by 
the Taxation Committee. 

The bill would generate ap¬ 
proximately $28 million in new 
revenue, half of which would be 
used for special education 
required by Chapter 766 and 
half for mass transit. Pines 
said. 

"We must address the 
problem of reimbursing cities 
and towns for the excess per- 
pupil costs of educating special- 
needs children," Pines said.

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Editorials 

Act or advise? 

Another of the mayor's advisory com¬ 
mittees, Consumer Affairs, is coming out 
of the closet. 

Since its establishment sometime in 1 
1972, its active membership has dropped so 
drastically that it wasn't even crowded. 

This week's meeting dealt with the 
question that plagues many of the advisory 
committees — “What can we do?” 

The charge to the committee from the 
Mayor Theodore Mann tells it to “advise 
me on issues of concern,” “assist me in 
initiating and directing programs which 
would provide assistance to the public,” 
and “help me educate the community" in 
field of consumerism. 

At least one other advisory committee 
has grown restive under such vague direc¬ 
tions. The Transportation Advisory Com¬ 
mittee has many times expressed a desire 
to deal directly with a problem, feeling 
that the mayor often does not have the time 
or the inclination to pursue its advice. 

The Advisory Committee on Consumer 
Affairs, now chaired by Rev. Robert 
McEwen of Boston College, has apparently 
recently been infused with new blood and is 
trying again. 

McEwen, early in the meeting, 
recognized the relatively powerless nature 
of the committee and spoke in favor of 
what once had been a priority of the 
committee — the establishment of a con¬ 
sumer affairs commission. 

Noting that the commission was no 
longer on the agenda, he said, “There’s a 
lot of difference between reporting to the 
public and reporting to the mayor.” 

McEwen expressed disappointment 
that the mayor did not make a consumer 
affairs commission part of his election 
platform. “I could have gone around to the 
back door and gotten an alderman to draft 
it and propose it, but the mayor should do 
! it.” 

Several members felt that the com¬ 
mittee has been so unproductive that a 
commission would serve no purpose. The 
consensus was to wait until the committee 
can produce results before pressing for the 
establishment of a more powerful body, 
and McEwen reluctantly agreed. 

Turning to ideas that could be put into 
action quickly,. a new member, Bruce 
Taylor, suggested a consumer column for 
the local papers. 

Another suggestion was to improve the 
publicity about the committee, since 
almost nobody in the city seems to know of 
its existence. 

Referral of consumer complaints to 
the appropriate city agency was a service 
several members thought the committee 
could handle, once the mechanisms were 
figured out. 

A “war on waste" was a suggestion of 
McEwen's, which would not only tell con¬ 
sumers how to avoid waste of all kinds, but 
also would alert them to watch for and 
challenge wasteful practices in business 
and industry. 

Lillian Yoffe, not yet a member of the 
committee, but recently in the news for 
leading a “rolling boycott” of certain food 
products because of high prices, proposed a 
legislative subcommittee to watch for 
consumer-related state and national 
legislation, on which the committee could 
take a position. 

All suggestions on immediate action 
were approved, as was the task of writing a 
new ordinance governing inspection of 
eating establishments and possible publica¬ 
tion of their ratings. 

The Advisory Committee on Consumer 
Affairs feels keenly its lack of opportunity 
to take things into its own hands, as does 
the Transportation Advisory Committee. 

While the mayor's advisory com¬ 
mittees, unpaid and unfunded, have per¬ 
formed a valuable service in some fields, 
their greatest success appears to be in 
response to a specific question, such as 
whether to have a CATV franchise in 
Newton or whether to create a municipal 
electric plant. 

These groups cannot themselves con¬ 
struct an electric plant or a TV network, so 
they and their task are self-limited. 

Some of the other advisory com¬ 
mittees provide an ongoing critique of what 
the city administration is doing and are 
reasonably successful.

Sargent's stock rises 
as gas shortage eases 

Polls made on a day-to-day basis have shown Governor 
Francis W. Sargent's political stock rising as the gasoline 
shortage eased and lines of waiting motorists virtually 
disappeared at many filling staUons. 

That appears to corroborate the belief of some political 
observers, Including this one, that the upset Democratic 
victories in congressional fights in Michigan and Ohio, 
resulted from issues that were closer to the people than the 
Watergate scandal. 

Surveys of voting sentiment made by this writer have 
indicated that the election trends of a relatively few weeks 
ago have changed and that Governor Sargent and 
Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight would be reelected if 
an election were held today. 

The apparent reason for that shift in public sentiment is 
the easing of the gasoline shortage and the belief of many 
motorists that Governor Sargent had a part in putting more 
gasoline in the tanks at filling stations. 

The danger of this situation from the standpoint of 
Sargent and Dwight is that if the gasoline shortage recurs 
and if the lines of automobiles reappear at gasoline 
stations, the inconvenienced motorists are likely to direct 
part of their wrath and indignation at them. 

This reporter has yet lo find any Massachusetts 
resident who believes Sargent or Dwight is In any way 
responsible for the Watergate mess. But the people blamed 
every Republican in sight for the gasoline shortage and 
high prices generally, and Sargent and Dwight are very 
much in sight. 

The rise In the popularity of Governor Sargent in a 
short period of time has been astonishing. This observer 
counted him out earlier this year. But on the basis of a 
weird, up-and-down poll he’s now very much in the 
gubernatorial fight. Future developments will determine 
whether he remains in it. 

Richardson and Brooke 
head for 1976 battle 

The 1976 Presidential Primaries should prove the most 
interesting and important ever held in Massachusetts. 

Senator Edward W. Brooke and former U.S. Attorney 
General Elliot L Richardson almost certainly will be op¬ 
ponents on the Republican side. 

It will be the second time they have been head-to-head 
adversaries in a Republican party fight They battled for 
the GOP nomination for Attorney General in 1962, and 
Brooke won. 

The deciding factor in that clash was that Brooke had 
gained the second-ballot endorsement of the 1962 
Republican State Convention after a first-ballot deadlock. It 
won him the nomination. 

The outcome of a Presidential Primary contest bet¬ 
ween Brooke and Richardson probably would depend on 
which of the two achieved greater success in getting his 
supporters to turn out and vote. The one who loses In his 
home state would be Just about eliminated from national 
consideration. 

The last big Republican Presidential Primary fight in 


this state was staged in 1952 between forces backing Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and Robert A. Taft. The group allied with 
Ike won. 

Senator Brooke executed a political coup for Nelson 
Rockefeller over Richard Nixon in the 1968 Presidential 
Primary. But that was done behind the scenes and was not 
an out-in-the-open political fight. 

What happens in the Democratic Presidential Primary 
two years from now will depend on Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy. If he wants the Presidential nomination, he will 
have the Massachusetts delegation to the Democratic 
National Convention in his pocket 

If Ted is not a candidate, as be implies will probably be 
the case, a wide-open fight might develop for the Bay State 
vote at the Democratic concluave. 

Boston Mayor Kevin H. White, who was almost tapped 
as the Democratic Vice Presidential nominee in 1972, might 
just be the state's favorite son candidate for President in 
1976. It would place him in a strong position to get second 
place on the Democratic national ticket with someone such 
as Senator Henry M. Jackson. 

Spaulding may enter 
Attorney General race 

Former Republican State Committee Chairman Josiah 
A. Spaulding of Manchester is seriously considering the 
possibility of challenging William I. Cowin of Newton for 
the Republican nomination for Attorney General 

Spaulding has not yet made a final decision, but his 
friends say the likelihood is that he will enter the Attorney 
General race. This would mean another tough Republian 
primary contest. 

Up to now it has been assumed that Co win would get the 
GOP Domination for Attorney Genral without a real fight 

Cowin Is known on Beacon Hill as the "deputy 
Governor" and is the Secretary of Administration and 
Finance in Governor Sargent’s Cabinet 

Mr. Sargent, in response to a question during a 
televised interview a few weeks ago, said he expected to run 
in combination with Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight 
and Cowin. 

However, Sarge is not likely to take sides in a 
Republican primary fight between Spaulding and Cowin if 
one develops. 

Despite the high position Cowin holds on Beacon Hill, 
Spaulding probably is better known to the rank and file 
Republicans throughout Massachusetts as a result of his 
service as head of the Republican State Committee. 

In the 1970 Republican primary, Spaulding over¬ 
whelmed John J. McCarthy of Chatham, prominent con¬ 
servative Republican leader, who once held the same 
position under John A. Volpe which Cowin now holds under 
Sargent, in a contest for the Republican nomination for U.S. 
Senator. 

Spaulding subsequently was defeated by Senator Ed¬ 
ward M. Kennedy but made a creditable run against the 
state’s most powerful vote-getter. 

Cowin would give more racial balance to the 
Republican State Ticket than would Spaulding, but that 
factor probably will not weigh heavily with most 
Republican voters. Like Spaulding, Cowin has not yet an¬ 
nounced his candidacy for Attorney General and is ex¬ 
pected to leave Governor Sargent's Cabinet when he does.

0/7 deposits off Cape 
cause many questions 

Recent geological and seismic tests have indicated that 
there are petroleum deposits about 70 miles east of Nan¬ 
tucket which might produce up to 500,000 gallons of oil per 
day. 

That is an extremely important finding at a time of an 
oil shortage and an energy crisis. The discovery has 
resulted in debate on a number of questions. 

1. How much danger is there that oil spills from off¬ 
shore wells would damage Nantucket and Cape Cod 
beaches? 

2. How many new jobs would be created? 

3. Would the operation of offshore oil wells assure a 
steady supply of oil at lower prices? 

4. Would the royalties from the offshore oil—and 
possibly gas—wells go to the state or federal government? 

Experts say that any oil spills probably would be 
“weathered” by winds and ocean and currents and that no 
d ama gi n g amount of oil would be likely to reach the 
beaches on Nantucket, Cape Cod or Martha’s Vineyard. 

Operation of the offshore wells would create a sub¬ 
stantial number of new jobs and would produce a steady 
supply of gasoline and heating oil at lower prices. 
Estimates are that crude oil could be landed for as little ap 
80 cents a barreL The present international market price is 
between $7 and 69 a barrel 

Experts on the financial aspect of the situation assert 
that the state could block the operation of offshore gas and 
oil wells by court action until it was assured of a satisfac¬ 
tory share of the royalties. 
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Auto center at South High 


To the Editor: 

At a recent meeting at the Newton South 
High School, it was brought to the attention of 
all those present that an enormous amount of 
money goes into the busing of students back 
and forth to extra-curricula activities; i.e.- 
swimming team composed of 30 girls and 20 
boys—$800 per month, track team-$35 each 
time they practice, plus various other school 
activities. 

The particular meeting was called to 
discuss the feasibility of building an addition 
to the existing school buildings to house the 
auto mechanics class which now meets 
outside of the building alongside of the in¬ 
dustrial arts room. 

Newton South High School is probably the 
only one which can boast of a regularly 
scheduled class being held out of doors- 
winter, summer, spring and fall-where boys, 
and a couple of girls, work under cars in the 
mud and snow and rain. 

This class was originally designed as an 
experimental one, but has blossomed into a 
full scale, warmly welcomed work-study 


group of 138 students at this time. When 
started two years ago, it had 26 students 
enrolled. 

Daily, Mr. Connelly, the teacher of this 
class, turns students away because he has no 
facilities. Mr. Connelly has used most of his 
own tools since few have been supplied, he 
has given of his time and energies until at this 
time this group of students can honestly say 
they are equipped to work in a filling station 
and handle repair jobs. 

Some of the students are gainfully em¬ 
ployed after school hours and weekends doing 
just that and plan to earn money while at¬ 
tending college with these jobs—perhaps even 
earn a living. In our college-oriented com¬ 
munity we have plenty of time and money for 
academic and sports ventures, but where 
does that leave the boy who, and there are 
more and more in our city, does not wish to go 
on to college—certainly not trained to earn his 
keep. 

It is the suggestion of the Finance 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen that this 
group of students be bused to Newton North 


High School at a cost of $18,000 per year, 
where advanced courses and facilities are 
available. However, if the aldermen would 
take the time to check they would find that the 
Newton North schedule is already filled in 
this area, and they could not possibly absorb 
even 25 students, let alone 138. Also, if the 
aldermen would take the time to involve 
themselves a little more in the functions of the 
Building Committee they would have known 
that the state will pick up 65 per cent of any 
school building which meets with certain 
specifications, which existing plans do, and 
that the remaining part of the proposed 
budget would be paid for in three years of 
busing at $18,000 per year. 

I, as a taxpayer, and I am sure I am not 
alone frankly, object to having my tax dollar 
bus students to out of school activities, while 
others must work outside. Are other people in 
this city aware of the money which is spent of 
this type of superfluous activity?—Or don’t 
they care?

Most 
recently, Mrs. Bonica taught 
both dressmaking and a course 
in furs to adults, and in the past 
instructed children in sewing. 
Her course focuses on hand 
sewing, using a pattern, fitting, 
and the use of a sewing 
machine. 

The crafts program will once 
again feature four different 
classes, each taught by Tobey 
Hirsch, a graduate of Carnegie 
Mellon University and a Y in¬ 
structor for four years. 

For boys and girls eight years 
old and up there is a painting 
class which teaches students 
about color theory as they work

in oil, tempera, and water 
colors. 

The crafts workshop, also for 
those eight and older, is a 
general arts and crafts 
program which focuses on a 
different project each week. 
Such activities as puppet¬ 
making, tie dyeing, hand crafts 
and rubbings will be offered. 

The highly successful "arts 
'n tots” class for children three 
to five years old is once again 
scheduled. A class that utilizes 
such materials as paper, boxes, 
paint, crayons and paste, "arts 
'n tots" students create 
collages, rubbings, paintings, 
sketches and many other 
things. 

Three pottery classes are 
scheduled. They will teach 
children the basic methods of 
hand building, slab, coil, pinch, 
and glazing techniques.

Both judo and karate are 
offered those interested in 
fitness and self defense. The 
karate class stresses the 
sporting aspects of the 
discipline and its aid in physical 
fitness. Judo, for boys, focuses 
on learning to fall, and major 
judo throws and holds. 

Swimming lessons are 
scheduled for boys and girls 
three to 18. Six different classes 
are offered children three to 
five — tiny tots — while four 
classes are available for boys 
and girls six through seven, or 
tadpoles. The registration date 
for children of Y members is 
March 25, while the date for 
children of non-members is 
March 27.

Open burning discussed 


Chief Frederic* A. Perkins, 
Jr., of the Newton Fire 
Department wishes to inform 
the public of the recent change 
in the “Open Burning Law". 

This statute authorizes open 
burning of products of open 
space land husbandry and 
management including certain 
specified materials from March 
15, 1974 to April 15, 1974, and 
March 15,1975 to April 15, 1975 
in the Metropolitan Boston Air 
Pollution Control District. 

Material specified in the 
statute includes tree branches, 
brush, cane; driftwood, and 
forestry debris. 

The department has in¬ 
terpreted that the intent of this 
legislation is to allow for open 
burning associated with the 
following activities: domestic 
tree trimming and pruning; 
domestic garden preparation; 
commercial nursery tree 
trimming and pruning; 


government nursery and forest 
tree trimming and pruning; 
maintenance of existing access 
ways; removal of driftwood 
from beach and shore areas. 

The statute specifically 
prohibits open burning of grass, 
hay, and leaves. The Fire 
Department has interpreted 
that open burning associated 
with the following activities 
would not be consistent with the 
intent of the legislation: 
residential, industrial, com¬ 
mercial, and governmental 
land clearing for site or road 
development; reduction of 
materials other than natural 
wood; reduction of whole trees 
and stumps; reduction of 
construction or demolition 
materials; operation of a 
private or municipal refuse 
disposal area or any other area 
subject to the provisions of 
Section 150A of Chapter 111 of 


the General Laws. 

Any open burning conducted 
under the provisions of this 
statute must be performed in 
accordance with the following 
requirements: Without causing 
a nuisance; with smoke 
minimizing starters; between 
10 a.m. and 4 p.m.; on land 
proximate to the place of 
generation of such material, or 
at another place specifically 
designated on the permit; in 


accordanc e with a written 
permit issued under the 
provisions of Section 13 of 
Chapter 48 of the General Laws. 

Before doing any outside 
burning, a permit must be 
obtained from the Fire 
Department. Permits are 
available Monday through 
Friday from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
at the Newton Fire Department. 
Headquarters, 1164 Centre 
street, Newton Centre.

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Taxpayers ask IRS 


Cdltor'a Note: The following 
queitloni and answers on 
federal Income taxes have been 
prepared by the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Q. Besides my Social Security 
Income of $2100 and $550 in 
earnings from lawn mowing, 
my wife and I had only our 
savings accounts to live on. 
Must we file a federal tax 
return? 

A. Yes, you must file even 
though your taxable income is 
less than the lowest amount 
normally subject to income tax. 
Anyone earning $400 or more 
from self-employment must file 
both Form 1040 and Schedule 
SE. If you had expenses against 
that lawn-mowing Income (gas 
for a power mower, etc.), you 
may also want to file a Schedule 
C. 

Q. I’ve decided to start my 
own business preparing tax 
returns. I won’t have any 
employees but Intend to do all 
the work myself. Can I still pay 
Into Social Security? 

A. Yes, as a self-employed 
person if your gross Income is 
$400 or more annually you must 
pay into Social Security by 
filing a Schedule SE and paying 
self-employment tax on the first 
$10,800. 

Q. When I can make the time I 
type research papers for other 
students at $.40 a page. Does 
this have to be shown on my 
Income tax return? Must I pay 
self-employment tax too? 

A. Yes. this income must be 
Included with all other income 
on your tax return. If you’ve 
earned $400 or more you will 
have to pay self-employment 
tax on it too. 

Q. I’ll be retiring this year 
and will start receiving a 
pension of $300 per month from 
my employer. Over the years 
I've given him $8,000 toward my 
pension. Will I have to pay tax 
on It? 

A. You won't have to pay tax 
on the first $ 8,000 you receive 
since you’ve already paid the 
tax on that and you will be 
receiving back the entire 
contribution you made toward 
the pension within a three-year 
period. 

Q. My payments from my 
annuity will be $ 1,000 each year. 
'The annuity cost me $10,000 
over the years. Will I have to 
pay any tax on this? 

A. In order to determine how 
much of this is taxable, we need 
to know both your age and sex. 
Then we can refer to an ac¬ 
tuarial table to determine your 
life expectancy. Suppose your 
table states that you can expect 
to live fifteen more years. Then 
your expected return on this 
annuity would be $15,000. Since 
you’ve already paid the tax on 
$10,000, or two-thirds of the 
proceeds, only, one-third of 
each year’s payments will be 
taxed, or $333.34. 

Q. Where do we deduct tuition 
for our son’s college education? 

A. Tuition is normally not 
deductible. It is a personal 
expense. 

Q.The summer courses I took 
last year were in Spanish 
literature, an area I cover in the 
high school course I teach. No 
one said I had to take the 
courses, but I think they were 
Important to my work. Can I 
take a deduction for this 
tuition? 

A. You may deduct 
educational expenses for 
courses which maintain or 
improve your skills used in your 
employment. You may never 
deduct expenses for education 
which qualifies you for a new 
trade or business, even if it is 
applicable to your present 
employment. 

Q. I am attending law school, 
and certain courses I am un¬ 
dertaking are directly relative 
to my occupation as a real 
estate broker. May I deduct the 
cost of these courses? 

A. No since the law school 
courses qualify you for a new 
trade or business they are not 
deductible as education ex¬ 
penses on your tax return. 

Q. My father worked right up 
untfl the day of his death. Now 
his employer is paying me a 
pension based on his years of 
service to the company. I un¬ 
derstand that I don’t have to 
pay tax on the part of the 
pension which comes from what 
my father paid in, but what 
about the rest? 

A. As long as you are the 
beneficiary of an employee who 
died while still employed, you 
may qualify for an additional 
$5,000 death benefit exclusion. 
Thla $5,000 should be added to 
the amount contributed by the 
decedent to the plan 

Q. Why do state and federal I 
employees have to pay tax on 


their pensions while other 
people don’t pay any tax on 
Social Security? 

A. In order to balance the tax 
impacts of these different types 
of retirement income, the 
Retirement Income Credit was 
established. You may use either 
the Standard Deduction or 
itemized deductions to be 
eligible to use it. To qualify for 
the retirement Income credit: 
1) you must be a U.S. citizen or 
resident, 2) you must have $600 
of earned income in each of any 
10 calendar years before the 
current year, and 3) you must 
have had retirement income 
during the tax year. 

Q. What does the Internal 
Revenue Service consider 
“retirement income?’’ 

A. For people under 65, 
retirement income includes 
only the taxable portion of a 
pension or annuity received 
from a public retirement 
system. For those 65 or older 
retirement income includes 
taxable Income from pensions, 
annuities, Interest, dividends, 
and ordinary rents (those with 
no personal services provided). 

Q. What people are likely to 
qualify for retirement income 
credits? 

A. Retired people who have 
Social Security income of less 
than $1,524 and earned incoi 
of less than $2,424 if under 6! 
earned income of le: 

$2,974 if between 62 apfl 72 or 


any amount of earned Income 
if 72 or older, may qualify for a 
retirement income credit. 

Q. How do I figure out how 
much retirement Income credit 
I’m entitled to? 

A. You should follow the steps 
of Schedule R using the correct 
amounts of your Individual 
retirement and earned li-come. 
If you have problems call or 
visit your IRS office. 

Q. How should married people 
compute their retirement In¬ 
come credit? Do they have to 
file a joint return? 

A. No, they don’t have to file a 
joint return; they may file as 
married filing separately If It Is 
to their advantage. If they file 
separately, they must use the 
regular individual method, but 
if they file jointly they have an 
option to either use the 
individual method or a special 
joint method which Is shown on 
Schedule R. 

Q. While working as a 
salesman on the road, I 
Incurred some expenses felatj 
to my Job—entertainment 
for customers.- etc^an 1 
deduct? 

A. UnrelmburpdB expenses of 
an outside xmesman may be 
deductejjrifn line 41 of Form 
1040,^dgardless of whether the 
lyer decides to Itemize his 
reductions or take the standard 
deduction. 

Q. I have two Jobs, one from 8 
a.m. to 4:90 p.m. and the other 


from 5: IS p.m. to •:30 p.m. Do I 
get any tax break because of the 
additional driving I do? 

A. Yes, you may deduct the 
cost of getting from one job to 
the other on line 41, Form 1040 
and Form 2106. You may not 
deduct any more than the 
amount of direct travel, extra 
mileage picked up stopping for 
dinner at home is not deduc¬ 
tible. 

Q. I know that the govern¬ 
ment allows you to deduct $.12 a 
mile for business mileage. My 
employer has Just stepped up 
our reimbursement to 13.5 cents 
a mile. Do I have to report the 
extra cent and a half per mOe as 
income? 

A. No, as long as your { 
allowance does not exceed $.15 
mile you are conslderedtodfave 
rendered an accpf4te ac¬ 
counting to youp^mployer and 
this is oarf-taxable reim- 

I claim a casualty loss 
Ihe amount 1 paid for repairs 
on a car I damaged while 
borrowing it? 

A. No, you may only claim a 
loss on your own property. 

Q. Sometimes I don’t know if 
an organization I’ve given 
money to qualifies as a 
charitable organization. How 
can I find out? 

A. If you’re unsure, call your 
IRS office for advice. They’ll 
check an official listing for you.

Commissioner of Public 
Safety John F. Kehoe, Jr. today 
alerted all Massachusetts police 
chiefs to be wary of individuals 
in their areas who contract with 
property owners for security 
services without being licensed. 
He said he has received 
numerous complaints of in¬ 
dividuals contracting with more 
than one landlord Jo provide 
security services in resort areas 
where there are a large number 
of cottages and uninhabited 
homes. 

Commissioner Kehoe stated 
that any person owning homes 
or cottages is certainly free to 
engage a person or persons to 
keep watch over his property, 
whether he owns one home or 
several in an area. The problem 
arises he said, when these in¬ 
dividuals contract with more 
than one landlord and provide a 
security check of private 
property. 

Kehoe added that this type of 
an activity would be in direct 
violation of the statute, 
specifically, Section 23 of 
Chapter 147. Those individuals 
who undertake to contract with 
these private property owners, 
who are not licensed under the 
statute, are liable to be 


prosecuted under the same than two hundred nor more than 
statute, which states, one thousand dollars or by 
"Whoever violates any imprisonment for not more than 
provision of this section shall be one year, or by both such fine 
punished by a fine of not less and Imprisonment."

Rep. David Mofenson has 
recently spoken in favor of a 
number of proposals for the 
League of Women Voters, 
Massachusetts Bar Association, 
and the Supreme Judicial Court 
concerning judicial 
qualifications and Removal, 
which spent so much of its time 
last year in dealing with the 
Judge Troy removal 
proceedings. 

The bills, spanning both ends 
of the judicial spectrum, take 
two general approaches, one 
dealing with the questions of 
selection and removal within an 
existing constitutional 
framework, the others with the 
problems of selection and 
removal by enlarging, sharing, 
or reducing powers through 
constitutional amendment. 

One proposal for selecting 
judges establishes a 
mechanism for recommending 
nominees to the governor for his 
consideration; a second ap¬ 
proach establishes by con¬ 
stitutional amendment a 
requirement that the governor 
choose one of the names set 
before him by a nominating 
commission. 

The approach in removing 
and disciplining judges would 
follow much the same line. 
Commissions would be selected 
to review the performance of 
judges and investigate com¬ 
plaints and make recom¬ 


mendations to the Supreme 
Judicial Court, providing an 
entry mechanism whereby a 
citizen can make a complaint 
and expect that It be acted upon 
quickly and effectively. 

In the legislation the court Is 
given clear authority to censure 
and suspend judges and If 
desired, recommend that the 
legislature remove. 

The constitutional com¬ 
mission approach does virtually 
the same thing with one dif¬ 
ference - the Supreme 
Judicial Court is given the 
power to remove. 

Nothing in any bill takes away 
existing powers from the 
legislature; at most existing 
powers are shared by a sister 
body. 

Important considerations lie 
In the composition of the 
various commissions. The mix 
of laymen, lawyers, and judges 
is a difficult one and ought to be 
considered carefully by this 
committee, Mofenson said, as 
well as the question of 
prerogatives and separation of 
powers.

Sen. Backman stated: “Since 
1946 Newton Junior College, the 
first public community college 
in the state, has provided an 
educational opportunity to 
students who might not 
otherwise have received a 
higher education. 

"There is a need for this type 
of school, and even if it should 
be necessary to merge it with an 
existing institution, it would be 
my hope that Newton students 
would receive the same kind of 
admissions treatment that the 
city has provided. It would be 
unfortunate if the children of 
the city were to suffer because 
of state policy.’’ 

Joining Backman in support 
of the bill was Mayor Theodore 


Mann, who announced through 
Newton Junior College 
President Charles W. Dudley 
that he fully supported the 
Backman measure. 

Dudley, in his statement to 
the Education Committee said, 
"The ultimate objective and the 
only viable long-term solution is 
the absorption of Newton Junior 
College into the state system of 
community colleges under the 
aegis of the Massachusetts 
Board of Regional Community 
Colleges, a prospect which 
appears to be several years 
away.” 

“In the meantime,” Dudley 
said, "in order to retain Newton 
Junior College intact as an 
ongoing institution, what is 
urgently needed at the moment 
is the availability of meaningful 
state reimbursement based on a 


formula which provides for 
substantial contribution to 
operating costs. This proposal 
would achieve this.” 

Also appearing was Mrs. 
Eleanor Rosenblum, School 
Committee chairman who, 
speaking on behalf of the school 
Committee, urged the Com¬ 
mittee on Education to give the 
Backman bill a favorable 
report. 

Also appearing were Dr. 
Philip J. McNiff, chairman of 
th£ Newton Junior College 
Board of Directors, and Michael 
Dathe, student representative. 

Newton Reps. Lois Pines, 
Peter F. Harrington, and Paul 
Guzzi also notified the Com¬ 
mittee on Education of their 
support of Sen.

Recipients of veterans’ 
benefits from the Newton 
Department of Veterans’ 
Services are eligible to receive 
benefits under the new Social 
Security SSI program. 

Newton Veterans’ Agent 
Carleton P. Merrill had ap¬ 
plications for the SSI program 
submitted by all of the depart¬ 
ment’s over age 65 recipients as 
well as by disabled recipients 
of veterans’ services benefits 
under age 65. 

Merrill has pointed out that as 
a result of action by the 
Massachusetts Veterans' 
Service Agents Association, the 
Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare has ruled that 
veterans’ benefits in 
Massachusetts were not con¬ 
sidered a needs payment and 


are not income when computing 
the supplemental security in¬ 
come benefit amount 

This decision meant that 
those receiving veterans’ 
benefits could be eligible for SSI 
and still continue to receive 
veterans’s benefits up to the 
maximum benefits allowed 
under Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws which govern 
veterans’ services payments. 

Merrill further advised that 
since Title XIX (Medicaid) also 
provides coverage for those in 
receipt of SSI, that medical 
services presently rendered 
under the veterans’ services 
program would be transferred 
to Medicaid once the recipient is 
in receipt of a Medicaid iden¬ 
tification card.

program are most ad¬ 
vantageous for recipients of 
veterans’ services and for the 
City of Newton, as the majority 
of expenses will be assumed by 
the federal and state govern¬ 
ments. Once fully implemented 
less money will have to be 
appropriated by local com¬ 
munities for veterans’ benefits 
for those over age 65 and for 
disabled under age 65. 

Merrill has advised that 13 
recipients of veterans benefits 
have received SSI payments 
and that by using a 12 month 
projection an estimated savings 
of $13,740.24 in cash payments 
and an estimated (3,348.00 in 
medical payments will result to 
his department. 

As of March 1, an additional 
33 recipients of veterans’ 
benefits were still waiting to 
receive notice from Social 
Security as to their entitlement 
under the SSI program. 

Despite the savings to the City 
of Newton for the over age 65 
payments of veterans' benefits, 
Merrill pointed out that his 
department would still fill an 
important need for the veteran 
population of Newton due to 
increased unemployment and 
increased medical costs for the 
under age 65 veteran or 
veterans’ dependents. It will 
also provide information and 
services in respect to en¬ 
titlements under the Veterans 
Administration.

Question: I would like to offer a recipe as 
well as ask for one. The one I am offering is 
Chicken Superbo and the one I am asking for 
is I would very much appreciate either from 
you or the readers, a recipe for a good Chefs 
Salad — the kind you order in a restaurant. 
We haven't been eating out very much lately 
and while I am not the greatest of cooks, it 
seems to me I ought to be able to make a good 
Chefs Salad. Thank you. 

Mrs. D.E.G., Needham 
Anwer: Thank you for your excellent 
(and easy) Chicken Superbo. As for the Chefs 
Salad, every chef has his own idea of the kind 
of ingredients he prefers in his heaped high 
salad bowl. From a very famous chef, here is: 

CHEF’S SALAD 
2 heads of bead lettuce, 
washed and chilled 
Frecnch dressing, below 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
1 cucumber, sliced 

4 pound Swiss cheese 
4 pound Cheddar cheese 
1 cooked chicken breast 
4 pound bologna or salami, ham or 
corned beef cut In strips 
4 hard cooked eggs (for garnish) 

3 or 4 medium-sized tomatoes 
Radishes 

Line a large salad bowl with lare^ 
leaves of lettuce. Tear remaining lettuco4mo 
bite-slz«i pieces, toss with French dressing 
and chopped parsley. Fill salad bowl with 
tossed greens and cucumber and arrange 


strips of thinly sliced cheeses, the chicken 
meat and bologna or ham in neat bund'es on 
top. Garnish with quartered hard-cooked 
eggs, quartered tomatoes and radishes. 
(Croutons are very nice with this salad.) 

Add more French dressing when you 
serve. Also serve additional strips of cheese, 
ham, chicken along with the greens. Serves 6. 

FRENCH DRESSING 
Vi cup vinegar 
% salad oil or olive oil 

1 teaspoon salt 

Vi teaspoon pepper 
Vi teaspoon paprika 

2 cloves garlic, mashed 

Combine all ingedients in a bottle. Shake 
well before using. (It’s a good idea to prepare 
salad dressing the day before to allow 
ingredients to mellow.)

1 bottle (8 oz.) Italian Dressing 
6 chicken breasts 
1 bottle (12 oz.) apricot preserves 

Marinate chicken breasts in Italian 
dressing for 3-4 hours or overnight, covering 
pan with foil and placing in refrigerator. 
Approximately 2 hours before servingUjR^ 
drain dressing from chicken, re^^W^one 
cup. Mix with bottle of presaRf^nd spread 
over chicken. Bake inajgmlegree oven, skin 
side up and unc^^lforabout 14 hours or 
until nicel^0^ned. (Other parts of chicken 
maj^^e used.) 

^^ffestion: Even though meat prices have 
nxen cut a bit, we don’t have meat too often 
and when I do buy it it’s usually something 
inexpensive like a chuck steak ... but no 
matter how I prepare it, the meat is not 
tender. Someone mentioned marinating it and 
doing it in the German manner and I wonder 


if you have such a recipe. We'd all appreciate 
it

Answer: Any meat that is marinated 
overnight is bound to be tender and flavorful. 
Serve on a bed of hot fluffy rice or boiled 
medium wide noodles. 

SAUERBRATEN STEAK 
1 chuck steak or beef blade steak 2-4 to 3 
pounds) 

24 cups water 
1 cup wine vinegar 
1 tablespoon brown sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 
6 whole cloves 
6 peppercorns 

2 bay leaves 

2 medium sized onions, thinly sliced

Brown in cooking fat Pour off 
drippings. Strain marinade and add 1 cup to 
steak, reserving remaining marinade. Cover 
tightly and cook slowly for 2 hours or until 
steak is tender. Remove steak to a hot 
platter and pour off liquid. Add 14 cups 
reserved marinade, 4 cups water, raisins 
and 1 tablespoon brown sugar to frying pan. 


Bring to boil. Add crumbled gingersnaps and 
stir to thicken. Serve gravy with steak over 
hot rice or noodles. Serves 4-6. 

Question: I’m curious. Some friends of 
mine were talking with much gusto about a 
Monte Cristo Sandwich and I pretended I 
knew what they were talking about, but to be 
perfectly honest. I’d never heard of one, much 
less eaten one. Can you tell me what it is and 
if possible, how to prepare it? Thank you.- 
Mr. and Mrs. E.T., Westwood 

Answer: A Monte Cristo sandwich is a 
meal in itself...rich and filling and best when 
served piping hot. It’s easier when you 
assemble sandwiches and make the egg 
mixture in advance; dip and saute sand¬ 
wiches just before serving. 

MONTE CRISTO SANDWICH 
18 slices bread 
Butter or margarine 
6 thin slices turkey or chicken 
mm&aUccs cooked ham 

6 thin slices Swiss Cheese 
3 eggs 

6 tablespoons milk 
Dash salt 
Pineapple slices 
Currant jelly or raspberry jam 
For each sandwich, butter 1 slice bread 
and cover with a slice of turkey. Top with a 
slice of ham. Cover with second slice of 
buttered bread. Butter top of bread and cover 
with Swiss cheese. Close sandwich with third 
slice of buttered bread, buttered side down. 
Trim crusts. Cut sandwiches in halves and 
fasten with wooden picks. Beat eggs with milk 
and salt. Dip sandwiches in mixture and saute 
in butter or a mixture of butter and oil and 
saute until brown on both sides.. .or deep fry in 
375 deg. Remove picks, and serve with 
pineapple slices and currant jelly. Serves 6.

Across the Kitchen Counter

Don't know what started it-perhaps the announcement 
that bread may go up to $1. per loaf, letters have been 
coming in requesting step-by-step lessons on bread-baking. 

Good! 

So, come on everybody—Mom, Dad, children, exercise 
enthusiasts (bread-baking is good exercise). Kneading 
dough takes some muscle but most of all it’s good therapy- 
it relaxes body and mind and is an all round joyous hap¬ 
pening. 

ABC’S OF BREAD-MAKING: The tools necessary for 
making bread are quite simple, and chances are you’ll find 
everything in your kitchen. Needed are: Measuring cups 
(one for liquid, one for flour); measuring spoons; mixer 
(rotary beater or electric mixer for fine grained loaves 
although the entire process can be done by hand; 2 loaf 
pans; a saucepan for heating liquids; a large mixing bowl; 
a large wooden spoon is nice for mixing flour but is not 
necessary; wire cooling racks. 

DO NOT PRESIFT OR SIFT ALL PURPOSE FLOUR. 

WHEN USING DRY ACTIVE YEAST, DO NOT DISSOLVE 
IN LIQUIDS. TO MEASURE FLOUR, DIP CUP INTO 
FLOUR AND LEVEL OFF-DO NOT TAP OR SHAKE 
STEPS IN MAKING BREAD: Ingredients are combined in 
one mixing period. 1. Stir together about one-third of the 
flour and all of yeast. 2. Heat liquids, fat, sugar, salt over 
low heat only until warm (105-115 deg.) stirring. 3. Add 
liquid ingredients to fldur-yeast mixture and beat until 
smooth-2 min. medium speed of electric mixer or 300 
strokes by hand; blend in eggs if called for. 4. Add 1 cup 
more flour and beat 1 minute on med. speed or 150 strokes 
by hand. When thoroughly blended, add more flour by hand- 
-dough should be stiff, not sticky. 5. Kneading: Place dough 
on a lightly floured surface (bread board, table top or 
counter). Press ball of dough away with heels of hands, fold 
it over on itself and push dough away-again and again, 
firmly; turn dough one-quarter around and repeat process. 

KNEAD UNTIL THE DOUGH FEELS SMOOTH AND 
SATINY (like a baby's bottom) this usually takes 8- 
10 minutes. 6. Shape dough into smooth ball and let rise in 
warm place 75-90 degrees. 7. Shape dough into loaf. 8. Let 
rise in warm place. 9. Baking: A 1 pound loaf usually bakes 
in 30 minutes in a 400 degree oven. 

BATTER BREADS-a flour-yeast-liquid mixture too 
soft to be kneaded These are easy to mix and rise quickly. 

Batters have been beaten long enough when they tend to 
leave the sides of the bowl and follow the spoon or mixer 
beaters-a well-beaten batter looks shiny and smooth. 

WHITE BATTER BREAD 
(DOES NOT REQUIRE KNEADING) 

4 to 44 cups unsifted flour 
3 tablespoons sugar 

1 tablespoon salt 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
1 cup milk 

1 cup water 

2 tablespoons margarine 

In a large bowl thoroughly mix 14 cups flour, sugar, 
salt and undissolved yeast. Combine milk, water and 
margarine in saucepan and heat over low heat until liquids 
are warm-margarine does not need to melt. Gradually add 
to dry ingredients and beat for 2 minutes at medium speed 
of electric mixer, scraping bowl occasionally. Add 1 cup 
flour or enough to make a thick batter and beat at high 
speed 2 minutes, scraping bowl occasionally. Stir in enough 
additional flour to make a stiff batter. Beat until well 
blended. Cover and let rise In warm place, free from draft, 
until doubled in bulk, about 40 minutes. Stir batter down. 

Beat vigorously about 4 minute and turn into a greased 
9iSx3-lnch loaf pan. Bake in 375 degree oven 40-50 minutes 
or until done. Remove from pan and cool on wire rack. 

Yield: 1 large loaf. 

ENRICHED WHITE BREAD 
14 to 84 cups flour 
1 pkg. dry yesst 
1 cup milk 

1 cup water 

2 tablespoons sugar 
2 tablespoons oil 
1 tablespoon salt 
OU 

Stir together 2 cups flour and yeast. Heat milk, water, 
sugar, 2 tablespoons oil and salt over low heat only til warm 



stirring. Add liquid ingredients to flour-yeast mixture (in 
large bowl) and beat until smooth, about 2 minutes on 
medium speed of electric mixer or 300 strokes by hand, add 

1 cup flour and beat 1 minute on medium speed or 150 
strokes by hand. Stir in more flour to make a moderately 
stiff dough. Turn onto lightly floured surface and knead 
until smooth and satiny, about 8-10 minutes. Shape into ball 
and place in lightly oiled large bowl, turning to grease all 
sides. Cover and let rise in warm place 80-85 degrees, until 
doubled, about 14 hours. Punch down. Divide dough in half 
and roll to uniform thickness in an 8x12 rectangle. Begin¬ 
ning with upper 8-lnch side, roll towards you; seal ends and 
place in paa Brush with oiL Cover with foil and let rise in 
warm place until doubled, about 1 hour. Bake in preheated 
400 degree oven 30-35 minutes, or until done. Remove to 
wire rack to cool.. Yield: 2 loaves 

CHEESE-HERB 
BUFFET LOAVES 
6 to 7 cops unsifted flour 
2 tablespoons sugar 
2 teaspoons salt 
2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
1 cup milk 
1 cup water 

Vi cup (4 stick) margarine 
4 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
4 cup finely chopped parsley 
4 teaspoon oregano leaves 
4 teaspoon garlic salt or seasoned salt 

1 egg white, slightly beaten 

2 tablespoons water 

In a large bowl thoroughly mix 2 cups flour, sugar, salt 
and undissolved yeast. Combine milk, 1 cup water and 
margarine in a saucepan and heat over low heat until 
liquids are very warm (120-130 deg,). Margarine does not 
need to melt. Gradually add to dry ingredients and beat for 

2 minutes at medium speed of electric mixer, scraping bowl 
occasionally. Add % cup flour, or enough flour to make a 
thick batter. Beat at high speed for 2 minutes, scraping 
bowl occasionally. Stir in enough additional flour to make a 
soft dough. Turn out onto lightly floured board; knead until 
smooth and elastic, 8-10 minutes. Place in greased bowl, 
turning to grease top. Cover; let rise in warm place, free 


from draft until doubled in bulk, about 30 minutes. Mean¬ 
while, combine cheese, parsley, oregano and garlic or 
seasoned salt. Punch dough down; turn out onto lightly 
floured board; divide dough in half; let rest for 5 minutes. 
Roll out 4 the dough into 8xl5-inch rectangle. Sprinkle with 
half the cheese mixture. Cut into 3 rectangles, 8x5 inches. 
Tightly roll each from the 8-inch side; pinch seams to seal. 
Pinch ends and fold underneath. Place loaves, seam side 
down and 4 inch apart, on half of a greased baking sheet. 
Repeat with remaining dough and filling; place loaves on 
same baking sheet. Cover; let rise' in warm place, free 
from draft, until doubled in bulk, about 30 minutes. Bake in 
hot oven, 400 degrees for 10 minutes; remove from oven. 
Brush with egg white which has been combined with 2 
tablespoons water. If desired, sprinkle with sesame seeds. 
Bake for 15 minutes, or until done. Remove from baking 
sheet and cool on wire rack. To serve, separate loaves and 
slice into 4 inch slices. Yield: 6 loaves. 

SOFT PRETZELS 
Yield: 32 pretzels 

2 cups warm water (105-115 deg.) 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 

4 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 

V* cup (4 stick) softened margarine 

1 egg 

64 to 74 cups flour 

1 egg yolk 

2 tablespoons water 

Coarse salt 

Measure warm water into large warm bowl. Sprinkle in 
yeast; stir until dissolved. Add sugar, 2 tsps salt, 
margarine, egg and 3 cups flour. Beat until smooth. Add 
enough additional flour to make a stiff dough. Cover bowl 
ghtly with aluminum foil and refrigerate 2 to 24 hours, 
rn dough out onto lightly floured board. Divide in half;

Spring's key 
is balance 

If there's one thought shared by all shoppers this 
spring, It’s that decisions in clothes buying be well thought 
out. 

No longer can women afford the nagging unsureness of,

The well-bred jacket dress is sure fire for spring. For 
some time now, women have turned away from this style, 
however, it makes good sense to have a matching jacket to 
top a pretty dress wlien the day gets chilly or you enter an 
air-conditioned room. 

Call it the dress with a plus, when you take a beautifully 
shaped and fitting dress such as Qiana red and white surah 
with easy-pleated skirt and long bodice, topped with a red 
linen jacket Or black and white pin-dotted silt, the tank-top 
dress bound in white and cinched at the waist in black 
patent. Its little “waiter’s" jacket accented with white 
piping. 

What comes naturally for spring are three piece suits 
accented with mandarin and shirt neck overblouses that 
are matched with easy pleated skirts. The chemise 
becomes an important fashion look, subtly shaped and 
incorporating the new zippered necklines and cuffs, 
providing a casual look if desired 

The shirtdress in delicately patterned crepe is the 
perfect dress, an easy traveler assuming the charac¬ 
teristics of daytime through evening wear. Perky, bright 
polka dot and houndstooth patterned three piece cottons are 
set off by fly-away jackets while shantung halter-neck 
dresses with flattering flared skirts make dramatic 
statements. 

The separates theme sings out loud and clear. Designer 
Stephen Burrows believes that the most casual and suc¬ 
cessful way to look for daytime is to combine separates in 
different fabrics and textures. 

Beginning with poplin as a base cloth, he adds moss 
bank, rainproof chintz, cotton batiste stripes, printed rayon 
challis and wool jersey to his sportswear concept.

Gatsby 
elegance 
revives 
1920's 


Teen-agers in the 1930s used to laugh and laugh at the 
clothes of the decade before. Those knee-baring headlines! 
Those baggy dresses! Those cloche hats! Those forehead 
bands! Those frizzy hair bobs! 

The decade of the 1920s ushered in the true 20th century, 
and Its fashions were, indeed, a shock. They began with 
ankle-length hemlines which gradually rose to the knee 
about 1928, 

Since women were rebelling all over the place, they 
went into loose clothes which denied female curves, 
wearing bandeaux beneath to flatten the breasts and get the 
desired "boyish” figure. 

The fashions of the later 1920s might have gone on 
developing, but the Depression destroyed them. Not until 
the 1950s, when the shift restored the loose silhouette, and 
the 1960s, when the mini skirt revived the above-knee 
length, did the 1920s register a comeback. 

That comeback was brief, however, as the mini era was 
confined to cheap "youth" fashions. The movies which have 
lately glorified the 1930s brought back the fashions of the 
decade when the 1920s seemed merely another silly 
"youth" period of Rappers drinking bathtub gin. 

Now all that may change. Theoni Aldredge has 
costumed Paramount’s new version of F. Scott Fitzgerald's 
"The Great Gatsby" to illustrate the way fashion really was 
in the 1920s. The results are enough to send every current 
designer scampering to the drawing board to do some 
updated versions. 

"The Great Gatsby” takes place dead center in the 
1920s, just before the flapper era really hit. Fashions 
mingled a number of influences — the Orientalism of 
lounging pajamas, used strictly at home, but considered 
daring, the beading and embroideries of Art Deco, con¬ 
sidered very modem then, the misty glamour of georgette 
and chiffon, left over from the days of World War I. 

If it was all a bit confused, it was often pretty or 
downright glamorous. 

It was that’glamour which Fitzgerald captured in 
"Gatsby." The first we see of Daisy Buchanan and her

friend, Jordan Baker, they are described in terms of 
fashion: "They were both in white, and their dresses were 
rippling and fluttering as If they had just been blown back in 
after a short flight around the house." 

As for Jay Gatsby himself, in his "white flannel suit, 
silver shirt and gold colored tie,” his attempt to impress 
Daisy includes a memorable moment when he eagerly 
demonstrates the luxuriousness of his wardrobe, especially 
the rainbow-hued piles of shirts. 

Theoni Aldredge has captured this moment in the 1920s, 
the divide of 1925, when the post-war world was still 
glamorous. Mia Farrow, as Daisy Buchanan, wears 
floating yellow chiffon, finely pleated in the Fortuny 
manner, permanent pleating then available only to the rich. 

Lois Chiles, as Jordan Baker, stretches out on a sofa, 
her lounging pajamas in crepe-backed satin, the tunic top 
sashed (fringe ends) and V-necked — same thing being 
worn now! 

Then the scene switches to one of Gatsb/s big, 
meaningless parties on the Long Island estate that be 
bought with what may be the proceeds of bootlegging. 

Suddenly, the Jazz Age springs to life and the fashions 
change, too. Daisy appears in a beaded evening cap that 
conceals all her hair and ages her ten years. 

A feathered, embroidered, glittered cape covers an 
equally glittery sleeveless shift, and she's part of the 70s of 
bootliquor, "wild" parties and “Flaming youth.” 

It’s precisely this changeability, this mixture of 
romanticism and hard materialism which deceives Jay 
Gatsby, who remains a pure romanticist to the end. 

Others may come to his parties in the then-new

These are highly 
compressed pellets only about 
y«" thick, but when you place 
them in a shallow pan, they 
swell in minutes into a cylinder 
about 2 Inches high and in 
diameter. These are then all 
ready to sow seed in or set 
cuttings or transplants into. No 
pot is needed since the growing 
"soil" is enclosed in a plastic 
net that holds its cylindrical 
shape...When ready, the plant 
and pellet are set out in the 
garden, with no shock of 
transplanting or check in 
growth. The roots continue to 
grow right through the net 

And while you’re at it, it’s a 
good idea to buy some instant 
soil mixes if you want to sow 
your own seed. Don’t scoop up 
some soil from the garden and 
use it for starting seeds. The 
"Instant soils” which florists 
use for starting seed has no soil 
in them, but loaded with 
peatmoss, vermiculite, perlite 
plus some nutrients. 

These materials are sterile 
and will practically reduce 
“damping-off diseases to zero. 
Not only are the instant mixes 
sterile, but they provide good 
aeration, drainage, more 
uniform growth as well. These 
are great for starting your 
seeds of tomatoes, peppers, 
eggplants and all your flowers. 

RIEGER BEGONIA: One 
of the best house plants we have 
today is the Rieger begonia, 
something new. The Rieger 
elatior (elatlor means 
"Exalted") has semidouble 
flowers, grows larger than 
regular begonias and blossoms 
the year round. It’s a cross 
between the showy Christmas 
begonia (Gloire de Lorraine, or 
"Busy lizzie”) and a tuberous 
begonia. The result Is a fibrous- 
rooted type with sterile flowers. 


That means the Rieger is not 
propagated by seeds because 
they produce sterile seed. 
Cuttings are taken from the tips 
and rooted in perlite, ver¬ 
miculite or plain tap water. 

Of course, they are 
patented so legally It's not right 
to propagate them for sale or 
otherwise. Like all begonias, 
the Rieger likes a loose soil 
mixture, such as 10 percent 
loam, 45 percent perlite or 
vermiculite and 45 percent peat 
In summer they do not like 
direct, but the rest of the year 
they can get moderate sunlight 
Rieger has a tendency to get 
leggy and must be pinched 
back. Don’t let the soil dry out 
completely at any time, and 
avoid overwatering. Never wet 
the foliage as it encourages 
diseases such as mildew and 
botrytis. 

Riegers may be big 
bloomers but they are not heavy 
feeders, so go easy on the plant 
food. Feed them a liquid 
plant food such as 23-19-17 once 
every 5 or 6 weeks. Plants with 
dark green heavy foliage do not 
produce as many flowers as 
plants slightly on the hungry 
side. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 
“We have a Maternity plant, or 
Kalanchoe. Please tell us how 
you pronounce the scientific 
name. Is it Kalen-cho?” 

No. Pronounce it Kal-an- 
koh-ee. Any scientific plant 
name that ends in "oe” is 
pronounced as two syllables for 
those letters. So Kalanchoe is 
"Kal-an-koh-ee.” Same as for 
the medicine or healing plant, 
Aloe. You can call it "Al-oh-ee”.

Burleson, 
playing shortstop, let a 
grounder go through his legs for 
two runs in the third Inning and 
Guerrero, installed at third 
base in place of Danny Cater in 
the ninth inning for defensive 
purposes, put the winning run 
on with a wild throw. A single by 
Ken Reitc drove in the winning 
run and made a loser of right- 
handed relief pitcher Diego Se 
gui. 

Reggie Smith played right 
field against his former team¬ 
mates and tied the score at 3-3 
with a leadoff home run in the 
ninth inning. The hit by Reitc 
scored Jay Johnstone from sec¬ 
ond base and gave the pitching 
victory to a former Red Sox 
reliever Ken Tatum. 

The win at Clearwater was 
featured by the hitting of Bemie 
Carbo, Jim Rice, Dick Mc- 
Auliffe and Cecil Cooper.

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House acts to save April checks for 6,000 Mass, disabled 


Legislation to protect the 
endangered checks of 6,000 
disabled in Massachusetts has 
passed the House of 
Representatives, Congressman 
Joe Moakley (D-Mass.) reports. 
Half of those effected live in the 
Boston area. 


At the beginning of the year 
all elderly, blind and disabled 
welfare recipients were tran¬ 
sferred to Supplemental 
Security Income, a federal 
program run by the Social 
Security Administration. 
However, all disabled who 


qualified during the last half of 
1973 had to be recertified to 
continue in the program. 

With the April 1st cutoff date 
looming, Moakley was warned 
by Frank Manning, President of 
the Boston-based Legislative 
Council of Older Americans, 


that the recertification process 
would not be completed In time 
to Insure uninterrupted benefits 
for the 6,000. 

Moakley Joined with fellow 
Massachusetts Democrat, Rep. 
James A. Burke, to Introduce 
legislation to save the April 


checks of those snared In 
mounting red tape. 

Recognizing the urgency of 
the problem, acting chairman 
of the Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee, Rep. A] Ullman (D- 
Oregon) entered a motion to 
suspend the rules of the House 


to obtain immediate passage of - 
legislation emboydylng the 
Burke-Moakley Bill. 

Under the legislation, checks 
would continue to be paid until 
December 31,1974 assuring that 
no needy recipient would lose 
his benefits. 


"With this legislation we are 
acting to avert a grave tragedy 
for our disabled neighbors," he 
concluded. 

The bill now goes to the 
Senate, where Moakley expects 
prompt action.

Cincinnati hit two in a row and B. C. was 
up by two. 

With 26 seconds left, Nolan was fouled 
and made one of two free throws. Next it was 
Cincinnati at the line as Bill Collins fouled 
Batts with nine seconds left. He made both 
shots and B. C. led 63-62. 

All the Eagles had to do was hold onto the 
ball to win. Jere Nolan did just that as he 
failed to pass the ball inbounds and B. C. lost 
possession on a five second violation. 

The luck of the Irish was with them this 
St. Patrick’s Day, along with some great 
defense, as the Bearcats missed three shots 
before time elapsed to put B.C. into the 
quarter finals tonight. 

B.C. will be up for revenge against UConn 
(it upset St. John's earlier on Sunday) as the 
Huskies beat B.C. in the next to last game of 
the regular season in Storrs, Conn., 77-69.

Information from VA 


Vietnam Era veterans 
needing dental care are 
presumed to be service con¬ 
nected and therefore eligible to 
receive dental treatment at 
Veterans Administration ex¬ 
pense provided: 

—they apply to the VA within 
one year after their discharge, 
and 

—they were discharged or 
retired under conditions other 
than dishonorable. 

This general eligibility covers 


sufficient treatment at VA 
expense to put the veteran's 
teeth into good condition one 
time. It does not extend to 
treatment for dental conditions 
that obviously existed before 
the veteran entered military 
sendee, VA officials pointed 
out 

Veterans who have special 
eligibility for continuing VA 
dental treatment, and for whom 
the one year application limit 
does not apply, include: 

—those receiving VA com¬ 
pensation for dental conditions. 


—those whose dental con¬ 
ditions resulted from combat 
wounds or service injuries. 

—those who were prisoners of 
war. 

VA said that in addition, any 
veteran discharged or retired 
under conditions other than 
dishonorable may receive VA 
dental treatment reasonably 
necessary to obviate the need 
for hospital admission, 
provided he cannot afford to 
pay for the necessary care 
elsewhere. 


Tony Newman's versatile 
and successful, too 


NEW YORK (UPI) - That 
Anthony Newman is a versatile 
young performer and conductor 
there is no doubt. To underline 
the proposition, he has a series 
of new Bach records ranging 
from the "Well Tempered 
Clavier" to the "Lutheran 
Organ Mass." 

The “Well Tempered Cla¬ 
vier” is a basic work of 
keyboard literature and one 
that separates the merely 
serious from the sublime. It is 
quintessential Bach. 

I will confess to appreciating 
earlier versions of the work 
more, i.e. that of the late Wanda 
l^ndowska on the harpsichord, 
but this is a matter of both feel 
and taste. The Newman version 
of Book I (Columbia M2-32500 — 
two records) seems to me both 
planned in concept and impec¬ 
cably performed. 

An interesting touch is that 
Newman uses three separate 


harpsichords, each replica said 
to embody the tonal qualities of 
historic harpsichords in Europe 
and America. 

The “Lutheran Organ Mass" 
(Columbia M2-32497-two re¬ 
cords) is Part III of Bach's 
Klavierubung, composed of 
Prelude and Fugue in E flat 
major, 21 choral preludes and 
the four "duets." 

After the opening Prelude in 
E flat come the 21 chorale 
preludes consisting first of the 
choir singing the hymn tunes 
and then the organ develop¬ 
ment. 

Newman plays the organ with 
the Boston Archdiocesan Boys 
Choir. My own enjoyment was 
heightened by a boyhood of 
Lutheran church music to 
which Bach gave the supreme 
expression. 

Back at the harpsichord, a 
third Newman record (Co¬ 
lumbia M-32300) is of the Bach 


and Haydn concertos in D Minor 
and D Major which he both 
plays and conducts. 

Finally, a hodgepodge of 
selections apparently intended 
by Columbia to bring in some 
subculture record buyers and 
entitled Bhajeboehstiannanas, 
an anagram on Johann Sebas¬ 


tian Bach (M 32439). 

It includes Bach's Prelude 
and Fugue in D major (or 
Prelude and Fugue inG^Ejor 
(harpsichord) fromjplk I of 
the Well Temper^^lavier and 
the Passacagjj^nd Fugue in C 
Minor (or

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Expectant mothers meet for discussion at hospital 


In the outpatient lobby of 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, a 
group of expectant young 
mothers gather every Thursday 
morning. 

They don’t exchange recipes 
and knitting patterns as they 
wait for maternity clinic ap¬ 
pointments. They do exchange 
hopes, apprehensions pnd 
youthful philosophies on 
childbirth and child care. They 
are part of an informal but 
carefully structured group 
designed to give them extra 
support during their 
pregnancies. 


The young mothers are 
participating in a new kind of 
comprehensive maternity clinic 
care program. Under the 
direction of Mrs. Joanne Costa, 
R.N. the program offers the 
clinic patient continuity of care 
throughout her pregnancy. 

While she will see different 
doctors, the patient is In con¬ 
stant contact with maternity 
specialist Costa. The nurse is 
available for phone calls and 
consultations in periods bet¬ 
ween obstetrical appointments 
and makes house calls when 
necessary, She voluntarily 


stays with her young mothers 
throughout labor. Mrs. Costa 
also keeps personal patient- 
nurse contact alive in the post- 
delivery period. 

At a recent informal Thur¬ 
sday morning lobby session, 
three young mothers-to-be from 
Newton spoke in favor of the 
clinic program. 

"You don’t feel like you're in 
a clinic here," said a black¬ 
haired 27-year-old first-time 
mother. "There's none of that 
around the side street by the 
back door feeling." 

The program is open to 


Newton, Wellesley and Weston 
women planning to deliver 
through the hospital's clinic 
program. 

Mrs. Costa is currently 
working with 12 expectant 
mothers and four who have 
already delivered. Four or five 
regularly participate in the 
Thursday group which is 
convened by Mrs. Jennifer 
Coplon of Newton’s Family 
Counseling Service and Newton- 
Wellesley nursing and social 
services personnel. Mrs. Coplon 
is expecting her first baby 
shortly.

million cigar smokers in 
America are women. This is 
almost a 300 per cent increase 
during the last decade. And 
cigar makers and sellers feel 
this figure is an underestimate. 

A cigar ad is now being 
prepared for the ladies. "We get 
letters,” says the vice president 
of General Cigar Company, 
“telling us to feature more 
women in our advertising so 
cigar smoking on the part of 
women will become more 
socially acceptable. When 
women started smoking 
cigarettes years ago, it wasn't 
acceptable. But advertising 
changed that. The same thing is 
slowly going on with cigars and 
women." 

Tobacco smoke that is not 


inhaled allegedly affects the 
sites it touches. Hot smoke 
lingers inside the mouth and 
can travel into the throat and 
windpipe, even into the upper 
breathing passages. Smoke, 
which may be dissolved in the 
saliva, can be swallowed and 
enter the digestive tract. 

New studies indicate that 
cigar and pipe smokers have 
even higher death rates from 
certain specific causes - such as 
cancer of the lip, mouth, throat, 
voice box, and stomach - than 
do cigarette smokers.

The young mothers have no 
reticence in expressing their 
feelings and in fact are en¬ 
couraged to do so.

Springtime lecture at Science Museum 


In the spring everyone's 
fancy turns to thoughts of 
gardening and blrdlng - at least 
everyone who comes to Boston’s 
Museum of Science Friday 
night, March 22. 

Just two days after the Vernal 
Equinox, springtime will arrive 
at the Museum with an entire 
evening, beginning at 6:30, 
devoted to demonstrations and 
tips on preparing for nature's 
rebirth. Both experienced and 
novice gardeners and bird¬ 
watchers will benefit from a 
variety of suggestions for better 
ways to pursue their 
avocations. 

Two hall demonstrations, one 
on growing and using herbs and 
one on organic gardening, will 
introduce visitors to the how’s 
and why's of these two 
specialized and popular areas of 
horticulture. Both demon¬ 
strations will be given in¬ 
formally and on a continual 
basis throughout the evening. 

Several gardening experts 
from Lexington Gardens will 
also be on hand to discuss 
specific questions and problems 
with visitors. To complete the 
gardening presentations, a film 
on composting will show the 
methods and benefits of this 
ecological practice. 

Migrating birds arrive in New 
England along with the spring's 
warmer weather, and visitors 
will learn the best ways to 


observe these colorful har¬ 
bingers of the season from 
Peter Stowe, Assistant Director 
of Education at the Museum. As

Spring begins, as far as my 
family is concerned, when we 
take our first trip to the Ipswich 
River Wildlife Sanctuary. 

The Sanctuary’s center is a 
hill which was once a farm, then 
became a private estate, and is 
now maintained for wildlife and 
for conservation education by 
the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society. It combines the beauty 
of the old New England far¬ 
mland, the park-like arboretum 
quality of the estate, and the 
rich animal and bird life of the 
marsh which surrounds the hill 
and is part of the Sanctuary. 

Spring came early this year 
for us, when the whole family 
went "sugaring off” the second 
weekend in March at Ipswich 
River. 

It was more than just wat¬ 
ching syrup boil and eating 
fresh syrup on ice. / 
Robert McLean of the 
Department of Natural 
Resources, service forester for 
Essex County, told us that the 
best type of tree for syrup is one

that is bushy at the top, with 
plenty of branches to help 
manufacture sap...thus the 
name “sugarbush”. The sap 
ranges from 2 percent to 8 
percent sugar, with about A 
percent being a fairly good 
“sugar-bush”. At 4 percent 
sugar, 20 gallons of sap will 
make a gallon of syrup. 

Of course, it wasn't always so 
difficult to get syrup. According 
to McLean, when the Indians 
first tapped maple trees, it 
came out pure maple syrup, but 
when they got greedy, the Great 
Spirit decided to make them 
work harder for their syrup. At 
least that's what legend says. 

Richard Mailey, director of 
the Ipswich River Wildlife 
Sanctuary, showed us how a 
tree must be ten inches in 
diameter before it can be 
tapped: if a smaller tree were 
tapped, it would take out more 
sap than the tree could spare. 
For each additional bucket on 
the same tree, the tree must 
have 6 additional inches of 
diameter.

We tasted the sap. It requires 
some Imagination to taste any 
sweetness in 4 percent sugar 
sap, but there was no question 
about it when we tasted the 
boiled product, poured over ice.

Secretary of Elder Affairs 
Jack Leff testified recently at 
the State House before the Joint 
Legislative Committee on 
Social Welfare. 

He spoke in support of three 
bills to amend his departm- 
ment's reorganization 
legislation which was passed at 
the close of the last legislative 
session and is effective July 1 of 
this year. 

The three bills heard 
would (l)transfer the meals 
program for elders from the 


Department of Education to the 
Department of Elder Affairs; 
(2) place the Board of Accredi- 
tion of Homemaker Services in 
the Department of Elder Af¬ 
fairs; (3) clarify wording of the 
reorganization legislation 
relative to the purchase of 
home care services. 

Specifically, the transfer of 
the meals program would allow 
Elder Affairs to coordinate the 
shite meals program with the 
federal nutrition program 
which it administers. 


‘‘As it is now operated within 
the Education Department, the 
meals program for elders is 
really an after-thought to the 
children’s school lunch 
program," the secretary stated. 

"This amendment (H-1102) 
would insure consideration of 
the special dietaev needs of 
elders in menu planning; 
greater accessibility for elders 
to meals programs by virtue of 
their location in community 
centers such as churches and 
senior centers as well as

Hawkes had said that vandalism at South 
results from “exuberant, vigorous youngsters with 
little to do.", 

School Committee member Joan Needleman 
asked why kids have little to do. 

Hawkes responded that there are students who 
are not committed to their studying. 

Adams said that student schedules are 
presently being studied. He noted that the typical 
course load is four major subjects and gym. 
"There Is a feeling that anyone below the typical 
load should have Immediate attention," Adams 
commented. 

Silton suggested that there should be an 
evaluation of the way students handle course loads. 

School Committee Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum asked which is more important, 
providing a feeling of community or allowing 
students a wide selection of courses. 

Hawkes said that reducing anonymity requires 
close contact. He added that South emphasizes 
having students take courses within their house. 

Newton North principal Richard Mechem said 
that a strong effort is made to keep students within 
their house, particularly in their sophomore year.

The City of Newton will have to raise about $659 per 
head in taxes in the coming fiscal year. 

The 1974-75 total city budget, to be presented to the 
Board of Aldermen on Saturday, comes to $61,372,022.18, 
less revenue sharing. 

The full board will begin public disdussion and voting 
on that day. Completion of the work may be achieved by the 
following Saturday, April 6. 

In a communication to the board, Aldermanic Finance 
Committee Chairman Sidney Samll notes that the depart¬ 
mental budget requests had amounted to $65.6 million 
which Mayor Theodore Mann reduced to $63 million and the 
Finance Committee, during budget deliberations with all 
department heads and aldermanic committees, further 
reduced. 

After Finance Committee cuts of more than $1.6 million 
the budget came to $61,372,022, and after the inclusion of 
$1.2 million in federal revenue-sharing funds, the total 
amount to be acted on will be $60,172,022.18. 

The portion of the total budget that represents the 
School Department budget is $29,131,917. 

Several budget additions are expected before the 
aldermen and the mayor close the books. 

Increases due to upcoming labor negotiations have not 
been included, nor has the first year’s payment on the 
bonding of teachers’ salaries for the months of July and 
August this year. 

Authorization to bond was voted recently in accordance 
with a special state law enacted last year to help the cities 
and towns to spread the extra teachers' salaries incurred in 
the 18-month shift to the state fiscal cycle. 

Extra money may need to be included in the budget to 
pay for increased cost of solid waste disposal after the use 
of the Newton incinerator is discontinued at the end of 1974 
or early in 1975. 

About a half-million dollars is needed to make 
necessary repairs and modification of equipment in the $22 
million new Newton North High School, occupied last fall, 
according to several aldermen.

Nurses demand 
better treatment 

There are reportedly labor problems at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 

A nurse, who did not want to be identified, said this 
week that nurses are seeking more representatives on 
hospital committees. They want "more say in what hap¬ 
pens at the hospital." 

Nurses and other personnel reportedly want more 
"legal leverage.” 

It was emphasized that they are concerned with im¬ 
proving patient care. 

A Newton-Wellesley nurse said recently that "the 
administration doesn't have to listen to you." 

She noted that if 51 per cent of the nurses join the 
American Nurses Association, they can ask the 
Massachusetts Nurses Association (MNA) to act as an 
arbitrator in any negotiations. 

She said "the MNA is a last resort. We are trying to 
solve our problems without outside help." 

Another goal of nurses is "more respect from doctors." 

It was noted, however, that the problems the nurses feel 
are concerns of “anyone having to do with patient care." 

When asked about possible problems at the hospital, 
Administrative Vice-President William Brines said that 
"nurses have always had representation here." 

Brines said that he did not feel a communication 
problem with nurses existed. 

"I have listened to nurses whether they belonged to an 
organization or not,” Brines commented. “I think we’re 
communicating very well." 

He noted that there is a "labor shortage” at Newton- 
Wellesley. 

“We would love to get some more nurses,” Brines said. 

"We have very good nurses and very good people," 
Brines added. 


“We like people to get a medical checkup 
before they get sick, not wait until there is an 
emergency," Mrs. McGlaston says. 

The clinic Ls sponsored by the Newton 
Visiting Nurse Association. Mrs. McGlaston's 
"beat" as a visiting nurse was in Nonantum, 
tending to housebound patients needing dally 
care, so it was natural for the clinic to be 
located there. 

Other factors were the absence of a 
neighborhood doctor (the closest is on 
Washington Street in Newtonville), and the 
interest of the Nonantum Christmas Party 
Association, which provides the storefront 
office at "token rent," Mrs. McGlaston said. 

Neighborhood support comes also in the 
form of volunteer work by the Nonantum 
Women's Club, which puts up posters, 
distributes flyers, and does clerical work for 
the clinic. 

On April 4 the Nursing Clinic will conduct 
an all-day clinic to screen people for diabetes. 
Appointments must be made for the simple 
15-minute test, because instructions will be 
mailed out saying when and what to eat and 
when to come to the clinic. 

The cost is a minimal $1.50. 

At the last clinic, a blood pressure 
screening on Feb. 13,89 people came, some of 
whom had not been to a doctor for more tlian 
10 years. They came from all over the city.

Lincoln-Eliot addition 
up for vote again tonight 


Working against an April 10 
date for expiration of bids on 
construction of an addition to 
the Lincoln-Eliot School, the 
Public Buildings Committee 
Tuesday night voted 64) to 
approve the $1.2 million bond 
issue.

A “public meeting" was 
held by the Public Buildings 
Committee last week in 
response to concerned 
residents of the Lincoln-Eliot 
neighborhood who were afraid 
the long-awaited renovation 
and addition project was 
about to be abandoned.

There are still ventilation problems at 
Newton North High School. 

Director of Support Services John 
Gilleland told the Newton School Com¬ 
mittee this week that an engineer’s report 
had noted trouble in three rooms. Gilleland 
said that two of the rooms, served by a 
single unit, could be fixed quickly. 

Newton North principal Richard 
Mechem said that he feels that “there are 
still sections of the building which still 
don’t get much air.” 

Mechem added that "the cold air tends 
to hide this problem. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
asked, “what do we do about faulty 
design?” 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann replied that 
people at City Hall have met with 
representatives of Newton North, the 
Building Department, the designers of the 
high school and the people responsible for 
the heating system. 

•‘We're attempting to get people to 
deal with this," Mann said. 

School Committeeman Herbert Regal 


said the ventilation difficulty is a “very, 
very serious problem. Our staff is very 
unhappy and with good reason.” 

We have a heating system, per se, you 
could operate year round if necessary," 
Buildings Commissioner Gene Larson 
commented. “You cannot operate the 
cooling system year round. It would freeze 
up on us." 

Both Gilleland and Larson remarked 
that the ventilation system at Newton 
North meets requirements of the School 
Building Code. It was noted that some of 
the spaces at the high school may be used 
for activities not anticipated by designers. 

Larson said that he was going to meet 
with the Newton North architect Thur¬ 
sday. 

Mann commented that the city 
solicitor's office would be involved "if 
there is legal liability on the part of 
anyone.” 

Gilleland said that orders have been 
given to turn on the air conditioning 
system at Newton North on April 1. He 
added that he hoped this would solve some 
of the problems. 


School Committee member Mrs. 
Dorothy Reichard said that “we shouldn't 
ignore the fact that Dick Mechem has a 
real morale factor to contend with." 

School Committeeman Gerard Byrne 
commented that the best leverage for 
getting the ventilation fixed would be to 
withhold money. 

Larson said that about $500,000 is 
being held up. He stated that he is seeking 
another year's guarantee. “We are trying 
to reach an agreement," Larson com¬ 
mented. 

Another problem at Newton North has 
been getting trees installed. First, a 
shipment of trees was returned, and a 
second shipment was sent. This group of 
trees could not fit in the pots the school 
had. 

According to Larson, one of the trees 
in the second shipment may now be dead. 

Mann, who was the victim of several 
"tree jokes" at the meeting, asked Larson 
if he was "sure the tree was dead." 

"Maybe its just diseased and can last 
a couple more years," Mann remarked.

Inside a modest Nonantum storefront, a 
new concept of health care for the suburbs is 
growing. 

The Silver Lake Family Nursing Health 
Center at 358A Watertown St. opened its doors 


last December to provide low-cost health 
screening and health counseling to the 
community. 

Nurse-practitioner Mrs. June McGlaston 
runs the clinic. Mrs. McGlaston is a new kind 
of nurse, having graduated from a special 
degree course at Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital. She is qualified to do a complete 
physical examination, Including elec¬ 
trocardiograms, and a complete history 
taking, which is an art in itself. 


Clerk Henry Schultz Wed¬ 
nesday, Samuel M. Robbins, 
51, of 300 Prince St., was 
charged in this complaint by 
city employee Gene Machaln. 

Robbins is scheduled to 
appear in court Thursday, 
April 4. 

Both Robbins and Marchain 
declined to comment Wed¬ 
nesday after the show cause 
hearing ended.

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Workshop on 
water pollution 


The Charles River Watershed 
Association (CRWA) has en¬ 
tered into an agreement with 
the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency to conduct a 
one-day workshop for public 
participation under the new 
federal water-pollution law. The 
workshop is scheduled for 
Saturday, April 20, at Boston 
City Hall. 

The new law, PI52-500, has 
several provisions for a citizen 
role in the Implementation of 
the complex revision of earlier 
pollution-abatement legislation. 

A three-day training institute 
was held in Boston recently for 
citizen leaders from New 
England, EPA’s Region I. The 
April workshop is a follow-up to 
that intensive training session 
and is intended to carry the 
understanding of PL92-500 to a 
wider citizen audience. 

CRWA’s agreement with EPA 
is to cover the Boston Basin 


drainage area--the Charles, 
Mystic, and Neponset river 
basins and Boston Harbor. 
CRWA has extended the area of 
concern to include the con¬ 
tiguous Lake Cochituate 
watershed. 

Planning for the workshop is 
being carried out with the 
assistance of the Mystic River 
and Lake Cochituate Watershed 
Associations and the Neponset 
Conservation Association. 
CRWA's director, Rita Barron, 
is general chairman. 

While the public is expected to 
become involved in all stages of 
the new law, of particular 
concern to environmental 
groups is the monitoring of the 
new National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System 
which requires a permit for any 
discharge into the nation's 
water ways. This aspect of 
PI,92-500 will be one major 
focus for citizens attending the 
April 30 workshop.

Atomic energy lecture 
at local school April 11 


A demonstration lecture on 
atomic energy and its uses, 
conducted by Wentworth 
College of Technology, will be 
presented at Newton Country 
Day School, Newton, on 
Thursday, April 11., The 
program, titled "This Atomic 
World," is designed to acquaint 
students with the basic prin¬ 
ciples of nuclear energy, its 
sources, and its role in 
agriculture, industry, medicine 
and research. The grant for 
conducting this lecture- 
demonstration program among 
high schools in Eastern 
Massachusetts was awarded to 
Wentworth College of 
Technology by Boston Edison 
Company. 

Robert J. Phillipo will present 
the assembly program, which 
explains in student terms the 
structure of atoms and the 
operation of nuclear reactors as 
well as such concepts as 


radiation, fission, and fusion. 

Phillipo has completed ex¬ 
tensive training at Oak Ridge 
Associated Universities in Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee. He holds an 
Associate Degree in Electronic 
Engineering and a B.S. Degree 
in Engineering Technology 
from Wentworth College of 
Technology. 

Specially designed electronic 
equipment is used during the 40- 
minute program to demonstrate 
the sources of radiation, how 
nuclear energy is harnessed to 
furnish electric power for cities, 
and the use of radioisotopes to 
aid in diagnosis and treatment 
of diseases and to learn more 
about life processes. 

A blackboard talk or 
demonstration lecture to 
science classes, which deals 
more specifically with the 
topics of atomic structure, 
radioactivity, radiation biology,

Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton) called this week for the 
assumption by the Com¬ 
monwealth of those costs of 
operating the courts which are 
now borne by counties and 
municipalities and for the 
implementation of a unitary 
budgeting procedure for the 
judicial system. 

"The present system of 
financing the Massachusetts 
courts is both illogical and 
Inefficient,” Mofenson said. 
"Administrative and fiscal 
responsibility is highly 
fragmented and widely 
dispersed. At least 16 govern¬ 
mental units including the 
Commonwealth, the City of 
Boston, the Suffolk County 
Courthouse Commission and the 
13 counties outside Suffolk 
County deal financially with the 
courts, and at least 500 or 600 
court and government em¬ 
ployees prepare approximately 
400 separate budgets.” 

Mofenson continued, "This 
tends to disperse responsibility 
for administration and policy, 
so that the court system cannot 
be operated effectively under 
uniform procedures and 
standards. Priorities for the 
whole court system cannot be 
formulated, alternatives cannot 
be compared, and resources 
cannot be economically 
allocated." 


Mofenson said that 56 percent 
of the costs of the inefficient 
system are borne by the 
counties and 24 percent by the 
City of Boston, while only 20 
percent is borne by the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

"Since county costs are 
assessed on member 
municipalities, court costs are 
largely financed by the 
regressive real estate property 
tax. Thus, the hard-pressed 
local property taxpayers pay 
for the administration of 
justice, a function which 
properly belongs to the state as 
a whole. This is one important 
approach to relieving in¬ 
dividuals of excessive tax 
burdesn,” Mofenson explained. 

Mofenson cautioned that 
"simply by shifting the burden 
of court expenses to a wider 
circle of taxpayers will not, by 
itself, solve the administrative, 
budgetary, and fiscal problems 
facing the Massachusetts 
courts." Therefore, he says, 


any legislation providing for the 
state assumption of the cost of 
operating the courts should 
provide for the adoption of 
unitary budgeting procedures 
and controls within the Judicial 
system. 

Unitary budgeting is a 
comprehensive system in which 
all judicial costa are funded by 
the state through a single 
budget administered by the 
judicial branch. This would 
coordinate and, where 
necessary, centralize the 
responsibility for planning, 
channeling, and auditing all 
judicial expenditures in the 
state, and Mofenson said should 
bring more orderly planning 
and improved management to 
the courts of the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

"State financing helps 
maintain fiscal solvency of local 
governments, and state ad¬ 
ministration promotes the 
greatest efficiency," Mofenson 
concluded.

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Life Care Center up for Board vote

The proposal for the 179-unit "Life Care 
Center" will go back to the Board of Alder¬ 
men Monday for an official vote. 

The plan for the combination apartment 
house and nursing home for the elderly has 
been before the Land Use Committee for 
almost one year. 

It was voted out of committee In time for 
the last meeting of the Board, but was sent 
back for further consideration and debated 
until 2 a.m. in Land Use Tuesday morning. 

The center, to be built on Stanton Avenue 
in Aubumdale, requires three separate votes 
of approval from the Board of Aldermen and 
the signature of the mayor before con¬ 
struction could begin. 

If the approvals are granted, one resident 
in the immediate area intends to begin state 
and federal litigation to challenge the project. 

Aldermen Monday will begin by voting to 
create zoning in Newton termed "Residence 
E," which will cover construction of life care 


centers. They will then have to approve 
changing this particular parcel of land from 
"Residence A" to "Residence I." Finally, 
they will have to grant a permissive use to 
developers Arthur Ullian and Dr. Edward 
Guiney for this life care center. 

Land Use Committee members, in their 
five-hour discussion Monday, agreed to at¬ 
tach several new conditions to the permissive 
use request. 

Among them are : limiting the total 
number of residents to 235 within 179 total 
units, establishing an escrow account to 
refund money to tenants who voluntarily 
leave the center, a minimum schedule of fee 
refunds that diminish at the rate of about 20 
per cent for each year a tenant stays in the 
center, a minimum number of personnel, a 
request that monthly charges be increased 
only once a year, and preference for Newton 
elderly. 

The committee voted 5-1 in favor of the 
permit with Alderman Joseph McDonnell 
casting the "no" vote and Alderman Terry 


Morris abstaining. It voted 6-1 to change the 
zone of the Stanton Avenue parcel. Again 
McDonnell voted "no." All members of the 
committee were present except Alderman 
Michael Lipof. 

Lipof did, however, cast a "no" vote 
earlier in the evening on the creation of 
"Residence E" zoning. The vote on the zone 
creation was 6-1 with Morris abstaining, 

Alderman Mark White and Alderwomen 
Susan Schur and Joan Saklad also attended 
the meeting. 

Aid. Saklad was responsible for the in¬ 
corporation of staff minimums in the per¬ 
missive use and the limit on the number of 
residents. 

Developer Ullian made a presentation to 
the committee describing eight other life care 
centers operating in other parts of the country 
and provided statistics on the number of 
units, number of residents, and size of staff of 
each. 

One point that has frequently been raised 
by Land Use Chairman McDonnell is that 


other life care centers are operated by 
churches and other nonprofit institutions. 

Asked about this again, Ullian stated that 
of the eight existing centers, seven are run by 
nonprofit organizations. 

Picking his way through a sample 
residents’ contract, McDonnell also pointed 
out that the center reserves the right to evict 
tenants, compel them to pay for a specified 
number of meals per day, and collect the 
monthly rents and frees even when the tenant 
is hospitalized and paying hospital or nursing 
care costs. 

The developer aLso declined to estimate 
what his profit margin would be in this en¬ 
terprise. 

Attorney Joseph Weinfeld of 99 Stanton 
Ave., expected to bring suit if the project is 
approved, said Tuesday that once the mayor 
had approved affirmative aldermanic action, 
he would immediately seek a temporary 
restraining order to keep development from 
proceeding, followed by long litigation on the 
matter.

given” since the city already 
contributes $6,600 a year. He 
added that the additional funds 
were for "one year only." 
Weston and Wellesley are also 
being asked for funds. 

Baron pointed out that the 
hospital and the community 
need a service "for people who 
can't pay for private 
psychiatric care." 


A recommendation to introduce a 
publicized rating system for restaurants 
based on improved inspection practices was 
given a no-action-necessary vote in the 
Legislation & Rules Committee this week. 

The recommended ordinance amend¬ 
ment, proposed last year by then alderman 
Lois Pines, would follow similar proposed 
state legislation filed by Pines. 

Citing Boston and New York among other 
communities that have published violations of 
health standards with the names of the 
establishments, Pines asked Chief Sanitation 
Officer, Harlan W. Kingsbury the procedure 
in Newton for making the information 
available to the public. 

Kingsbury replied that the inspection 
sheet is available at each restaurant—if the 
operator wishes to show it. 

Aid. Sidney Small objected to the whole 
line of discussion and said, "I worked with 
many health departments (Small is in the 
chemicals business), and I don't know of any 
cities or towns that do a better job." 

Small went on to say that in his opinion 
the state should take the lead in establishing 
inspection standards. 

Consumer advocate Rev. Robert 
McEwen commented to Small, "I’m a little 
distressed that you are shoving off so 
cavalierly the tendency to have local action 
instead of state and federal. If Newton isn't 
able to improve inspections, no city or town 
will be able to do it.” 

McEwen, supporting publicity about 
ratings, said, "Public notification by the 
press is viewed as a weapon to help health 
departments keep establishments clean when 
they aren’t bad enough to close." 

How public the inspection records are at 
this moment was not clear. At one point 
Kingsbury said the records are open to the 
public, but later said, "The public can see 
records with permission of the health com¬ 
missioner. 

In Small's opinion, such records are 
public, and in reply to Kingsbury’s statement 
that he might not let everybody see the 


records, said, "A public record is a public 
record." 

One definition of a public record is a 
record which by law is required to be kept 

Kingsbury described generally his own 
rating, which he established by bacteria 
(unidentified) count, as determined by swabs 
sent to a laboratory. Less than 100 is called 
excellent, 500 is good, more than 500 is un¬ 
satisfactory. 

Other inspection techniques used are 
visual inspection and determining the tem¬ 
perature of the dishwasher water. 

Kingsbury said he tries to get an in¬ 
spector into every establishment twice every 
three months throughout the year. 

Asked about closing a restaurant because 
of unsanitary conditions, Kingsbury said he 
had closed one this year after two inspections 
and an order to correct violations. "A 
restaurant can be closed immediately if there 
is a health danger,” he said. 

No restaurant in Newton has within re¬ 
cent years been found to be the cause of "food 
poisoning," Kingsbury said, although there 
have been such complaints. His department 
investigates all such complaints. 

in other action the Legislation & Rules 
Committee voted no action necessary on a 
proposal to establish a special aldermanic 
committee on Public Health and Safety, 
which would have included the defunct Drug 
Committee, and voted 6-0 to hold action on a 
proposal to change the name of the Fran¬ 
chises & Licenses Committee to include 
"consumer affairs." 

Members present felt that a committee 
on health and safety would be redundant and 
that adding "consumer affairs” to the other 
committee would lead the public to expect 
action that that committee is not prepared to 
undertake. 

(McEwen is chairman of the mayor's 
advisory committee on consumer affairs, 
which is trying to get into consumer action.) 

The L&R Committee voted 6-0 to deny a 
recommendation from Aid. Michael Lipof to 
establish an aldermanic committee on drug 
abuse.

There I was, slaving away at a hot caucus 
all day Saturday, and what were you doing? 

The other 3309 people crammed into 
Framingham Town Hall by voting time 
seemed to have plenty of enthusiasm left, but 
by then I was disillusioned, hungry, and 
having a caffeine fit. 

But as both a voter and an observer, I had 
come more or less undecided. But John 
Buslnger of Brookline seemed bland, 
Newton's Paul Guzzi said nothing startingly 
new, Larry DiCara of Boston made a long and 
boring speech in the present-tense style of 
John F. Kennedy and never did get around to 
what he would do as secretary of state. 

It didn't get any better when candidates 
for attorney general spoke, with George 
Sacco telling us what he has done, not what he 


would do, and S. Lester Ralph . . . well, S. 
Lester Ralph. 

What I remember, when I got my mind on 
whatever it was he was saying, was pretty 
good, I think. S. Lester Ralph should not be 
allowed to speak for more than three con¬ 
secutive minutes. 

After a couple of minor entries, Including 
one I could swear never used a work longer 
than one syllable, the star was presented— 
Edward Harrington of Needham (no relation 
to out Peter, who was campaigning for his 
namesake). 

Newton’s official Liberal introducer, 
Gordon Martin, read yet another en¬ 
dorsement from former, former attorney 
general Ramsey Clark (listen my children, 
and I will explain who Ramsey Clark was), 
whose endorsements will someday be worth 
17 cents—each. 


Harrington woke everybody up, all right 
His stule was so loud and confident I only 
remember his one good line, which all the 
papers I have seen so far ruined by leaving 
the end off: “You don't have to be a politician 
to be attorney general, and to be a good at¬ 
torney general you must not be a politician.” 

Lunch break, and the food stores in 
Framingham missed the boat. Premade 
sandwiches anywhere. No street vendors. 
Two thousand people looking for something to 
eat in 20 minutes. Two dry rolls from a 
bakery, no coffee. 

In the hold beneath Town Hall, the voting 
was to start for Newton and half the other 
delegations. Directions were being yelled 
through an inoperative PA system, then a 
feeble bullhorn. 

Newton’s Ward 5 location was standing in 


a comer, in the aisle, in everybody else's way. 
Vote. No, don't vote. More votes than people. 
No, OK. No smoking. Alderman Alan Bar kin, 
in the nearby Ward 8 group, making sure. 

On the first vote, which* took something 
like two hours to tally (no smoking, no cof¬ 
fee), DiCara had 44 per cent, Guzzi 39.7, and 
Buslnger, to everybody’s surprise, only 11 per 
cent. 

Harrington was clearly going to get the 
endorsement for attorney general. 

Bill Carmen was saying that Guzzi, even 
with Businger's votes, would be in a standoff 
with DiCara, because by the last vote neither 
could bet the 60 per cent required for en¬ 
dorsement. 

But you all know how it came out—Guzzi 
and Harrington. We all thought it would come 
out that way, too.

Would oust legislators 
for poor attendance 

A variety of proposals for changes in the Massachusetts 
Constitution are pending before the State Legislature for 
consideration during the legislative session now in 
progress. 

In order to become effective, they must be approved by 
two Legislatures and then be okayed by the people. The 
earliest any of them could go into operation would be when 
the vote is certified after the 1976 Presidential and state 
election. 

One suggested constitutional revision, which probably 
has little chance of adoption, would oust from office any 
legislator who, for reasons other than illness, misses more 
than 40 per cent of the rollcalls in any one year. 

Most members of the State Senate and House of 
Representatives are conscientious and devote their full 
time to their lawmaking duties while those two branches of 
the Legislature are in session. 

A few, however, attend college or law school or have 
full-time jobs and are absent much of the time from tlie 
legislative sessions, actually neglecting the duties they are 
supposed to perform. 

II is those legislators at whom the constitutional change 
proposed by Representative Howard C. Cahoon, Jr., of 


Harwich is aimed. Cahoon Is disturbed by the poor at¬ 
tendance records of some of his colleagues. 

Another suggested constitutional revision would limit 
the six State Constitutional officers-the Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, State Treasurer, 
State Auditor and Secretary of State-to two consecutive 
four-year terms in the same office. 

That proposal is sponsored by 10 Republican 
Representatives beaded by House Minority Leader Francis 
W. Hatch, Jr., of Beverly. Conceivably, it could be enacted 
in time to prevent Governor Francis W. Sargent and 
Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight from seeking 
reelection In 1978 if they win another term next November. 

However, the measure obviously is aimed at the 
Democratic State Treasurer, State Auditor and Secretary 
of State who, once they are elected to those offices, usually 
hold the positions as long as they wish unless they seek 
promotion to higher office. 

It is doubtful that Hatch and his nine colleagues will be 
able to muster much Democratic support for that proposal. 

Incidentally, moet Governor* and Attorney* General 
do not hold those offices for more than eight consecutive 
years. 

If Governor Sargent is reelected next November and 
remains in office for his full four-year term, he will become 
the first person in Massachusetts history to serve 10 con¬ 
secutive years in the Governorship. 

Actually, the longest unbroken service in the Gover¬ 
norship in modem history up to now was the six-year stint 


by Leverett Saltonstall, starting with his election in 1938 
and running through most of the wartime period. The four- 
year term for Governors started only in 1966. 

John A. Volpe also served six years In the Gover¬ 
norship, but his service was Interrupted by a two-year 
stretch out of office as a result of bis surprise defeat by 
Endicott Peabody. Volpe, of course, resigned midway 
through his final term and turned the gubernatorial reins 
over to Francis Sargent 

Eleven different constitutional amendment proposals 
call for the abolition of the Governor’s Council and the 
transfer of its power of approving judicial appointments. 

Eight measures would revise the State Constitution so 
that special panels would be created to screen potential 
judicial appointees and recommend the retirement or 
removal of Judges whose performance was considered 
faulty. 

One recommendation filed jointly by several legislator* 
would require that all Judge* be lawyer*. Thai would 
prevent a situation such as developed when former Judge 
Jerome P. Troy was disbarred but waged a fight to retain 
his Judicial post. 

Republican State Senator John M. Quinlan of Norwood 
and GOP Representative Harrison Chadwick of Winchester 
are urging a change in the State Constitution which would 
merge the Massachusetts House of Representatives and 
State Senate into a unicameral or single-chamber 
legislature. That would drastically revise our system of 
stale government. It has scant chance of adoption.

Tree story whole story? Restore Veteran's Day 


Editor, Newton Graphic 

Last Thursday, March 21, the Newton 
Graphic printed an article on page 1 con¬ 
cerning’the Chestnut Street tree controversy. 

Although the paper went to press five 
days after the incident, no one from the 
Graphic contacted me to determine the ac¬ 
curacy of the story even though it principally 
concerned my actions. 

I cherish my reputation in the community 
and am proud of the concern I have con¬ 
sistently shown for the rights of individuals — 
and that was what was involved in this con¬ 
troversy. 

The first error in your story concerns the 
various opinions on the condition of the tree. 
There is no basis for the statement that the 
tree "has been recommended for removal for 
safety reasons by four studies." 

The opinion attributed to me is not mine, 
but rather that of the nationally recognized F. 
A. Bartlett Tree Expert Company, which 
states, "In conclusion, the life of this tree may 
be good for at least another 10 years and there 
is very little danger to passersby but the 
trunk will always present a problem to large 
trucks and plows which definitely accelerated 
its decline by careless operation." 

Secondly, the reporter should have known 
from my letter to the Graphic of February 28 
that legal action had been taken last summer 
and fall to prevent the cutting of this and 
seven other Chestnut Street trees after 
protests by over 150 West Newton residents at 
a hearing last summer. When the city first 
came to cut down the tree on Feb. 22, they 
ignored the agreement between the residents 
and the city. 


Since that time I sent a telegram to the 
mayor, requesting a cutting delay. In ad¬ 
dition, at my own expense, I obtained and 
presented to the mayor an expert opinion 
confirming the vitality of the tree. No op¬ 
portunity was provided to me by the city to 
assess the merits of the varying opinions. On 
the day of the most recent incident, after 
asking the city workmen to stop, I im¬ 
mediately twice called the Newton police 
telling them that a law was being violated by 
the cutting of the tree. Their strongest 
response was that they would look into it, but 
they gave no indication that they would take 
any immediate action to prevent the cutting. 

I then called the vice president of the 
Board of Aldermen, who was at work. Since 
the City Hall offices were not yet open, I tried 
to call various parties to the Superior Court 
injunction which enjoined the city from 
cutting this tree and found only one at home 
who said he would come right over. 

When he came over, I was dismayed that 
he had a gun. As background, it should be 
known that personally I have never owned a 
gun, have never shot a pistol, have con¬ 
sistently supported strong gun control 
legislation, and will not allow my children to 
have toy guns in our home. 

In conclusion, I do not know of any 
rational feasible milder alternatives 
available to me which would have postponed 
the cutting down of this tree. I deplore the 
city’s violation of its responsibilities to its 
residents and am outraged that they find it 
necessary to take such precipitous action.

Great effort through the press is being 
made to draw the attention to the nearness of 
our Bicentennial celebration and the great 
historical achievements of Massachusetts 
patriots in the formative days of our nation. 

Contrary to this effort to place emphasis 
on historical significance, another group 
opposes the restoration of Veterans' Day to its 
date of true historical significance — 
November 11. 

In this atmosphere, the effort by big 
business and labor opposes the restoration of 
November 11 as Veterans' Day. 

Thirty-six states, including all the New 
England States and New York, have voted to 
restore the historical significance of 
November 11 as Veterans' Day, thus saying 
by this act that the restoration of Veterans' 
Day to November 11 is paramount to the 
interest of any other pressure groups. 

In 1918, World War I firing ceased on the 
11 th hour of the 11th day of the 11th month. 
Never was number 11 so firmly stamped in 
history. After that, two dther wars, World 
War II and Korea ended. 

Because of pressure against adding two 
more holidays, in 1953 the name of AR¬ 
MISTICE DAY was changed to VETERANS' 
DAY with the declared intent of making 
November 11 stand symbolically for the 
celebration marking the end of these savage 


wars. Vietnam may now be added to this list. 
There was no dollar sign in front of these ll's. 

Thirty years of relentless pressure 
resulted in capitulating to the long weekends. 
In the juggling, Veterans' Day was moved to 
a day in October, completely without 
significance. Thus, the concern for the 
"almighty buck” and passion for long 
weekends, trampled significance, history and 
meaning. 

If we are to ignore V. E. Day, V. J. Day, 
the Korean ceasefire, and the Vietnam in¬ 
volvement, we ask what is wrong with setting 
aside 11th day of the 11th month as the 
historically significant day to lump together 
the symbolic meaning of the end of these 
wars. What the hell war ever ended on the 
fourth Monday in October? National and state 
resolutions have mandated the restoration of 
November 11 as the day of true historical 
observance of Veterans’ Day. 

The American legion marches shoulder- 
to-shoulder with the V.F.W., D.A.V., AMvets, 
Marine Corp league, and most significantly, 
the Veterans of World War I and the 
auxiliaries of all these fine veteran 
organizations in this cause. In the interest of 
the Bicentennial celebration historical spirit, 
it is urged that Veterans' Day, because of the 
foregoing facts, be mandated to be observed 
on November the 11th and no other day.

A battle is shaping up bet¬ 
ween the Conservation Com¬ 
mission and developers John R. 
and Joseph H. Mclsaac over one 
of the last pieces of undeveloped 
land on the north side of 
Newton. 

The site, over 10 acres on 
Staniford Street in Aubumdale 
is one which the commission 
asked the mayor on Feb. 21 to 
take by eminent domain to 
preserve for recreation, park 
and flood plain resources. 

Their plan was jolted when 
the developers appeared at a 
commission meeting Wed¬ 
nesday, March 21, with plans 
for 140 air-conditioned town- 
houses and garden apartments 
on the Staniford Street site. The 
units are intended for low- 
moderate income housing with 
35 apartments to be leased to 
the Newton Housing Authority 
for subsidized housing. 

The Mclsaac's last effort to 
change the zoning and build 
housing failed due to what the 
developers term "unreasonable 
opposition by abutters who 
didn't want the housing.” 

Attorney for the developer, 
Lawrence Shubow, warned 
commissioners that Newton 
was "not in compliance with 
anti-snob zoning laws and that 
there "are those who have an 
interest in seeing Newton 
brought into compliance." 

The law sets up three per¬ 
centage scales for low-income 
housing building and Newton 
does not meet the requirements. 

If the zoning board turns 
down the developer's request, 
Helen Heyn, secretary to the 
Commission feels the developer 
will challenge the ruling and the 
case will go to court. 

Meanwhile, the com¬ 
missioners are rolling up their 
sleeves for what chairman, 
Dennis Ditelberg, describes as 
their "toughest battle” since 
the developers have "shifted 
the burden onto the com¬ 
mission" to show why the land 
should be saved. Sources say 
the problem is complicated by 
the fact “there is an over¬ 
whelming need for low-income 
housing in Newton.” 

One point the commissioners 
expect to raise is that the 
"North end is in sore need of 
open space." Right now, this 
parcel links West Newton 


playground and Auburndale 
Park. 

Commissioner Debra Howard 
said she saw the parcel as a 
possible "future corridor 
between Staniford Street and 
Norumbega." Commissioner 
Heyn says the parcel is a 
"water storage retention area 
vital to maintain so the next 
flood doesn't inundate the 
area." 

Both Commissioners Howard 
and Heyn point out that if the 
land were taken by eminent 
domain, the commission 
"Would not onject to the 
Planning Department’s 
suggestion that 1.77 acres be left 
for developing housing. 

When Frank Quinn, executive 
director of the NHA heard of 
Mclsaac's plan, he asked "why 
would they want to build on 
swamp?" 

Quinn agreed with the 
Planning Department that the 
high part of the site seemed 
more “logical" for development 
and said the NHA would only be 
interested if the developer could 
build "safe, sanitary, suitable 
housing for our people."

others (the state) impose the 
conditions.” 

Mclsaac’s firm, Aubumdale 
Gardens, proposes to build 32 
attached townhouses and 108 
garden apartments on a 10-acra 
tract off Staniford street, 
Auburndale. Variances from 
present zoning requirements 
include a zone change from 
Residence C to Residence D 
district, a reduction in frontage 
feet per unit, a reduction in 
parking spaces, and no site plan 
approval by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

If the Zoning Board of 
Appeals refuses the variances 
under the comprehensive 
permit, the developer may go to 
the state Housing Appeals 
Committee for hearings and an 
eventual ruling on whether the 
city must grant the permit. 

Shubow said the site has 
received financing approval 
from the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency and 
the plans for the eight-building

Obermayer called Robbins, 
who lives nearby and Robbins 
came to the scane. 

Obermayer was originally 
scheduled to appear in Newton 
District Court on March 26 on 
the assault charge, but said 
that his lawyer, David R. 
Pokross of Belmont had ob¬ 
tained a postponement until 
April 4. 

The cutting of the tree was 
the result of an "operational 
mlxup," getting the Forestry 
Department to the scene a day 
earlier than scheduled, ac¬ 
cording to Director of Public 
Works Richard Dudman. 

Dudman said he had ex¬ 
pected to hear from Ober¬ 
mayer and to discuss the 
removal of the tree with him 
on March 14, and the tree 
workers had arrived one day 
too early. 

The city wants to remove 
the tree because it is diseased 
and damaged and in the 
opinion of city tree consultants 
should be removed for safety 
reasons. 

Obermayer has obtained a 
contrary opinion from another 
tree specialist saying that 
there are 10 years of life left in 
the tree, although admitting 
that there is some damage to 
the trunk. 

Obermayer has maintained 
that there should be a public 
hearing on the removal of the 
tree, at which testimony as to 
the tree’s health could be 
presented. 

Meanwhile, Obermayer has 
obtained a restraining order 
against the city ordering that 
no tree on Chestnut Street be 
cut down before a hearing 
scheduled for 9:30 a.m., 
Tuesday, April 2 in Middlesex 
Superior Court. 


formally approved” by MHFA. 

Opposition to the proposed 
development was led off by 
Newton’s planning director, 
Charles Thomas, who called the 
proposal “unacceptable,” and 
said the city should acquire 
most of the land for con¬ 
servation use and set aside the 
Staniford Street side for low- 
income housing. 

The Conservation Com¬ 
mission, which has the land 
high on its priority list for 
acquisition because it consists 
largely of wetlands, is adjacent 
too the Charles River, and abuts 
Auburndale Park, was 
represented by Helen Heyn, 
who hoped for “immediate 
action" by the Board of 
Aldermen and the mayor to 
acquire the land. 

The Conservation Com¬ 
mission would not object to 
housing on the Staniford Street 
side, she said, but hopes that the 
city will acquire the "major 
portion" for conservation. 

The question of what would be 
built in the flood plain—Shubow 
contended (fit none of the 
housing would occupy flood- 
plain land—concerned many 
who spoke in opposition. 

The effects of accelerated 
runoff of rains from paved 
areas into the Charles River 
were brought up by Newton 
Conservators President 
Garrison Wilkes and by rita 
Barron, director of the Charles 
River Watershed Association. 

Richard McGrath and David 
Jackson, aldermen represen¬ 
ting the Auburndale area, were 
bothered by potential traffic 
and parking problems. 

Heinz Aschkenasi of Kaposia 
street feared that “low-income” 
has become a euphemism for 
slums. 

Still before the Board of 
Aldermen is an amendment to 
the zoning ordinances to allow 
cluster zoning, a concept 
allowing a greater density than 
usual on one portion of a large 
piece of land, provided that the 
overall coverage of the land is 
not greater than would be 
allowed under the regulations 
for the zone. 

A development like that being 
proposed might have qualified 
under cluster zoning. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals 
will meet again on Tuesday, 
April 2, to discuss the petition 
further.

Of the people attending, 13 were found to 
have very high blood pressure and eight had 
marginal readings. Twenty-four had no 
physician. 

The 13 people with dangerously high 
blood pressure were referred immediately to 
their physician and the physician was 
notified. 

Mrs. McGlaston has found that much of 
her clinic day is spent in health counseling. 
For example, people drop in to talk with her 
about problems with alcohol or childrefLyho 
are involved in drug abuse. 

Two 10-year-olds came in to ask questions 
about menstruation. Although there is an 
abundance of literature available at the clinic 
on this and most health subjects, Mrs. 
McGlaston asked the girls’ phone numbers, 
then called their parents to see whether there 
was any objection to her discussing the 
question. (One mother objected.) 

A recently retired woman came into talk 
about a week-long headache that she at¬ 
tributed too her retirement, then after talking 
decided that what she really wanted was to 
get a job. 

There are numerous questions about diet 
and general health. 

One area of health so far shunned by 
visitors is the general one of sex education, 
abortion and birth control, but Mrs. 
McGlaston has informative pamphlets on 
these subjects, as well as services to which 
she can refer clients. 

There has been one inquiry about 
venereal disease. 

There is no suggestion that the clinic 
should substitute for regular medical care, 
but in cases where, for any of many reasons, 
there is no regular attention sought, the clinic 
can be the first step. 

People avoid doctors for many reasons, 
not the least of which is the frequent two-hour 


wait in the doctor’s office for what may seem 
like a trivial complaint Many patients feel as 
if they are imposing on the doctor's time, and 
busy doctors often don’t dispel this idea. 

Others will not go to a doctor because 
they are afraid, still others because they 
cannot afford the fee. 

But, says Mrs. McGlaston, “People are 
concerned about their health and want to 
know more about it." 

Maybe a $5 visit to the clinic will reassure 
some people, and will break the ice for some, 
so that they will know their general health 
status before going to a doctor. 

For a few clients a visit to the clinic and a 
talk with Mrs. McGlaston will convince them 
that they are ill enough to being regular 
doctor visits. 

The clinic uses a referral list from 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital to give a client a 
choice of doctors if there is no family 
physician. 

Mrs. McGlaston emphasizes that no 
(treatment is given at the clinic, and that 
anyone requiring medication or further 
evaluation is always referred to a physician. 

Besides the day-to-day operation and 
special clinics, the Silver Lake Family 
Nursing Health Center has conducted 
seminars on self-examination of the breasts 
for signs of breast cancer and on diet for 
diabetics. 

Funded for a year by fees, the Newton 
Visiting Nurses Association through trusts 
and gifts, and the United Fund, for a total 
budget of around $15,000, the Family Nursing 
Health Center has a provisional life of one 
year, with the possibility of future life 
depending on the volume of clients and the 
money available. 

The clinic is open Monday through 
Friday, 1-4 p.m. The phone number is 965- 
5990. 


Muther discusses reorganization 


Expressing concern that a 
proposal for a new chief 
financial officer could reduce 
the present relative in¬ 
dependence of the city’s 
treasurer and comptroller, the 
Newton Taxpayers’ association 
has requested the Aldermen to 
hold up budget approval of the 
position at least until the powers 
and duties of the office are 
further clarified. 

The Association recommends 
that an earlier proposal, for an 
administrative official to be in 
charge of devising and 
developing procedures and 
evaluating performance under 
the program-performance 
budget, be considered, and, if 
the job is found to be necessary, 
to use a title more accurately 
describing those functions. 

"Our directors disagree with 
the recommendation made in 
the Peat, Marwick, Mitchell & 


Co. management study, that 
Newton’s treasurers and 
comptrollers be moved from the 
jurisdiction of the Boards of 
Aldermen and placed under the 
mayor's," said Lorenz F. 
Muther, Jr., the Association's 
executive director. 

"Although bringing finance 
together with administration 
under the chief executive can be 
good practice in private 
business, we do not agree that it 
is necessarily best in govern¬ 
ment. This is particularly true 
under strong-mayor charters 
such as Newton’s where the 
mayors already have con¬ 
siderable powers and means of 
persuasion,” Muther continued. 

"We think it better, and, 
judged by the experience of 
other governments where 
finance officers have had to be 
pliant if not compliant under the 
influence of strong chief 


executives, we think it safer for 
the future to maintain Newton's 
existing check and balance 
arrangement," he said. 

"Therefore, we do not think 
the implication, that the 
Aldermen may now agree with 
PMM&CO.’s recommended 
shift in authority over the 
treasurers and comptrollers, 
should be allowed to arise by 
way of the budget,” Muther 
concluded.

Question: I’ve promised my children that 
I would bake a gingerbread and serve it with 
whipped cream, and frankly I though I’d save 
time and lust bake a box-type gingerbread 
mix. Well, it was a flop because it was not 
light and tender as I recall gingerbread. Can 
you publish a really good one to be made from 
scratch? I really do enjoy your columns. 
Thanks. — Mrs. A. N., Norwood 

Answer: I hate to say "I told you so," but 
truly, baking from scratch does not take 
longer (except for some quick measuring) 
and the expense is no greater — not only that, 
the results are much better! I do hope that 
you and your family will pile a cloud of 
whipped cream on top of a square of warm, 
fragrant gingerbread and savor every 
crumb! 

OLD FASHIONED GINGERBREAD 

4 cup shortening 

4 cup sugar 

1 cup Grandma's Unsulphured Molasses 

2 eggs 

24 cups all purpose flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

4 teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon ginger 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 

4 teaspoon ground cloves (optlqg 

1 cup hot water 

Cream shortening wittj^Ggar. Blend in 
molasses. Beat in eggs, one at a time. Sift 


together flour, salt, baking powder, baking 
soda and spices. Add to creamed mixture 
alternately with hot water. Turn into a 
greased 9 x 9 x 2-inch baking pan. Bake in 350 
degree oven for 40 minutes. Cool slightly. 
Yield: 9-12 servings. 

Mrs. T. F., Walpole writes: I must share 
with you and the people who read the column 
this unusual recipe. I call it a Baked Carrot 
Ring — it is so tasty and when it is served 
(with canned green peas in the center) the 
dish is just beautiful. I don't consider it a 
company dish though it’s pretty enough; I 
make it quite often for my family because 
they just love it! 

Our thanks, Mrs. T. F. — the ring is all 
you claim it to be! 

BAKED CARROT RING 

4 cup brown sugar 
4 cup vegetable shortening 

3 eggs, separated 

14 cups carrots, grated 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 tablespoon cold water 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 cup flour 

4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon nut 

Creamafpr and shortening. Blend in 
egg yoUM^arrots, lemon juice and water. 
Mixj^wfted dry ingredients. Beat egg whites 
stiff and fold into batter. Pour into 
greased 6 cup ring mold. Bake in a 350 degree 
oven for 40 minutes. Serve with peas in the 
center of ring if desired. Serves 8. 

Question: Ever since I was very little, 
I’ve considered Kasha and Bows (groats and 
pasta shaped bow-like) a winter treat 


whenever we had meat for dinner. Recently, 
however, I tried varying the Kasha — making 
it with onions, but the results were not good. 
Can you suggest a variation please? — Mrs. 
N. Y., Chestnut Hill 

Answer: Kasha (buckwheat groats) is a 
cereal well known In Russia. Served as a side 
dish with meats, it has a nutty flavor that is 
quite pleasant. See what you think of this 
method of preparation: 

KASHA WITH MUSHROOMS 
One-third cup margarine 
4 cup chopped onion 
4 cup chopped green pepper 
2 cups kasha 

4 cups hot chicken broth or water 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper _ 

1 cup sliced muslmiiM^fVTeed in 
margarine 

Mj^^ffgarine; add onion and green 
and saute lightly for 5 minutes. Add 
Pasha and mix thoroughly. Transfer to 
casserole. Add hot broth. Season. Cover, and 
bake in preheated 325 degree oven for 1 hour. 
Check every 15 minutes to see if more liquid is 
needed. Add sauteed mushrooms; bake 10 
minutes longer. Serves 6. 

Question: I have a problem. I am going to 
have dinner guests and because my guests 
attend many gatherings, I want my main dish 
to be a little different — and I was told that 
Moussaka would be ideal main dish, except 
that I have never prepared it and I'm afraid 
to take the chance. I also need a very easy, 
light dessert. I would be grateful for your 
help. — Mrs. E. M. I.. Dedham 

Answer: First of all, it’s not a good idea to 
prepare a dish for your guests before you've

done a trial run on it yourself. I would suggest 
you make your Moussaka for your family — 
they're bound to like it — and then, you're all 
set. As for dessert — it's a breeze! 

MOUSSAKA 

2 pounds ground lean lamb 

1 eggplant (24 pounds) 

1 onion, chopped 

3 tablespoons olive oil 

2 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoon pepper 

4 teaspoon garlic powder 

2 cans (6 oz. size) tomato paste 

1 container (6 oz.) yoghurt 

4 egg yolks 

4 cup flour 

Peel and cut eggplant into 4-inch slices, 
sit and set aside for 1 hour. Pour off 
collected liquid. Saute chopped onion In 1 
tablespoon oil. Add lamb, salt, pepper, garlic 
and tomato paste. Cook until meat is slightly 
brown. Put some oil in another skillet. Dip 
eggplant slices in flour and brown on both 
sides. In large casserole, arrange alternate 
layers of eggplant and meat mixture, 
finishing with eggplant. Bake uncovered at 
350 degrees for about 1 hour. Blend yoghurt, 
egg yolks and flour and mix well. Pour over 
top of cj.sserole and bake 15 minutes more or 
until brown. Serves 8. 

EASY COFFEE CREAM 

4 pound marshmallows 

4 cup strong coffee, very hot 

4 pint (1 cup) heavy cream, whipped 

Cut marshmallows into small pieces with 
wet scissors. Put in top of double boiler with 
coffee. When marshmallows are melted, put 
aside to cool. Add whipped cream and chill. 
Serves 8.

Accessories 


See that executive walking purposefully down the 
street, his attache case held firmly In his hand? Chances 
are that case holds no top secret documents, only his lunch 
carefully camouflaged to avoid the brown-bag look. 

We recently polled a group of people as they munched 
their way through lunch eating sandwiches obviously 
prepared at home. (They were big.) “Why do you bring 
_ your lunch?" The reasons were varied. One stated simply 
that if she bought her lunch every day, plus the increased 
price of gas to get her to work, she would not have any 
money left at the end of the week for the many necessities of 
life. Another said that his wife didn't mind packing a lunch 
and, he added hastily, by not wasting precious minutes 
ordering food, he has time to play a quick game of chess 
with a fellow brown-bagger. Still another said that after 12 
years of buying lunches, the taste of home-made is what he 
prefers. 

Lunch toting has never been the single prerogative of 
children, and nowadays adults are discovering that a well 
thought out lunch can be as nourishing as a hot meal. Wide 
mouth thermos jugs allow for hot soups and stews and small 
cans of fruits and puddings can add pleasure to the lunch 
hour. 

Lunches do need variety — variety that is carefully 
planned to meet the nutritional needs of all ages. The Basic 
Four food groups are: meat, fish, eggs or cheese from the 
meat group; lettuce and fruit, enriched bread from the 
bread and cereal group and milk (whole or skimmed). 

Indeed, sandwich making is more than just putting two 
slices of bread together. It is an act of love — a wife can 
bring a note of confidence to a child when she tucks in a 
note: "Good luck on your test!” . . . there’s the same 
thoughtfulness when she encloses a clever quote or cartoon 
along with a favorite cookie or piece of cake for her 
husband. 

Crisp celery, carrots, cucumber, turnip, radish, fennel 
and zucchini sticks are best when put in ice water over¬ 
night Crunchy leaves of lettuce, cabbage, spinach add 
texture to soft fillings but should be packed separately and 
added before the first bite. Grated carrots and celery 
provide texture and flavor to meat fillings. Grated 
cucumber and celery complement tuna and seafood mix¬ 
tures. 

CHEESEBURGER LOAF SANDWICHES 

1 pound ground beef 

14 oz. envelope ground beef seasoning 

1 cup soft bread crumbs 

4 cup milk Cheddar cheese, cut in small cubes 

4 cup catsup 

4 cup milk 

1 egg 

Enriched white bread 
Prepared mustard 

Combine ground beef, seasoning mix, bread crumbs, 
cheese, catsup, milk and egg; blend well. Shape into loaf in 
baking pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 40-50 minutes. Cool and 
slice. Use for sandwiches, spreading bread with mustard 
and. if desired catsup. Makes 6 large sandwiches. 

GOLDENSPREAD 

4 cup diced luncheon meat 
4 cup shredded carrots 
4 cup salted peanuts 
24 tablespoons mayonnaise 

Mix ingredients and spread on French bread. Makes 
14 cups or 54> sandwiches. 

BA YSIDE SANDWICH 

4 cup drained sweet pickle relish 

3 tablespoons mayonnaise 

12 slices pumpernickel or rye bread 

4 pound chilled, cooked shrimp, halved lengthwise 
24 thin slices peeled cucumber 

4 cup margarine, softened 
One-third cup chopped cashews 


3 tablespoons chopped parsley 
14 tablespoons aromatic bitters 
Combine relish and mayonnaise; spread over 6 bread 
slices. Arrange sliced shrimp over relish; top with 
cucumber slices. Blend margarine, cashews, parsley and 
bitters; spread over remaining bread slices. Close sand¬ 
wiches, spread side down. Yield: 6 sandwiches. 

PINEAPPLE CHICKEN 

1 cup chopped cooked chicken 

4 cup well-drained crushed pineapple 

3 tablespoons finely chopped celery 

4 teaspoon salt 

3 tablespoons mayonnaise-type salad dressing 

Combine all ingredients. Filling for 4 sandwiches. 
TUNA AND EGG 

4 cup flaked canned tuna 

2 hard cooked eggs, chopped 

2 tablespoons chopped onion 
4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon Accent 
Few grains pepper 

3 tablespoons mayonnaise type salad dressing 

Mix all ingredients together. Yield: filling for 4 sand¬ 
wiches. 


SPECIAL PEANUT BUTTER MIX 
4 cup peanut butter 
2 tablespoons mayonnaise 
4 cup grated carrot 
2 tablespoons chopped raisins 

Blend peanut butter with mayonnaise and mix in 
remaining ingredients.

4 cup mayonnaise 

2 tablespoons finely chopped onion

Spring accessories will have the look of discretion,

So say the designers and that means no jarring notes — 
nothing stands out or makes a vulgar noise — all ac¬ 
cessories should harmonize with a gentle blending. 

It’s going to be a "dotty” season — polka dots in every 
size imaginable will dance wildly on dresses, gowns, 
raincoats, umbrellas, scarves — those spots before your 
eyes will be very real. 

As usual, it's not what’s new in accessories but how you 
wear them. Take scarves, for example. The scarf-wrapped 
head is the sporty tie-on with the new big skirts and scanty 
tops. 

No item is a versatile as the scarf — they twist to im¬ 
provise bras, halters and bare-tops. Shirred tubes, deep- 
plunge halters and tiny tops will be offered 
on scarf counters. You will also find scarf-printed clutch 
bags with colorful provincial prints, African and Chinese 
motifs as well as young-looking gingham, stripes and polka 
dots. This spring the square shape (large or small) wins out 
over the oblong. 

Wearing a tailored shirt? Fold your head-sized square 
(or rectangle) and tuck it under the collar in back — then tie 
in front into a bow, normal fashioa 

A long, slinky scarf looks best worn twisted around a 
long, lean neck and casually draped down the back in a 
careless flyaway manner. Those with short or fat necks are 
better off with other scarf looks. 

When two scarves are offered — one selling for $10 and 
the other for $5, which one to buy? Price isn’t always the 
answer. Often times the less expensive one will give longer 
wear. 

The more expensive scarf may boast a lovely pat¬ 
tern, often times the work of a well-known designer along 
with impressive signature, however, the cost of applying 
the colors and the prestige of hiring the designer’s efforts 
often times means that the manufacturer may resort to 
using 100 per cent acetate (an inexpensive fiber) with the 
results that the scarf will not stand up to constant wear. 

Mass-producing the less expensive scarf, on the other 
hand, means that the more expensive 100 per cent polyester 
will be used. Which brings us to the question, why not create 
your own scarf collection merely by keeping an eye on the 
remnant counter of your fabric center. There are no laws, 
no patterns, no guidelines — you know your basic shapes — 
square, oblong, rectangular. Examine your own supply of 
scarves and you'll have and excellent idea of the type of 
fabric to look for ... soft enough to drape and tie, which 
means your scarf can be anything in the line of chiffon, 
lightweight silk-like knits, cotton-blends to name a few. 
Remember though, it's important that you cut the scarf 
straight with the grain — always straight with the grain of 
the fabric. The only exception would be the cutting of a 
rectangular scarf which should be cut on the bias. Finish off 
your edges with tiny stitches on a hand-rolled hem. 

Use a scarf to adorn one of the many plain, undecorated 
hats of the season, or even wear the scarf as a head- 
covering beneath a hat. You can also tie an oblong about the 
head, twist and braid both ends into one single flat "flower" 
over one ear. 

Another scarf trick is using it as a strapless top look. 
This is, of course for the less amply endowed. Here's what 
you do, and it does take practice if you don’t want to look 
fly-away or run the hazard of ending up topless by accident. 
Using two oblong scarves, wrap one around the bust 
tie securely in back. Take another oblong (perhaps in 
ther color) and loop it through the front and tie at the 
... or, using a very long oblong scarf (anywhere from 
to 2) bring from around back, cross over bust and 
the neck.

with a declining enrollment, 
as shown by a demographic 
study made by the School 
Department. 

(The vote on the bond issue 
following the public meeting 
was 4-2 in favor, with one 
abstention. Those in favor 
were Aid. Joseph McDonnell, 
Matthew Jefferson, Alan 
Barkin, and Susan Schur; 
opposed were Chairman 
Edward Richmond and David 
Jackson; Ernest Dietz ab¬ 
stained.) 

However, most felt that the 
school needed some upgrading 
and perhaps a smaller ad¬ 
dition than the one planned. 

It was estimated that 
relatively little money would 
be saved by creating a 7,000- 
sq. ft. addition instead of the 
14,000-sq. ft. addition, and the 
loss of e new two-station 
gymnasium to save about 
9170,000 total, after reim¬ 
bursement and including bond 
interest, did not justify the 
long delay in work that would 
be caused by having the work 
redesigned. 

If the Board approves the 
project April 1, Larson said 
last week, the contractor 
could start work this June and 
the work would be completed 
in July, 1975. 

Redesign would require the 


project's going through the 
lengthy process of the Design 
Review Committee and other 
procedures, and start of 
construction might not occur 
for two years.

The Board of Aldermen may, and always does, find 
more money to cut from the budget after the Finance 
Committee makes its budget recommendations, although 
there is comparatively little left to cut 

The board may not add to any item In the budget but 
may ask the mayor to do so. 

The full board has been asked to meet as a committee of 
the whole tonight (Thursday) to reconsider some changes 
in the budget, including funding for Turnabout (a coun¬ 
seling service), the Newton Guidance Clinic, and the 
psychiatric clinic of Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 

Small, in his budget message, calls on Newton 
legislators to examine more closely the effect of state bills 
passed without concern for how the cities and towns will 
fund the actions required In the bills.

efforts. 

Comptroller Arthur Marr is singled out for special 
thanks. "This is Mr. Marr’s last budget performance with 
us before hb retirement, and I am sure I express the sen¬ 
timents not only of my colleagues who sit on this Board of 
Aldermen today, but also those who have worked with 
Arthur over many years,” Samll said.

Harold Russell, chairman of 
the President’s Committee on 
Employment of the Han¬ 
dicapped, recently visited the 
Carroll Rehabilitation Center 
for the Visually Impaired in 
Newton. 

Russell became known 
nationally for his role in "The 
Best Years of Our Lives," for 
which he won two Academy 
Awards-one as best supporting 
actor of 1946 and the other for 
"bringing aid and comfort to 
disabled veterans through the 
medium of motion picutres," an 
unprecedented award in cinema 
history. 

After making the movie, 
Russell continued to support 
disabled people through activity 
in the Anti-Defamation League 
of B'nai B'rith, the American 
Veterans of World War II, of 
which he was national com¬ 
mander in the late ‘40’s, and the 
World Veterans Federation, 
which he helped found. 

He has been a member of the 
President's Committee on 
Employment of the Han¬ 
dicapped since 1948. Appointed 
vice chairman in 1962, he 
traveled throughout the country 


on speaking engagements for 
the committee and, in 1964, 
became chairman. His positive 
approach to the vocational 
problems of the more than 15 
million handicapped Americans 
is reflected in his appeal to 
employers to look for ability 
Instead of disability and to 
recognize the advantages to the 
employer of hiring the han¬ 
dicapped. 

Married to his childhood 
sweetheart during the filming of 


"The Best Years of Our Lives,” 
Russell now lives in Natick. 

The Carroll Center, formerly 
the Catholic Guild for All the 
Blind, is a non-sectarian agency 
which specialises in the 
rehabilitation of blinded adults. 
It was renamed in honor of the 
late Rev. Thomas J. Carroll, 
executive director of the agency 
for 25 years, and an in¬ 
ternationally known pioneer in 
the field of rehabilitation for 
blind people.

Mailgram messages by Postal 
Service and Western Union. 


The U.S. Postal Service and 
Western Union announced 
today that MAILGRAM 
messages will be transmitted 
coast-to-coast via the WESTAR 
domestic communications 
satellite to be launched next 
month from the Kennedy Space 
Center. 

And the Postal Service an¬ 
nounced that it will offer the 
public a package of three items 
to commemorate the start of the 
new service—a cache ted launch 
cover cancelled at the Kennedy 
Space Center, a MAILGRAM 
message transmitted via 
WESTAR and a cacheted 
MAILGRAM envelope in which 
the official launch cover and the 
message will be delivered. The 
message will be written by the 
Postal Service to commemorate 
the event. 

MAILGRAM was developed 
jointly by the Postal Service 
and Western Union and the two 
organizations expect a 
significant increase in 
MAILGRAM volume will be 
made possible by the satellite's 
capability to handle more 
transmissions. Approximately 
300,000 MAILGRAMS presently 
- are being sent weekly. 

MAILGRAMS presently are 
transmitted over Western 
Union’s high-speed com¬ 
munications network to 
teleprinter terminals located in 
119 key postal installations 
Deliveries are then made the 
next business day by regular 
postal service. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Agency will launch 
WESTAR for Western Union on 
April 11. The official launch 
covered will be cancelled at 
Kennedy Space Center and will 
be shipped to California so as to 
be ready when WESTAR, after 
operational checkouts, is put 
into service at a date to be 
announced. 

The earth stations serving 
Wes tar for the first day tran¬ 


smission are located at Glen- 
wood, New Jersey and Steele 
Valley, California. The special 
transmission being offered to 
collectors will be from east to 
west and it will be in California 
that the Florida-cancelled 
launch coveres and transmitted 
messages will be placed in 
special cacheted MAILGRAM 
envelopes for delivery.

How would I go ah^T figuring 
out my proftyn It for tax 
purposes 
‘A. O^ffs of rental property 
can smKn any expenses paid in 
of operating the 
ital unit These expenses 
’would Include real estate taxes, 
mortgage interest, utilities, 
repairs or any other expenses 
paid in operating the rental 
unit In addition, you would 
depreciate the cost of the 
building, plus any im¬ 
provements made to the 
property over its useful life. 

Q. Someone told me that I 
can’t take a loss on a bouse that 
I’m renting to my mother. Why 
not? 

A. If you rent to a friend or 
relative at a rent which is less 
than fair rental value, you may 
not take a loss on that rental 
property but you may reduce 
your income from it by the 
amounts you spend on 1) 
mortgage interest, real estate 
taxes, 2) operating expenses 
and 3) depreciation. These must 
be applied in the order listed. 

Q. Where should I file my 
federal Income tax return? 

A. Federal tax returns for 
residents of Massachusetts 
should be sent to: Internal 
Revenue Service Center, 310 
Lowell Street, Andover, Mass. 
01812. 

Q. I understand that I can call 
IRS for help with my taxes, but 
Fm a working person and can’t 
make personal calls during the 
day. How can I get belp? 

A. If you live in Springfield 
you may call 785-1201 on 


Saturdays from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
and Monday evenings until 8 
p.m. In Worcester calling 757- 
2712 during those same hours 
will connect you with Tax¬ 
payers Assistance there. 
Residents of Boston call 223-3431 
and the rest of the state (1-800- 
392-6288) can get telephone 
information until 8 p.m. on 
Mondays, until 5:30 p.m. 
Tuesdays through Fridays, and 
from 9 a.m. until 1 p.m. on 
Saturdays. 

Q. In 19721 took the standard 
deducatiou since the only large 
dednctib^fxpense I had was 
for iWwT st on my car loan. Now 
a house and am Itemizing 
my deductions. Since I didn’t 
take a deducatlon for the in¬ 
terest last year, may I include It 
on my 1973 return? 

A. No, you were given credit 
for such expenses withint the 
standard deduction. You may 
only deduct expenses which you 
paid during 1973. 

Q. I'm a government em¬ 
ployee. May I deduct the 
amounts I’m paying Into my 
pension fund? 

A. No, this expense is not 
deductible on federal tax 
returns. 

Q. Is my car insurance 
deductible? 

A. If your car is only used for 
personal purposes, no portion of 
insurance on it is deductible. A 
portion of this and other 
automobile expenses may be 
deducted if you use your car for 
business purposes. 

Q. Last year I took a 
deduction for a casualty loss 
that I didn’t think my Insurance 
company would cover. This 


year they paid me an amount 
equal to the amount of the loss. 
Is this Income to me? 

A. Yes, you must report as 
Income any reimbursement for 
expenses for which you took a 
deducatlon in prior years. Show 
it on line 37 of Form 1040. Q. 
I’ve spent a lot of money on 
lottery tickets but have never 
won. How do I show my loss? 

A. You have no deductible 
loss. This is a personal expense. 
Wagering losses are deductible 
only up to the amount of 
wagering winnings. 

Q. I was given some stock a 
few years ago and would like to 
sell It now. How do I figure out 
whether I have a gain or loss to 
report? 

A. If the fair market value of 
the stock at the time of the gift 
was less than the donor's ad¬ 
justed basis, your basis of the 
stock for gain is the same as the 
donor's adjusted basis. Your 
basis for loss is the fair market 
value at the time of the gift 
This means that if the fair 
market value when it was given 
to you was (25 per share and the 
donor's basis was (30 per share, 
you'd have a (5 gain if you sold 
it for (35 and a (5 loss if you sold 
it for (20. If the fair market 
value of the property was 
greater than the donor's ad¬ 
justed basis just before the gift 
was made, your basis for either 
gain or loss is the donor's ad¬ 
justed basis Increased by the 
gift tax paid on the gift to you, 
not to exceed the fair market 
value of the property at the time 
of the gift.

Questions 
and Answers 

Q. The stock I recently sold 
for $40 a share was Inherited at 
.. time when It sold for (30 on 
the stock market Jy father 
bought It 15 years ago for $25 a 
share. How mack of a gain per 
share do I have?. 

A. Your basis Is the fair 
market value on the date of 
your father’s death (unless an 
altematue valuation date was 
elected for estate tax purposes). 

In your case It appears you have 
a gain of $10 per share. 

Q. I’m single and ran my own 
household, paying all the ex¬ 
penses for myself. May I use 
Head of Household rates for 
figuring my tax? 

A. No, you must file using 
rates or tables for single tax¬ 
payers. Only persons providing 
over half the cost of a household 
for another person may con¬ 
sider using Head of Household 
rates. Normally the person for 
whom the household is provided 
must be a dependent relative 
who lives with you. The only 
exceptions to this are 1) your 
parents who are your depen¬ 
dents but do not live with you 
although they do live in a 
household for which you 
provided half the support, and 
2) your child who is not your 
dependent but who lives with 
you in your home for which your 
provide over half the support 
Only unmarried persons may 
use this filing status, except in 
the case of married persons who 
have lived apart from their 
spouses all year who provide 
households for. their children 
who live with them. 

Q. Is telephone tax deduc¬ 
tible? 

A. Telephone tax, like all 
other federal taxeB is not 
deductible. 

Q. I won $2,500 In the lottery 
after having spent $23 on 
tickets. Can I Just report $2,477, 
the difference between what I 
won and what I spent to win it? 

A. It’s not that easy, I’m 
afraid. You must report $2,500 
as lottery winnings on line 37 of 
Form 1040 and if you choose to 
itemize deductions you may 
deduct the $23 as a 
miscellaneous itemized 
* deduction. If you take the 
standard deduction you must 
still report the whole $2,500. 

Q. My lottery winnings were 
$100. I’ve got old tickets for 1073 
that cost me $150. Do I pot $150 
down under miscellaneous 
itemized deductions? 

A. No, you may only deduct 
expenses to the extent of your 
winnings. 

Q. Because of an argument, 
my boss hasn’t paid me yet for 
one week’s work. Can 1 take a 
deduction lor it? 

A. Since this is simply income 
which you have not yet 
received, it is not a deductible 
expense. You cannot take a 
deduction against noo-existant t 
income. Make sure that week’s 
wages were not included in the 
W-2 you file with your return. 

Q. I don’t have as much in 
itemized deductions as the 
standard deduction would allow 
me but I have to use the long 
form to report my income from 
the sale of a bouse. What should 
I do to figure out my tax? 

A. If you do not want to 
itemize your deductions you will 
use the standard deduction, 
whether or not you use the long 
or short form If your income is 
under $ 10,000 you should use the 
tax tables. If it is $10,000 or 
more you must compute your 
tax by deducting the amount of 
your standard deduction and 
exemptions and using Schedule 
X, Y, or Z. 

Q. My income is $24*0 from 
wages, $170 in Interest, $1,700 in 
Social Security. What is my 
income for purposes of using the 
sales tax table*? 1 certainly 
spend more on sales tax than an 
average with an income equal 
to the om I have to pay taxes oa. 

A. ALthough only your wages 
and interest are taxable, you 
should include all your non- 
taxable income in the total 
income you use on the optional 
state sales tax tables. You 
would use $5,170. 

Q. When I have the time I 
make pottery la my basement 
Sometimes 1 manage to sell a 
few pieces, but my expeases are 
much higher than my Income. 
How does this affect my federal 
tax return? May I take a loss? 

A. No loss is allowed to you. 
You should file a Schedule C 
with your Form 1040 to show 
how much you received from 
these sales and the expenses 
you Incurred to reduce your 
income to aero. 
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Bill filed by Humphrey and Moakley to fight unemployment

Senator Hubert H. Humphrey 
(D-Mlnn.) and Congressman 
Joe Moakley (D-Mass.) have 
introduced comprehensive 
legislation to fight energy 
related unemployment 
The two Democratic 
legislators represent areas 
particularly hard hit by the 


energy crunch. 

Senator Humphrey estimates 
that national unemployment 
could reach 5.8 per cent to 6.5 
per cent during 1974. He con¬ 
trasts this with the pre-crisis 
figure of 4.5 per cent during 
October, 1973 to demonstrate 
the need for Federal action. 


Moakley stated that Boston 
unemployment may already 
have exceeded 8 per cent 
"There are 2,000 households 
in the city whose breadwinners 
don’t have Jobs today — Jobs 
they were working hard at until 
the energy crisis robbed them of 
a livelihood," he said. 


Moakley added that new 
Labor Department statistics 
underline the additional Impact 
of the energy crisis on em¬ 
ployment "Energy layoffs 
account for 18 per cent of our 
nation’s unemployment," he 
said. "Of 313,000 unemployment 
compensation claims filed 


during the week ended March 
2nd, 49,600 workers attributed 
their Job loss to the energy 
crisis. This means that more 
than 425,000 people have lost 
their Jobs since the onset of the 
crisis.’’ 

Moakley added that "these 
figures indicate an urgent need 


for the kind of legislation 
Senator Humphrey and I are 
proposing. 

"And," he noted, "this has 
been recognized by Congress. 
More than 30 of my colleagues 
in the House have agreed to add 
their names to this bill as co¬ 
sponsors." 


The Humphrey-Moakley bill 
would provide: 

-Financial assistance to 
public service employers to 
provide Jobs for the unem¬ 
ployed; 80 per cent of the 
federal funds would be divided 
among states according to the 
number of Jobless.

in North gym program 


Before Newton North High School was 
built, shivering students in gray uniforms 
could be seen running across Elm Street 
twice an hour during the winter months. 

They were commuting between the 
boys' locker room and the now-demolished 
drill shed on the old Newton High School 
campus. 

The drill shed, which was more like a 
barn than a modem gymnasium, was used 
for basketball games and running. 

In those impoverished days, there was 
no swimming pool or physical fitness room 
at the high school. Limited facilities 
dictated that there be few options 
available to students in gym classes. 

According to Jim Ronayne, the 
physical education program at the high 
school has changed radically. 

"The physical education program is 
all elective now,” said Ronayne. He ex¬ 
plained that during a recent eight-week 
quarter, nine physical education activities 
were offered to Newton North students. 

It used to be that one half the gym at 
the old high school was for boys and the 
other hall was for girls. A diversion for the 
boys would be for them to peek through a 
crack in the partition at the girls doing 
dance exercises. 

Most of the gym programs at the high 
school are now coeducational. Coed 
activities include gymnastics, swimming, 
body building or fitness, volleyball, bad¬ 
minton, dance and fencing. 

“Everything is co-ed except boys' and 
girls' team sports," Ronanyne noted. "If a 
boy is competitive he usually goes for 
team sports.” 

Ronayne commented that the facilities 
at the new high school help to make the 
elective system possible. 

There is a physical fitness room with 
all sorts of impressive equipment. 
Students move from station to station

working with weights, pedalling bicycles, 
etc. 

Boys and girls share the physical 
fitness room. Ronayne noted that boys 
emphasize working on the top half of their 
bodies, while girls concentrate on the 
lower half. 

Ronayne added that the materials for 
teaching golf at the high school are better 
than an average golf professional would 
probably have. 

Physical education is divided into 
eight-week quarters. A student receives 
two credits for passing gym. 

There are no longer any semi-annual 
physical fitness tests for evaluating 
students. Passing gym is largely depen¬ 
dent on a student's attendance. 

Ronayne said that subjective 
evaluations are made of students' "spirit 
of competition." He stated that "we're 
getting away from measuring everybody 
by a number." 

Superior effort in gym is noted on 
white cards which are placed in a student's 
file. 

Ronayne said that the stimulus for the 
present program came from Reggie 
Smith, who was head of the physical 
education department at Newton North at 
the time of his death last month. 

Student absences have always plagued 
gym classes. Ronayne said that this 
problem still remains. He noted that 
students are especially inclined to skip' 
first and last period gym classes. 

All the options offered are apparently 
not enough for everyone. Ronayne 
remembered one student who was in¬ 
volved in yoga and table tennis, and then 
stopped coming to gym. "His scope was 
gone," Ronayne remarked. 


Ronayne said that physical education 
should be enjoyable, but that "it should 
also have a learning feature." He men¬ 
tioned tennis and golf as two activities 
which can teach skills that can be used by 
students in later years. 

"We have to guard against being too 
recreationally minded," Ronayne said. 
"We’re trying to get a balance between 
carry-over (tennis, golf) and term 
(basketaball, soccer, touch football ac¬ 
tivities." 

Ronayne commented that students are 
sometimes resentful of instruction. He 
gave an example of a gym class containing 
two friends. If it is determined that one kid 
is more skilled in the activity than the 
other, the less-skilled student may be 
resentful if he is separated from his friend 
for instruction. 

In addition to regularly scheduled gym 
classes, there are four open gym periods 
every week at Newton North. Connect- ! 
ed with open campus, it is open to "anyone f 
with a pair of sneakers. Students primarily 1 
play volleyball and basketball. Next year; t 
there will be six open periods. 

Students who enjoy athletics can also 
participate in intramurals and after- 
school sports. 

There were intramural basketball and 
hockey teams during the winter months. 
Approximately 90 students were involved 
in these sports. 

There were also numerous varsity and 
junior varsity teams. 

Girls were involved in cheerleading, 
gymnastics, basketball and orchesis (a 
dance group). Boys competed in: 
basketball, hockey, wrestling, gym-i 
nasties, track and swimming. Rlflery was^ 
coeducational. 

Recently, 258 letters were awarded to 
students for involvement in winter 
athletics. This was the most letters ever 
awarded.

And 
those fans did indeed come down to Madison 
Square Garden to cheer them on. 

They proved to themselves that they were 
the team they knew they could be and when 
they walk around the Heights this spring they 
can be proud. 

When they left for the preliminaries 
many people thought it would be a quick trip^ 
As underdogs they gained a thrilling one poiiJP’ 
victory over the Cincinnati Bearcats. Befapr 
taking on the University of Connecticut 
went back to Boston for four days of res)**' 

Upon entering Madison Squara Garden 
for the second time they started play like they 
were still in Chestnut Hill resting. It was not 
until shortly after the eight minute mark that 
B.C. chalked up its first Held goal, though a 
series of foul shots kept them close. But in¬ 
consistent play caused them to be down by as 
much as 10 and they left at halftime down 
seven. 

With around 15 minutes left in the game 
they were down 17, 57-40. 

UConn slowed down the game's pace. The 
Huskies were in foul trouble. This was the 
point in the game senior Mark Raterrink 
referred to when he said he decided not to look 
at the clock any more and just keep pluging to 
make the game respectable. 

Respectable was an understatement as 
B.C. staged a tremendous comeback. 

With three minutes left, the game was 
tied at 70. With 26 seconds left, UConn led 73- 
72. Jere Nolan scored with a layup and UConn 
hit on a quick jumper. Only 11 seconds were 
left. 

B.C. fans will long remember the end of 
this game. The play Nolan called for fell 


apart. He passed the ball to Raterrink, got it 
back, and passed to Paul Berwanger. The kid 
from Cornwall N.Y. spun around and threw 
in the basket a crazy six to eight foot jump 
hook. Time ran out before UConn could put 
the ball into play. 

The buzzer beater avenged a loss to 
UConn which occurred only a couple of weeks 
earlier. It may also have mde up for the 
buzzer beaters defeated B.C. down in 
Providence and against B.U. The Eagles 
savored the win for a day and a half and then 
it was on to the semis and the Utes of Utah. 

The first half was close. Bob Carrington 
hit nine of 12 field goals and had 25 of B.C.'s 
first half points.

No, Boston College did not win the N.I.T.,

Bills aid juveniles 


A. Joseph DeNucci of Newton 
testified last week before the 
Joint Committee on Social 
Welfare in favor of two pieces of 
legislation he filed that would 
aid juvenile offenders. 

The two bills are co-sponsored 
by Newton representatives Paul 
H. Guzzi (D) and Represen¬ 
tative David J. Mofenson (D). 

Speaking on the first bill, 
H.1104, which would limit the 
number of children who may be 
detained by the Department of 
Youth Services in one detention 
home or facility, DeNucci said, 
"I feel the intent and purpose of 
this bill is quite obvious in that it 
would create a better op¬ 
portunity to devote special care 
and attention to youngsters in 
difficulty." 

DeNucci, former world- 
ranked professional boxer, 


further stated "The smaller the 
institution the greater chance a 
youngster has of getting the 
attention and therapy he or she 
needs or deserves, the added 
care he or she in all probability 
would not receive in a more 
populated, more im¬ 
personated institution." 

DeNucci, a legislative aide 
and general court officer in the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, also urged the 
committee to act favorably on 
the second bill, H.4361, which 
would establish a second youth 
forestry camp under the 
Department of Youth Services. 

He said, “I feel this proposal 
will offer a worthwhile and 
progressive alternative to the 
usual pracice ot in¬ 
stitutionalization of juvenile 
offenders." 


DeNucci then informed the 
Committee members, "There is 
currently a youth forestry camp 
located in Nickerson State Park 
in East Brewster, Mass., for 14 
to 17-year-old adjudicated and 
court-referred boys. The 
program has met with great 
success, according to follow-up 
studies regarding the rate of 
recividism. 

DeNucci stated, "Although 
there is no geographical site 
mentioned in this bill, I feel that 
our second forestry camp 
should, if possible, be located in 
the western part of the state for 
a geographical balance." 

In conclusion DeNucci said, 
"I hope that this committee, in 
its wisdom, acts favorably on 
these proposals and gives these 
youngsters the opportunity of 
assuming their roles in society 
as useful citizens." 


Litany of parking woes goes on

Another episode in Newton High's litany of parking 
problems is in the making. As the novelty of the new school 
diminishes, the faculty, administration, neighbors and 
students are faced with choosing a plan for the exterior 
facilities which would include the parking lot. 

Parking in the past, has caused such a problem that the 
residents of the streets bordering the Newton North 
Complex formed an association to find a viable solution to 
it. The resulting Newton North High School Neighborhood 
Association maintains that "choking the streets with high 
school parking threatens the safety of children, restricts the 
access of fire and other emergency vehicles, makes dif¬ 
ficult the provision of city services... and undermines the 
character of one of Newton's fine residential neigh¬ 
borhoods." 

The school’s parking needs must therefore be satisfied 
by an off-street parking lot providing for about 300 cars. The 
association's study of three proposed parking situations 
only succeeded in provoking “an every man for himself 
attitude" among the separate neighborhood factions, when 
they should strive as a group to find an acceptable solution 
to their problems and the practical ones of walking distance 
to the school, aesthetics and traffic control. 

The three proposals provide that Elm Road be 
eliminated from Walnut Street to the point where it would 
form a curve with Kimball Terrace. Cars would be able to 
drive out Kimball to Otis Street or to Walnut Street via the 
former Russell Court. 

Parking lots A and B pose almost identical problems. 
The former would extend from beside the student mall 
along Elm Road to the other side of Kimball Terrace where 
it would extend to Walnut Street. Entrances would be on 
Elm Road and on Russell Court. The latter plan would 
extend to the right of the abbreviated Elm Road and along 
Kimball Terrace to Russell but would stop before it got to

Walnut Street Each of these sltuaations are at a great 
distance from the athletic complex at the Hull Street side of 
the school so that they offer no solution to the traffic tie ups 
unloading athletic buses cause at the Hull Street door. 

Another problem involves drivers who will refuse to 
walk the distance from the parking spaces closest to Walnut 
Street in Parking Lot A and who may clog side streets in 
their attempts to park closer to the building. 

A traffic menace would develop as cars enter and exit 
from Russell Court into the Cabot-Otis-Walnut Street in- 
tersectioa The Kimball Terrace to Otis Street exit involves 
a narrow residential street which would not lend itself to the 
strain a swollen traffic flow would present. 

The problem of a swollen traffic flow is least likely in 
Plan C. which provides for a parking lot to extend from tty 
Student Mall along the athletic field to a gate on Walnui 
Street. A median strip decked with shrubbery and lined 
with benches would enhance the aesthetic value of the 
campus 

Buses carrying athletic teams and residents using the 
recreation facilities could park near the school and tickets 
could be taken more easily at football games because of the 
presence of a fence with gates. 

The sole opposition to this plan comes from the 
residents near the Walnut Street exit who claim that their 
children will be unable to cross the street and that the blind 
curve at Hull and Walnut which has been the scene of many 
accidents would cause a tremendous problem. 

Walnut Street however, is a main thoroughfare where 
traffic problems pose less of a threat than they do at 
Kimball Terrace. Plan C is the most viable solution because 
of its universal possibilities. The proposed situations can be 
adjusted to fit the needs of all concerned. However, the 
neighbors must make the final decision because they alone 
cannot drive away from the problem.

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Joe Benson knows the way . . . 


By DOC ABRAHAM 
NEWSPAPER LOGS: You 
cnn help in the energy crisis by 
burning newspaper logs in your 
fireplace. Our readers have 
sent us a good many tips on 
making newspaper logs and 
we'll pass them along. "Better 
than tightly rolled newspapers 
for burning as 'logs,' are paper 
balls. Soak the newspaper In 
water, roll into a tight ball; 
keep adding wet paper until Uie 
ball is very large. Then let dry 
thoroughly in the sun. It will 
burn as long as any "log" says a 
reader. 

Another writes: "No need to 
use a broomstick or curtain rod 
for rolling newspaper logs. 
Instead of unfolding the sheets 
altogether, take two full pages, 
leaving them half folded. This 
makes a log about IS inches 
long. Spray the sheet, using a 
spray detergent bottle, with the 
following solution: water, V* 
kerosene, plus 1 tablespoon of 
liquid detergent. Roll the paper 
tightly as possible. At the end of 
the roll, start another two 
sheets. Spray these two with the 
same solution and continue to 
roll. Repeat this process until 
you have a 4 or 5” diameter roll. 
Tie ends with thin wire for 
completed roll. 

These logs do not have to be 
dried out. They can be used 
right away. However, a fire 
must be started with wood hot 
enough to start the paper logs. 
Once the logs start burning they 
form a very hot bed which aids 
the burning of additional 
wooden logs. Two or three 
paper logs will burn more than 8 
hours.” 

David E. Lofgreen an en¬ 
vironmentalist says that or¬ 
dinary newspapers converted 
into logs burn as cleanly and 
pound for pound give the same 
heat as wood. With just a half 
hour of labor any one can 
provide himself with three or 
four hours of comfortable 
fireplace fire. Here’s his 
method: Divide the day’s paper 
into sections and fold them into 
W page size (about 12x15 inches 
and ’A" thick or less. Soak them 
in a tub of water and detergent 
overnight. While they are still 
wet, roll the sections in¬ 
dividually on a one inch rod and 
squeeze out the excess water 
■while smoothing the surface 
edges. Slide the rolls off the rod 
and stand them on end to dry, 
tipping the rolls slightly to allow 
air to circulate the logs. 

The “logs" should be about 12 
inches long and 2 to 4 inches in 
diameter. They are ready to use 
when completely dry. 

A wheelbarrow or laundry tub 
is good for soaking the papers. 
Detergent in the water soaked 
the paper faster and cuts down 
the process to a few hours. The 
purpose of the rod is to make a 
hole in the center which in turn 
helps the fires burn clean. Each 
log lasts about a half-hour. The 
average weekday newspaper 
will make two or three logs, and 
the Sunday edition will make up 
to seven logs. Not only are 
newspaper logs about the same 


as wood as an energy source, 
but what other fuel is delivered 
to your doorstep each day? 

In case you're wondering 
more about detergent. A 
tablespoon of it in water not 
only helps soaking, but will 
minimize the fly ash when the 
log is burned. 

COLORING YOUR LOGS: 
Newspaper logs can be treated 
so they will burn with different 
colors, as you do pine cones. 
Copper sulfate gives off green 
flames; Calcium chloride, 
orange; copper chloride, blue; 
lithium cholride, carmine and 
potassium chloride, purple. 
These solutions should be made 
outdoors and only in wooden 
pails or earthen crocks. The 
ratio is 1 pound of the chemical 
to a gallon of water. If you want 
many colors, have many pails, 
or start fresh with each 
chemical. Always wear rubber 
gloves. 

NEVER USE Chlorates, 
nitrates, or potassium per¬ 
manganate. Keep to what has 
been listed. Buy the chemicals 
from the drug store. Allow the 
logs to soak for a day or two in 
the solution then dry 
thoroughly. Pine cones also 
may be tossed into these mixes. 
The end result is spectacular. 


Spring car 
inspection 
starts Apr. I 

Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
David J. Lucey called attention 
today to the forthcoming 
compulsory motor vehicle in¬ 
spection period which begins 
April 1 and suggested that 
during the balance of this month 
drivers would be wise to pre- 
inspcct their motor vehicles and 
have necessary repairs made 
now. 

While it is too soon to deter¬ 
mine whether the shorter hours 
and gas lines will affect the 
availability of mechanics, we do 
know, by experience, that the 
official inspection stations are 
usually deluged with last- 
minute inspections and that 
when parts are required, it 
becomes diittcult to complete 
the work prior to the end of the 
inspection period. 

Now is a good time to check 
your vehicle, and if you find that 
parts are required for repair 
work, give the garage mechanic 
time to seek the necessary 
components to do the work so 
that you won’t be caught short 
at the end of the inspection 
period. There are 2, 900,000 
vehicles which must be in¬ 
spected from April 1 to May 15. 

Items to be checked include: 
Brakes, stop lights, lights, horn, 
exhaust system, steering gear, 
windshield, windshield 
cleaners, number plates, rear 
windows, tires, fenders, 
bumpers, external sheet metal, 
reflectors, splash guards and 
chock blocks and pollution 
control systems or devices, and 
vehicle identification number.

How to become dog's best friend 


By SYLVIA SHUMAN 
(Dedham Community House) 

What does a man do when he 
has recently retired from 15 
years of service as officer-in 
charge of the K-9 Unit of the 
Boston Police Department? 
Why, he continues to train dogs, 
of course. That is what Joseph 
L. Benson of South Walpole has 
been doing, and very suc¬ 
cessfully, so, every Thursday 
evening for three hours in the 
gym of the Dedham Community 
House. 

And he does it with a flair — 
with an earthy humor, with 
anecdotes, but with a conviction 
that all dogs can be trained and 
all owners can learn to un¬ 
derstand their dogs a little 
better. 

Ever since he was a small boy 
in Wesley, Maine, Joe Benson 
has lived with and loved dogs. 
Instinctively, he knows that a 
dog needs love, affection and 
praise. A dog also needs to be 
corrected when he has done 
something worong. When he 
receives this kind of attention, 
obedience will come naturally, 
Mr. Benson said. 

During this fourth session of 
an eight week course, the dogs 
in the class I observed were 
learning to respond to the 
"Come" command. When Mrs. 
Paula Panciocco of Hyde Park 


called her 11-month-old 
dachshund, Bonne, she 
wouldn't come, but another dog, 
a curly-haired black cocker 
spaniel, named Tarye ran to 
her. Bonne seemed to have her 
little Teutonic mind set on 
doing other things, like not 
moving. But Mrs. Panciocco 
was encouraged to work with 
her for about 15 minutes twice a 
day and was reassured that 
Bonne would rise to the oc¬ 
casion and learn to obey this 
command. Mrs. Panciocco’s 
primary concern in coming to 
dog obedience class with her 
little dachshund was precisely 
so that she would learn to obey 
and not get hurt. 

Brian Buckley of Walpole has 
been bringing his English 
bulldog, Cuddles, to class and is 
impressed with his (Cuddles’, 
that is) progress. Mr. Buckley 
works with his dog, which is 
very important, taking him out 
in the early evening for about 15 
or 20 minutes after he comes 
home from work and again late 
at night. His early outing is 
a rather unique experience, he 
told me. He and Cuddles are 
joined by the family cat and 
they make an engaging trio as 
they walk around the 
neighborhood. 

Helen Loring comes with a 
"handful" of dog ... a large 


mixed-breed male of unknown 
breed named Cocoa who is two 
years old and was badly In need 
of training. He is improving, she 
said, but I was glad I didn't 
meet up with Cocoa before his 
training started! 

Not only will dog obedience 
classes teach a dog to heel, to 
reverse turn, to come on 
command, to learn to retrieve, 
etc., but, more importantly, Mr. 
Benson encourages people to 
spend time with their dogs, to 
give them exercise, to tran¬ 
sform them into real pets. A 
well-trained dog is an asset, Mr. 
Benson said, an untrained one a 
liability. Dogs should not be 
allowed to roam around the 
streets because they only get 
into trouble, or worse, get hit by 
cars. Mr. Benson was adamant 
on this point. 

Joe Benson worked for the 
Boston Police Deaprtment for 
five years before the advent 
dogs. He had always been 
advocate of trained poliMAogs 
and when such a unitjpn for¬ 
med he was "first wnwe" to 
take charge of th#init. This 
was in 1963. Fra^hen on, Joe 
was in charg^^the Boston K-9 
Tactical U^f and has also 
trained MKther units, as far 
away ajport Wayne, Indiana. 
He bafseen his trainees walk 
awadrwith top honors in state 


and national competitions. 

Joe has received many 
commendations during his 
career, but is especially proud 
of a plaque awarded in 1972 by 
the Commonwealth police 
departments with canine units 
"in recognition of the out¬ 
standing service to the police K- 
9 units in Massachusetts," and 
also the Walter Scott Medal of 
Honor from the Boston Police 
Department, the highest award 
given. 

This spring, Mr. Benson is 
engaging upon a new venture. 
He is starting a canine training 
academy, an intensive 90-hour 
program, instructing dog 
trainers in both oJurfHIRe and 
attack. 

It is unuM^when a man's 
lifelong U^ffest and hobby also 
becon* his vocation. Mr. 
is indeed a fortunate 
to have been able to devote 
working years to something 
he evidently loves and does so 
well. 

It's a wonderful evening's 
entertainment to come down to 
the Dedham Community House 
and observe the camaraderie of 
the class, and the fascinating 
interchange between dog and 
owner, and dog and Mr. Benson. 
There is no admission charge 
and it’s better than a movie! 
However, if you have a dog who 


doesn’t do any of the things a 
well trained dog should do, or 
only some of them, bring him 
along tool

Students learn 
about nutrition 


Weeks Junior High School 
students added good nutrition to 
the joy of eating during 
National Nutrition Week, 
March 3-9, and discovered that 
a proper diet doesn't have to 
spoil the fun of eating. 

Home economics teachers 
there decided that since 
students' enthusiasm to the 
week's discovery was so strong, 
nutrition education will be 
promoted throughout the school 
year. 

The week's program, part of 
the American Dietetics 
Association’s "Nutrition Saves" 
campaign was designed to 
emphasize that good nutrition 
at every meal and snack saves 
health. 

A student breakfast it 
revealed, to Weeks home 
economics teachers' surprise, 
that most students do eat 
breakfast. Only 22 per cent of 
the students reported that they 
skip the meal. 

For lunches, "nutrition point 
charts" rated the nutrient 
values of foods that students at 
Weeks generally consume. 
Their aim was to eat lunches of 
100-125 nutrient points. 

After school snacks 
representing the four basic food 
groups were prepared and sold 
by the students. Among the 
snacks were "natural sweet 
treats" made of peanut butter 
for protein, and three fruit 
flavors of "frogurt," a milk 
treat of frozen yogurt. 

"Nutrition Saves" was ad¬ 
vertised, radio-type spots were 
broadcasted over the public 
address system every morning. 
Films sponsored by the New 
England Dairy Council were 
shown to classes as part of the 
week's "Film Festival."

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Music School 
elects director 

The board of trustees of the All Newton Music School has 
announced the appointment of Ayrton Pinto as the new 
director of the school. 

Pinto, a member of the Boston Symphony Orchestra for 
14 years and currently concertmaster of the Sao Paulo, 
Brazil, Symphony Orchestra, will assume the directorship 
on Aug. 15 of this year. 

Pinto is a violinist and pianist with a bachelor’s degree 
from the Brazilian Conservatory of Music, a master’s 
degree from the New England Conservatory of Music, and 
an artist’s diploma from the New England Conservatory in 
1957. His awards include: The Koussevitsky Prize of 
Tanglewood (1956), the prize of the Jomal do Comercio of 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, (1958). He was a Fulbright Scholar 
in 1953. 

His professional experience includes: Member of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra from 1959 to 1973, faculty 
member of the extension service of the New England 
Conservatory from 1955 to 1962, and teaching at Wellesley 
College from 1956 to 1973. In May of 1973, Pinto was called 
back to Brazil to help organize the Sao Paulo Symphony 
Orchestra (Eleazar de Carvalho, conductor) where as 
concertmaster, he has held classes on string and orchestra 
techniques. 

Pinto succeeds Anne Gombosi who is retiring after 15 
years of service. 

During these years the enrollment of the school in¬ 
creased from 400 to nearly 1,200, the present building was 
acquired and renovated, and the school achieved a national 
reputation for excellence among community music schools.
